The activities of the Community Center have been 
carried on during the past year under local supervision, 
and various types of programs were offered for the 


townspeople. 


Approximately 250 adults and young people with the 
total participation of 79,722 used the facilities of the 
Center, and enjoyed classes in metalcraft, aeroplane 
modeling, games, sewing, etc. Card parties were held, 
and as a result the younger boys were fully equipped 
with baseball suits and bats. 


The Boy Scouts have had the use of a room for their 
meetings, and recently the Red Cross have had their 
materials there. 


Earlier in the season this Center was chosen as one 
of those on the Cape for a Training Center for Super- 
visors in the work, and those in charge of activities in 
other towns met here for instruction. 


Your committee has held monthly meetings with 
the Supervisor, to hear reports and give whatever sug- 
gestions were necessary. 


The Center building was improved with the neces- 
sary plumbing and remodeling, and now presents an at- — 
tractive appearance both inside and out. 


Just at this time it has been necessary to make a 
change in the Supervisor, and we are fortunate to se- 
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cure a young man in that capacity who has been con- 
nected with another Center on the Cape for three years. 
We feel, that under his supervision, the Center can serve 
the people of the town, especially the adults, even more 
than it has during the past year. 


The Center belongs to the town, and only by your 
interest and participation can it be made more success- 
ful. Why not go into the Center sometime, and see what 
is being offered by the staff, or give suggestions for 
the activities that you would like? 


This year the Committee feels that our appropria- 
tion can be reduced, as the necessary improvements to 
the building have been made. We sincerely hope that 
the citizens of Sandwich join with us, and help keep our 
Community Center a busy place.

Several new dwellings have been built during the 
past year in which it has been possible to install wiring 
of the most approved type. Most of the work, however, 
has been in the nature of additions to old installations, 
and in many cases it has been possible to eliminate old 
hazards and bring the entire system more in keeping 
with present day standards. However, I cannot urge too 
strongly the necessity for having the older installations, 
particularly where the old type open switch is still in 
use, checked over by a competent electrician and brought 
more nearly up to date. This can be done for a very 
small outlay, the meter can be placed on the outside of 
the building where it belongs, and fire hazards that in- 
crease from year to year eliminated.

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The 50th annual report of the Library is here pre- 
sented. 


While this 50th report is being prepared the year is 
well started that will, on August 8, 1941, mark the half 
century of library history in Sandwich. Many can look 
back to our modest but much anticipated beginning, 
when one room in the tiny “Lawyer Nye’s office” near 
the Town Hall was adequate for the supply of books, and 
service. The library was open, at first, only on Satur- 
day afternoon and evening, and each household could 
be allowed only two books. Even on that basis the cir- 
culation for the first year was 6,729 books. Some doubt- 
less recall the first books secured to read. Even twenty 
years later, when it was moved into Weston Memorial 
Library, each individual was restricted to two books, and 
but one of these could be fiction. Now the library’s sup- 
ply of about 13,000 volumes makes it possible to fill any 
reasonable request. Students now in school here can 
hardly appreciate the contrast between their reading 
and study opportunities, compared with the time previ- 
cus to 1891, when pupils had to depend upon material 
at home, and on a very meagre school library, or rent 
books from a lending library. 


The year 1940 has offered a similar round of oppor- 
tunities and experiences as an average year. It has been 
a busy year. There were more than the usual number 
of summer visitors, also of summer residents who were 
very appreciative of privileges allowed them, and more 
than pleased with the reading found available. Much > 
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time has been spent helping with reference work, 
through the year. Many of the people brought into town 
through the work at Camp Edwards have patronized the 
library. Transient, or new cards, issued during 1940, 
numbered ninety-four. All in all it has been a good year. 


There have been 284 books catalogued. Of these 
173 were fiction, and 111 were non-fiction books. 227 of 
these books were purchased, and 57 were gifts. Those 
who made gifts of books and to whom a thank you is 
again expressed, were Mrs. Alice P. Garratt, Mrs. F. L. 
Hunt, Mrs. Dodge Macknight and Mr. Charles O. Dexter. 
Mr. Dexter’s gift consisted of many books including a 
12-volume set of The National Patron of Honor Edition 
of “The Progress of Nations” purchased especially for 
the library. 


The entire list of magazines, representing a well 
rounded range of reading, numbered 38. 


For adults there were Better Homes and Gardens, 
Birdlore, Current History and Forum, Good Housekeep- 
ing, Harpers, Harper’s Bazaar, Hobbies, Home Craft, 
Hygeia, Ladies’ Home Journal, Life, Nation, National 
Geographic, Nature, Pan-American Union Bulletin, Par- 
ents, Readers’ Digest, Saturday Evening Post, Scientific 
American, Time, and Woman’s Home Companion. And 
fcr the younger readers American Boy, Boy’s Life, Open 
Road, Popular Mechanics, Popular Science, Child Life, 
Playmate, and Wee Wisdom. There were also gifts of 
American Legion Magazine, American, Atlantic, Dumb 
Animals, Kiwanis, London Illustrated News, National 
News of American Legion Auxiliary, and Specialty Sales- 
man. Appreciation for these gifts is expressed to Mrs. 
H. A. Dunbar, Mr. Alfred Hoey, Mrs. H. M. Whitney, Mrs. 
E. T. Wright, the Legion Auxiliary and several unnamed 
friends. 
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The circulation for the year, 19,334, is somewhat less 
than that of last year, but may still be an encouraging 
indication, that of a busier community with less leisure 
for reading. The circulation was apportioned as fol- 
lows: 12,801 books of fiction, 3,500 of non-fiction, and 
3,033 magazines. 23 percent of the reading, or nearly 
one out of four books circulated, showed an increase in 
more serious reading, and is a high percentage. 


Fifty popular titles have been attractively rebound 
and are in strong demand again. Four volumes of Na- 
tional Geographic magazines were also bound. Those 
who have used the new Webster’s International Diction- 
ary, Second Edition (October 1939) are very enthusiastic 
about it. “Equivalent to a condensed set of Encycloped- 
ias”, one comment. Books in Italian have been borrowed 
through the year as formerly. Many books have been 
provided readers and students through the assistance 
of the State Library Commission. Much appreciation is 
due them for their efforts to secure books requested. 


The Lecture Room has been used through the year 
by organizations and committees desiring a meeting 
place. The evergreen tree on the lawn heartened the 
community during the holiday season with its pleasing 
decorations, provided as usual by the Woman’s Club. 


Success each year is possible only through support 
and co-operation, and for that we wish to thank the 
Board of Trustees, and also, thank the townspeople, both 
young and old.

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Constable’s Report 


In the interest of better police protection, and feel- 
ing that the citizens of Sandwich should know some- 
thing of the amount of work entailed in endeavoring 
to police the town, the following table of investigations 
may give roughly what I have found myself confronted 
with.

Stolen Cars 2 
Larceny 6 
Auto Accidents 26

Miscellaneous 69 


The miscellaneous calls cover a variety of cases from 
trying to obtain money by claiming to be an officer, to 
the sinking of boats in the pond, deer killed by cars, dis- 
turbances, dogs killing hens, etc. 


In addition to the above 3 stolen cars have been re- 
covered, transfers have been made out for 20 cars, there 
have been two trips to the Taunton State Hospital, 8 in- 
vestigations have been made for other police depart- 
ments, 6 summonses have been served, there have been 9 
days attendance at Court, and 10 evenings attendance 
at police school. 


Most of the investigations have been conducted in 
the day time, and are in addition to the nightly patrol. 
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In common with other towns in this vicinity Sand- 
wich has felt the establishment of Camp Edwards both 
in traffic and criminal work, and the present outlook is 
that it will increase rather than diminish. 


I find myself badly handicapped by reason of lack of 
transportation, and the absence of radio communica- 
tion with Barnstable and the other towns that are in the 
Barnstable County Police Radio System. 


The parking of cars on Jarvis Street has become a 
problem. It would seem that a trial of the 45 degree 
system on the northeast side, with no parking on the 
opposite side, might make for greater safety and order. 


It is becoming increasingly evident that a check of 
closed buildings should be maintained, as many weeks 
often elapse before breaks are discovered and reported.

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An extensive maintenance program was carried on 
in the past year, the various projects having been oper- 
ated with Town forces under Chapters 81 and 90 con- 
tracts, and the work performed to the best advantage. 


Although maintenance work is not as spectacular as 
new construction, the work of properly and efficiently 
caring for the improvements we possess is of utmost 
financial importance to the community. 


The major part of our work for this year was the 
improvement and reconditioning of roads in the outly- 
ing districts. For years many of these roadways, or sec- 
tions of them, have been hazardous to the increasing 
traffic. To remedy these conditions as much as possible, 
curves have been widened and lengthened, and in sec- 
tions where drainage is poor, catch basins have been put 
in. Also poor surfaces have been oiled. Unquestionably, 
this work is not only a distinct improvement for the pres- 
ent time, but it is also laying the foundation for an ex- 
cellent road system for the future. 


With the ever growing demand for well plowed and 
sanded streets and walks within a few hours after a 
storm, it is only reasonable that this department have 
more modern snow removal equipment at its disposal. 


Due to the hardships experienced on snow removal, 
together with the fact that there is no'way of knowing 
how much money is necessary for this work, I am re- 
questing that this work be placed under a Special Fund. 


I would also request that the curbing and sidewalk 
in front of the post office and stores be rebuilt, as there 
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is a deplorable condition existing there for both walking 
and parking. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the citizens, the Board 


of Selectmen, the District Engineer and all other depart- 
ments for their cooperation during the past year.

Last year, 1939, as will be recalled, we were able to 
plow and plant certain areas with seed and grain for 
the upland game birds including other small seed eating 
birds.

$50.00 was spent for adult trout and a like amount for 
50 adult pheasants, both of which were liberated in their 
proper areas.

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Nurse’s Report for 1940 


Our children under school age, as I have reported 
in the past, are intelligently cared for with few excep- 
tions. 


All children were vaccinated before entering school 
in September. Most of these little people were done by 
their private physicians. The school physician had one 
clinic at his private office for those who had not been 
previously vaccinated. 


Four Toxin Anti-Toxin clinics were held and fifteen 
children under school age were protected against diph- 
theria; also three school children who had not previous- 
ly been protected, attended the clinics. Twenty-four 
pre-school children had whooping cough when it was 
prevalent. This was about 30% of those not already im- 
munized. Many of the non-immunized received innocu- 
lations or were kept isolated from those infected and 
those who might be a source of danger. 


The Sandwich Woman’s Club sponsored two dental 
clinics and ten of these little folks had their dental work 
done. Five others have been to private dentists. In the 
group who entered school for the first time in September, 
five had not had their teeth cared for. Two of these 
have had their work done since. 


Three children were taken to a mental hygiene 
clinic in Bourne for mental age tests. These were all 
allowed to enter school; otherwise they could not have 
for another year. 
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The school group have had few absences from school 
on account of illness except during the whooping cough 
epidemic in the first half of the year. Fifty-two pupils 
contracted this which necessitated long absences in a 
few cases. There was exceptional co-operation from 
parents. Many children were kept at home until a 
definite diagnosis could be made. This is very helpful 
in controlling any infection and saves the school from 
making so many exclusions. If the only contact was in 
the classroom, communicable diseases could be much 
better controlled. Most of our children are in contact 
with children of all other rooms from 15 to 45 minutes 
in the school busses before seen by the grade teacher. 
Besides this, many contacts are made from home to 
home, at the Community Center, churches, library and 
other gathering places. 


Fifteen dental clinics were financed by the Board of 
Health and 43 children received their certificates for 
dental work completed. Sixty other children have gone 
to their own dentists. The clinic has been unable to care 
for the children’s teeth above the sixth grade. This is 
unfortunate as many children have not all their per- 
manent teeth at this time nor have they lost all their 
deciduous teeth. If we could have all children who are 
to have their work done at the clinic at the age of three 
years once, or better still, twice a year and take care of 
all teeth as soon as they erupt, the work could be done 
with a minimum of time and expense. Some children’s 
teeth begin to decay as soon as they erupt. Although 
the work of the dental clinic has been limited, it speaks 
for itself as to its effectiveness. The first year 20 ex- 
tractions of permanent teeth were necessary, the sec- 
ond year 5, the third year 6 and this, the fourth year, 
only 1. If one could put a money value on a child’s per- 
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manent tooth, these teeth saved would be worth far more 
than these clinics have cost. 


Fifteen pupils have been fitted to glasses or had 
lenses changed. Nine pupils who have reacted to Tuber- 
culosis tests were taken to Bourne for X-ray examina- 
tion. Though these clinics have been held over a period 
of thirteen years, no active cases of Tuberculosis have 
been found. 


Three pupils were taken to Bourne for physical and 
mental examinations who are unable to do the school 
work required of pupils of their age. 


Three classes of Junior and Senior High School girls, 
members of the Camp Fire Group, have been held in 
Home Hygiene. 


189 visits to the school building and 224 to the homes 
of school children have been made. 


The number of nursing visits to patients in their 
own homes remains about the same although the reve- 
nue derived from these visits has increased. 


With one exception, all maternity cases have been 
cared for in hospitals. We are fortunate in having hos- 
pitals nearby that not only care for acute and surgical 
cases but those suffering from communicable and 
chronic diseases. 


Nursing visits total 350, 10 prenatal, 5 postnatal, 1 
delivery. Fifty-eight calls were made after hours and 
Sundays. 503 social service and other visits were made. 
The nurse assisted at three tonsil and adenoid clinics at 
Pocasset, made nine trips to Pocasset, three to Bourne, 
one to Middleboro, 15 to Hyannis, three to Taunton, one 
to New Bedford to attend a School Health Institute, one 
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to Hyannis to attend a Mental Hygiene Conference, three 
to Dennis to the meetings of the Cape Cod Public Health 
Nurses’ Club, and one to Wrentham when all Cape Cod 
nurses were entertained at the State Hospital for the 
Feeble Minded and shown the work being done there. 


In closing this, my ninteenth annual report, I wish 
to express my appreciation to those with whom I have 
been associated during the years. Only with their loyal 
support could these results have been obtained.

Report of State Audit - 1940

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the period 
from June 13, 1937 to March 23, 1940, made in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General Laws. 
This is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. 
Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the 
period from June 13, 1937, the date of the previous ex- 
amination, to March 23, 1940 and report thereon as fol- 
lows: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded 
on the books of the several departments receiving or 
disbursing money for the town or committing bills for 
collection, were examined and checked for the period 
covered by the audit. 


The books and accounts kept by the accounting offi- 
cers were examined and checked. The general and ap- 
propriation ledger accounts were analyzed, the recorded 
receipts being compared with the treasurer’s cash book 
and with the treasury warrants. The appropriations and 
transfers as recorded on the ledger were checked with 
the town clerk’s records of the town meeting and with 
the records of the finance committee. 


The necessary ledger adjustments resulting from the 
audit were made, a trial balance was taken off proving 
the accounts to be in balance, and a balance sheet, show- 
ing the financial condition of the town on March 23, 
1940, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


It was noted that on December 31, 1939, the’ ex- 
penditures for Chapter 81 and Chapter 90 highway pro- 
jects exceeded the amounts available by $1,784.65. At- 
tention is called to the fact that expenditures for high- 
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way projects carried on by the town in conjunction 
with the State and County may not exceed the aggre- 
gate amount of the appropriation voted by the town, to- 
gether with the amounts actually received on account 
of allotments. Whenever the reimbursements from the 
State and County are not received in time to provide 
funds for payment of payrolls and materials, temporary 
loans under the provision of Section 6A, Chapter 44, 
General Laws, may be issued by the treasurer. 


It is recommended that a town vote be passed an- 
nually fixing salaries of all elected officers, in accord- 
ance with the provision of Section 108, Chapter 41, Gen- 
eral Laws, and in this connection attention is also called 
to the provision of Section 4A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
relative to a vote of the town being required to enable 
a town board to appoint any member thereof to another 
town office or position. 


The books and records of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and checked with the accounting officer’s 
books, with the departmental payments to the treasurer, 
and with other sources from which money was paid into 
the town treasury, while the disbursements were checked 
with the treasury warrants. 


Several errors in entering receipts and payments 
were found during the progress of the audit of the 
Treasurer’s accounts, and the reconciliation of the cash 
balance on March 23, 1940, with the cash in the office 
and in the bank, disclosed 'a cash discrepancy of $491.11, 
which amount was deposited in the treasurer’s bank ac- 
count before the completion of the audit. 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were checked with the amounts falling due 
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and with the cancelled securities on file. An overpay- 
ment of interest amounting to $40. in 1938 was noted, 
and a refund of this amount was secured and the re- 
ceipt entered during the progress of the audit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and trustees of the Weston Memorial 
Fund were examined and listed, the income and reim- 
bursements being proved and found to be properly re- 
corded. 


The tax titles taken by the town for unpaid taxes 
were examined and the amount added to the tax title 
account were compared with the collector’s records. 
The reported redemptions were checked with the re- 
ceipts as recorded on the treasurer’s and the accounting 
officer’s books, the reported disclaimers were verified, 
and the tax titles on hand were listed, proved, and com- 
pared with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The computation of the tax rates by the assessors 
was checked and it was noted that the amount of $3,690 
was raised in excess in 1939, due to the fact that the 
State tax underestimated in 1938, which was raised by 
the assessors in 1939, was also included in the total ap- 
propriation voted to be raised in 1939. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked. The taxes and assessments out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination were 
audited and all subsequent commitments were compared 
with the assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified, the record- 
ed abatements were checked with the assessors’ records, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed. 
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The records of departmental accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The reported pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, the abatements 
were checked with records in the department authorized 
to grant abatements, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed. 


Verification of outstanding tax, assessment, and de- 
partmental accounts was made by mailing notices to a 
number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as Owing money to the town and from the replies re- 
ceived it appears that the accounts, as listed, are cor- 
rect. 


It is recommended that the tax collector make week- 
ly payments to the treasurer of all collections as required 
by Section 2, Chapter 60, General Laws. 


It is also recommended that prompt settlement of 
all prior years’ taxes be secured. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were 
examined and checked. The recorded receipts for dog 
and sporting licenses were checked with the records of 
licenses issued, and the payments to the State and town 
were verified. 


The surety bonds of the financial officials bonded 
for the faithful performance of their duties were exam- 
ined and found to be in proper form. 

A considerable amount of detailed checking was 
necessary in order to reconcile the treasurer’s cash and 
the tax and tax title accounts, which increased the 
length of the audit and consequently its cost. 

It is recommended that a complete record of all li- 


‘censes and permits granted by the selectmen be Kept in 


order that receipts from this source may be properly 
checked. 
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In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money for the town 
or rendering bills for collection were reconciled with the 
treasurer’s and the accounting officer’s books. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to 
the balance sheet, tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s and the collector’s cash, summaries of the 
tax, assessment, tax title, and departmental accounts, 
as well as tables showing the transactions and condi- 
tions of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town 
officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, to express appre- 
ciation.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 


Town of Sandwich: 


. The legislature, recognizing that there was need 
from time to time for a report on the condition of 
schools, passed a law requiring that at least once a year 
the school committee should publish such a report. This 
is a wise provision, for the schools are a public institu- 
tion supported by general taxation and are responsible 
to a large degree for the training of the most precious 
portion of the population. It is therefore appropriate 
that there should be far-reaching and deep public con- 
cern in the welfare of the schools, and, because of the 
effects of the training that is provided, the citizens are 
interested and entitled to know what the schools are 
doing and why they are doing it. The annual report 
helps to eliminate misunderstandings, some of which are 
due to the immaturity of the pupils from whom many 
reports are received, and it also serves to counteract 
mouth-to-ear notions and misinformation. Although 
cur school is small, it is responsible, as are educational 
institutions elsewhere, for providing opportunities for 
the growth of the individual into effective and construc- 
tive membership in society. 


Considerable progress toward the attainment of this 
objective has been made possible because, during the 
past twenty-five years, educational psychology has point-

ed out the great differences in individuals and the great 
divergence in the rate of learning. Attention is focused 
on the child’s ability, capacity, needs, and interest. 
Definite effort is made to provide opportunities for full 
development of the child’s character, physical and men- 
tal health, his emotional stability, his social judgment, 
and his occupational efficiency. Classrooms are divided 
into groups and teachers make special assignments ac- 
cording to individual needs. Specially prepared material 
supplements the texts so that interest is secured and 
failures are much reduced. Fortunately we have on the 
elementary school staff a teacher who has had special 
training for this type of service and a definite program 
of remedial treatment is provided under her direction. 


The educational program can be most effective when 
there is close relationship between the doing life of the 
community and the educational program. In spite of 
the handicaps of the small school, there are some dis- 
tinct advantages, among them being the intimate ac- 
quaintance of pupils, parents, and teachers which should 
lead to closer co-operation in the joint responsibility of 
the school and home in promoting the all-around devel- 
cpment of boys and girls. This close contact comes about 
because of small classes, teacher-pupil participation in 
extra-curricular activities, and in participation together 
in the life of the community. It also may make possible 
a, closer understanding of the pupil because, through the 
years, teachers in small communities may watch young 
people grow up and thus learn more about them and be 
more able to guide them effectively. It is this fuller 
knowledge that very often makes a program of guidance 
in a small school better than those that obtain in some 
larger schools where guidance is based on less subjective 
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procedures. The principal of our school learns to know 
the pupil and tries to guide him not only in the proper 
selection of a curriculum to be pursued but also in the 
formation of those attitudes and habits that help him 
develop a balanced personality. An addition to this 
euidance program has just been suggested in the report 
of the commission named by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education, at the request of the General Court, 
to investigate the problem of youth in Massachusetts. 
They recommend that the guidance program in all high 
schools be supplemented by a placement director whose 
business it would be to check on job opportunities, drop- 
outs, and guidance of the drop-outs into appropriate 
study, training and re-training, and above all a very 
active program of co-operation with all agencies to lo- 
cate or even to create work opportunities for young peo- 
ple. 


Although there has been considerable revision in 
college entrance requirements, the preparation of stu- 
dents for college is still a restricting force on the high 
school curriculum, particularly in the small high school, 
but since a relatively large percentage of our graduates 
are fortunate enough to go on to college, we must at- 
tempt to meet college entrance requirements, and we 
hope to continue the fine record Sandwich High School 
has made in this particular. Nevertheless, we are glad 
to report that the needs of other pupils are not entirely 
neglected. We have courses in typewriting, and in al- 
ternate years, bookkeeping and shorthand. These cours- 
es in commercial education should be augmented so that 
an able graduate of this course would be qualified to take 
a position as general clerk with the ability to take dic- 
tation, to type, and to keep a set of books. 


vee 
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We have discussed in a number of school reports 
vocational education and shop work. Today there is 
hardly a person who questions the value of this type of 
education, and, although our school is small and our 
shop program not extensive, we can be justly proud of 
it. The instructor is particularly talented and the course 
is of such outstanding value that nearly fifty percent 
of the boys are now taking it and receiving training in 
woodworking, electricity and automotive mechanics. 
These boys learn how to use hand tools and also have 
an opportunity to get some machine training. Most edu- 
cators believe that this type of general shop training is 
more effective than specialized training. It is reasonable 
to presume that boys who pursue the course in our high 
school can transfer the training they receive there to 
more specialized training after graduation. At least 
they will become more effective home members regard- 
less of what their future vocation may be. 


For a number of years boys and girls in Sandwich 
have had an opprotunity to learn to play an instrument. 
Many have taken advantage of it and have become pro- 
ficient enough to become members of the Shawme Or- 
chestra, the combined orchestra of the high schools of 
Sandwich and Bourne. It is indeed a privilege to belong 
to this orchestra for, under the able direction of the 
supervisor, its members are given training in the play- 
ing of classical music. They become familiar with musi- 
eal masterpieces and develop a taste for fine music. 
Many of them select programs such as the Ford Sunday 
Evening Hour for entertainment. A school band, com- 
posed of students from Sandwich and Bourne High 
Schools was organized in October. Later the band was 
uniformed and played on a number of occasions. In 
the fall, the supervisor plans to divide the advanced 
classes into two groups, the larger number being mem- 
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bers of the Shawme Band. The other members will work 
in ensembles. After Thanksgiving all groups will be 
combined in the Shawme Orchestra. Rehearsals of this 
organization are held regularly on Monday evenings, 
alternately in Sandwich and Bourne. This of course 
means that children have to be transported every other 
week and although this does present some difficulties, 
the training received is well worth the time and effort 
put forth by parents in bringing their children to these 
rehearsals. The supervisor needs the full co-operation 
of all parents in this problem and he urges your help 
in transportation. 

We hope the townspeople appreciate the health sery- 
ice provided by the schools. Although the school physi- 
cian is paid but a nominal sum, he renders a great 
amount of service. Each child annually receives the 
benefit of more than a mere medical inspection and re- 
commendations are sent home to the parents of chil- 
dren in whom defects are found. Every participant in 
athletics has a thorough physical examination. The 
doctor also certifies for re-admission those children who 
have been excluded because of contagious diseases. Our 
school nurse assists the school physician in his work and 
is always available for service. In addition, the health 
service includes a pre-school clinic, a toxin anti-toxin 
clinic (immunization against diphtheria), a Chadwick 
clinic (tuberculosis) and a dental clinic. The dental 
clinic is very effective as far as it goes but money avail- 
able is so limited that the dental service is restricted to 
the lower grades. It would be wise if the town could 
increase the Board of Health’s appropriation so that the 
benefits of the dental clinic could be extended to older 
children. Miss Westover who has served many years as 
school nurse has presented her resignation. We deeply 
appreciate the constant and efficient service she has 
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rendered during these years. My task as superintendent 
was made easier because of her service for I felt that 
she was doing everything possible to make the health 
program at Sandwich function efficiently. 


As yet there has been little effect on our school of 
the activities at Camp Edwards. It is probable that when 
the full quota of men arrive at Camp Edwards every 
available home will be occupied. Fortunately we will be 
able to care for a large number in our elementary school 
and for about twenty-five in our high school. Although 
our auditorium is in such constant demand that it was 
not possible to allow its regular use by the army, the 
local town team is playing basketball games with sol- 
Ciers from the camp. 


Transportation of children to school during the past 
ten years has become a major problem in most towns. 
In Sandwich all high school children with the exception 
of those living in the village and almost every elementary 
school child are transported to school. The problem of 
transporting these children to school in safety and com- 
fort has received considerable attention from the school 
committee. Schedules have been arranged whereby 
buses can cover two or more routes, thus reducing costs. 
A study of transportation costs in the fifteen towns of 
Barnstable County was made by the Division of Voca- 
tional Education, and investigation showed that in Sand- 
wich the annual cost per pupil transported was the third 
lowest in the group. In order to keep costs down, the 
school department is running the buses without matrons. 
This presents a real problem for pupils are called upon 
to meet a social situation which they have not met else- 
where and for which no effective code of proper conduct 
has been evolved. The bus driver must give primary at- 
tention to his driving in order to prevent accidents. Dis- 
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cipline for the most part must be self-discipline. Prin- 
cipal and teachers try to develop esprit de corps that 
will make for good conduct on the school buses. In order 
to make this instruction more effective, we urge the sin- 
cere co-operation of parents, and ask them to stress, 
when talking with their children, the need for good con- 
duct on the school bus. Another way in which parents 
co-operate in this difficult problem is having their 
children ready at the stopping point when the school 
bus arrives, and also by realizing that in order not to 
have too many stops, which consume time, it is necessary 
that children walk to convenient meeting places. When 
we think of the greatly increased traffic due to the de- 
velopment of Camp Edwards and the risk to pedes- 
trians, we can consider it fortunate that so many of our 
children can be transported to school. 


For several years a very effective course in public 
speaking has been conducted by the principal of the 
school. Every senior is required to take the course. In 
it he learns to speak before an audience on a variety of 
subjects and receives training in oral situations similar 
to those he will meet after leaving school. He learns to 
interview and to be interviewed, to speak extemporane- 
cusly, to conduct a meeting according to parliamentary 
procedure, and to prepare and give a formal address. As 
a climax to the course, the members prepare their gradu- 
ation program. Many of us can recall the very effective 
program of last year wherein members of the class dis- 
cussed with considerable insight “Education—For 
What?” 


During the year there has been considerable change 
in the personnel and until Sandwich is in a better finan- 
cial condition it is probable that we shall continue to 
lose good teachers. Our present staff is particularly 
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strong and is led by an outstanding young educator. It 
is our hope that we will be able to retain these strong 
teachers for, no matter how fine a school building may 
be, or how complete the equipment, no school is better 
than its teachers. As I close this report, I wish to thank 
the teachers for their efforts to bring about those ob- 
jectives outlined in the beginning of this report. I also 
wish to express to the school committee my apprecia- 
tion for their honesty of purpose and sincere desire to 
give Sandwich adequate schools. We are also deeply ap- 
preciative of those numerous people who have helped a 
little school in a small community to do a big task well.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


These are not ordinary times. This is an age of 
world upheaval. Nations are fighting for their lives in 
the halls of diplomacy or on the fields of battle. Forms 
of government and of civilization are threatened, and 
wise citizens in every country must give thought to na- 
tional foundations—to means of maintaining national 
strength. This statement seemingly holds, whatever hap- 
pens in Europe and in Asia this week, this month, this 
year. Stress, turmoil, and danger rather than peace, 
security, and confidence characterize the era in which we 
live. If the schools are to meet their responsibilities in 
this solemn hour, they must turn out citizens who can 
render effective leadership in educating for the American 
way of life, and who will participate energetically in the 
program of total national defense. — 

We, in whose charge these responsibilities have 
fallen, feel that the Sandwich School Department is do- 
ing its share, and pledge continued cooperation to the 
fulfillment of this program. 


ACTIVITIES: 

In a report of this type it is a most difficult task to 
single out particular activities or individuals for special 
comment as our entire program functions as a co-ordin- 
ating unit. Each year, however, a few activities do re- 
ceive special mention in order to portray to the citizens 
a typical cross-section of our semester program. 


Under the direction of Miss Ada Roberti, Mr. Everett 
McDonald, Mr. Vincent Schmidt, and Mr. Francis Escott, 
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our physical education program is functioning most ef- 
fectively. Varied games, both intra-mural and inter- 
scholastic, have been carefully planned and pupil parti- 
cipation has become increasingly greater. Although 
stress has been placed on the individual benefits to be 
gained from this program, our team play against stiff 
competition has been most encouraging. 


In the field of dramatics, three plays have been 
cffered and each was received enthusiastically. The 
spring term opened with the Senior play, directed by 
Miss Verna Swift; this fall a junior high performance 
directed by Mrs. Grace Mullaly and a junior class play 
directed by Miss Dorothy Fogg were presented. 


Because of the national interest in the New York 
World’s Fair and the many educational benefits to be 
derived therefrom, the senior class was granted permis- 
sion to visit the Fair this past spring. Under faculty 
supervision a most enjoyable trip was made. 


A well-rounded activity program in the fields of 
vocal and instrumental music has received favorable 
commendation from the patrons of our school. Parti- 
cular mention should be made of the unparalleled oppor- 
tunities in instrumental music. In an effort to rebuild 
cur orchestra and band, Mr. Querze has placed at our 
disposal many valuable instruments. Parents should 
encourage their children to avail themselves of these op- 
portunities in order to gain the full benefits of a lasting 
musical education. 


The student body expresses its appreciation to the 
Class of 1940 for the timely gift of a microphone. This 
completed our sound equipment, placing our visual edu- 
cation service second to none in this area. Each year 
the students have endeavored to purchase educational 
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equipment and this year our goal is to acquire a suitable 
piano for the auditorium. Although two upright pianos 
are now owned, their condition merits replacement, pre- 
ferably with a baby grand piano. 


Continuing the type of commencement begun in 
June, 1939, the Class of 1940 chose as its theme, “Educa- 
tion—For What?” Because of the magnitude of this 
project the class was forced to condense the objectives 
of education into general purposes. After considerable 
research a fourfold presentation was selected—Educa- 
tion for Self Realization, Human Relationships, Econom- 
ic Efficiency, and Civic Responsibility. With the aid of 
tableaux these four phases of education in a democracy 
were skillfully depicted. 


TESTING PROGRAM: 

In order to know our students better, a more mean- 
ingful testing program is being inaugurated this year. 
Intelligence, achievement, aptitude, reading, and inter- 
est tests are being given. After test diagnoses, students 
in need of special help will receive the benefits of a reme- 
dial program. This fall, a remedial reading clinic was 
started in this connection and its gradual expansion will 
ultimately include all remedial cases throughout the en- 
tire building. Miss Amy Holway is director of this splen- 
did clinic and is being assisted by teachers of the elem- 
entary staff. 


For final examinations in the high school, Coopera- 
tive Achievement Tests are given. These tests, which are 
quite similar to the New York Regents’ Examinations, 
are given at representative schools throughout the entire 
country; thus national averages are reached. These med- 
ians from our June examinations are listed below and 
clearly show how our school ranks nationally in these 
particular subjects. |

These statistics, plus the grades received by our 
graduates now matriculating at Harvard, Simmons, 
Jackson, Antioch, Hyannis Teachers College, Framing- 
ham Teachers College, and other institutions of higher 
learning, tend to demonstrate the effectiveness of our 
present college curriculum. 


ATTENDANCE: 


Special attention is called to the serious conse- 
quences of irregular attendance. It is important to re- 
member that the loss of even a portion of the school 
session often proves to be a serious interruption to pro- 
gress, and tends to produce lack of interest in school 
work. In general, about five per cent of our enrolment 
causes ninety-five per cent of all absence, and this 
group correspondingly produces the highest number of 
subject failures. Although make-up work for absence is 
compulsory, the habitual absentee usually meets with 
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serious retardation. By means of closer school and home 
cooperation, it is hoped that this situation may be en- 
tirely corrected. 


In any attendance report mention should also be 
made of those deserving students who make up the At- 
tendance Honor Roll. These pupils, barring serious ill- 
ness, have perfect attendance from the first through the 
twelfth grade. Sandwich is most fortunate in having 
many such students in the Henry T. Wing School. 


CAFETERIA: 


For many years our cafeteria has been conducted as 
a private concession. This past April the School Depart- 
ment, realizing the desirability of school sponsorship, 
again assumed the responsibility of the cafeteria. Since 
that time it has been run as a non-profit school enter- 
prise and attempts are being made to make each meal 
larger and nutritionally more valuable. This month new 
seating arrangements are being completed which will 
add to the attractiveness of the cafeteria and it is our 
hope that student patronage will increase. 


CONCLUSION: 


In closing, may I extend on behalf of our student 
body sincere thanks to those patrons of our school whose 
kindness in sending us books, records, magazines, and 
newspaper subscriptions has enlarged and made more 
meaningful our school library. 


For the wholehearted cooperation received during 


the past school year may I add my personal apprecia- 
tion.

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Report of School Physician

Dear Mr. Peebles, 


Prior to the beginning of the school year vaccina- 
tion was done on those children who were about to be- 
gin their school term. 


Diphtheria toxin anti-toxin was also administered 
to a number of children of school age and to those of 
pre-school age who had not previously been protected. 
In the past few years we have had a number of cases of 
diphtheria but the cooperation of the parents is helping 
to eliminate the possibility of this disease. 


Numerous cases of grippe occurred among the chil- 
dren but, with the teachers and the school nurse ob- 
serving the children closely for any initial signs of illness 
and sending suspected cases to their homes we were 
spared the experience of some towns where it was neces- 
sary to close the schools temporarily. 


The past year showed a larger number of cases of 
whooping cough than usual but no serious results fol- 
lowed. 


About fifteen of the children showed some degree 
of impaired vision which required correction. It is rath-

er necessary that correction of these defects be made 
as a child’s school work may suffer if his vision is de- 
fective. 


No case of impetigo occurred during the school year 
but there were a number of cases of pediculosis. 


The parents have cooperated willingly and in most 
cases where notices were sent informing them of the 
necessity of correcting a physical defect the parents have 
followed the suggestions for improvement. The school 
nurse has been untiring in following up these cases and 
in urging upon the parents the necessity for having these 
corrections made.

Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen respectfully submit a report in brief 
of their doings other than routine. 


Hearing was held on petition of the New England 
Tel. & Tel. Co. to install underground cables; thirty- 
seven property owners were notified by registered mail, 
hearing was held and as there were no objections, per- 
mit was granted. 


Other applications for erection and relocation of 
poles were received, hearings held and permits granted 
during the year. 


Mr. Gilbert F. Smith was appointed Chief of Police. 


Bids for a police car and equipment were received 
and awarded to the lowest bidder after advertising same. 


The County Commissioners were petitioned to relo- 
cate, widen, and straighten Route 130 from Station 139 
to a point at northerly end of Forestdale Village. 


A Special Town Meeting was called for the purpose 
of appropriating money for Civilian Defense and $1500.00 


from the Excess & Deficiency Account was so appropri- 
ated. 


A well was driven east of the Town Hall and a re- 
port received from the Department of Public Health stat- 


——— 


ing that the water analyzed was of good quality, free 
from bacteria characteristic of pollution, and safe for 
crinking. The well is 49 feet 4144 inches deep, 2-inch pipe 
reduced to 3/8-inch, and delivers 3% gallons per minute. 


The Jarvis Hill School roof was shingled on three 
sides, the Town Hall was repaired and a new partition 
put in the Selectmen’s office. 


A certified check from the Cape & Vineyard Electric 
Company for the amount of fifty dollars ($50.00) re- 
ceived by the Selectmen in 1927, for any possible damage 
in constructing a transmitter line was surrendered as 
long over-due and receipt for same recorded. 


The police were authorized to go to other cities or 
towns as provided by law. 


Appointments were made for various departments. 
Juries were drawn to serve at the April and October 
terms of Court. 


Permits were issued for fireworks, pistol, fish weirs, 
boarding house, public weigher, transportation of dyna- 
mite, also various form licenses. 


Notices were sent to the various departments of 
State and County Commissioners and Departments of 
Public Works were notified of the action of the town 
meeting regarding roads and work on beach. 


The Board of Health met at the request of the Se- 
lectmen to appoint a District or,other nurse and submit 
her name for approval. 


Considerable correspondence was carried on between 
the Selectman and the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad, regarding the locating of an industry or 
industries in Sandwich. The names of owners of land, 
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together with amounts of same were submitted, also tax 
rates for various years. Locations were gone over with a 
representative that he might know first hand what the 
situation was. One inquiry was for a shipyard for the 
construction of steel ships. It would appear that trans- 
portation costs at this location were prohibitive. An- 
other was for a chemical plant, for the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid, this plant owing to fumes should be lo- 
cated at least one mile from any dwelling, but must have 
tide and rail possibilities. We had no such location. 


A Chairman of Civilian Defense was appointed and 
an organization of various departments established by 
him is now operating or trained to operate if necessity 
should require.

During the past year, it has been apparent that the 
activities at the Community Center have not been at- 
tractive enough to encourage either the old or the young 
to participate in them to any extent. 


At the time of the last Town Meeting, a new super- 
visor was just taking over his duties at the Center, and 
your committee felt that under a new regime various 
new ideas would be carried out. But this was not the 
case. After a stay of a few weeks, he left suddenly with- 
out the knowledge of the committee, and a member of 
the staff took over the duties of supervisor. 


Some outdoor activities in the form of baseball, vol- 
leyball, a trip to Quincy to attend a Field Day, two trips 
to Boston, were carried on. There was some instruction 
in sewing, woodcarving, and painting, and two lectures 
were arranged for. 


An Information Bureau at the Town Hall sponsored 
by the Center has proven very well worth while, and 
could be carried on by the town itself. 


During the month of September, a Well Child Con- 
ference was conducted by the Health Association. This 
was the first conference of its kind in the town for fif- 
teen years. The Red Cross has held First Aid Classes, 
and at present a Home Nursing course is being given. 
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These activities have taken up some of the time dur- 
ing the year, but there have been many days when little 
or no work has been going on. 


In December the acting supervisor had to leave due 
to the pressure of school studies. Since then your com- 
mittee has met with the district supervisor, and was told 
that he would put some one in charge. There was also 
a suggestion of rewriting the project into a sort of de- 
fense project, and a larger staff would be available. We 
understand this project has been approved. 


Your committee feels that under proper supervision 
there might be renewed interest among the people of the 
town. But under existing conditions we do not feel justi- 
fied in asking the town for an appropriation.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Sandwich, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The following report of the inspection of wiring is 
submitted for 1941. 


There has been more than the usual amount of elec- 
trical wiring done in the town during the year just 
passed. 


Several new residences have been built and several 
old installations have been overhauled and brought up 
to date. 


Thirty-one calls of record have been made which 
covered 23 buildings and necessitated 89 miles of travel. 
In addition there have bene several minor changes in 
installations which did not require a report to the power 
company. 


I am again urging on property owners the necessity 
for having old wiring checked by an electrician in the 
interests of safety and economy. May I also suggest a 
weekly washing with soap and water of every bulb ‘in 
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your house. A clean 25 watt bulb will give more candle 
feet of illumination than a dirty 40 watt, and it is sur- 
prising the amount of grime a bulb will accumulate in 
a week’s time, especially in kitchens and houses where 
oil heat is used. 


To those who on account of sickness or children - 
are obliged to burn a light all night there is now on the 
market a 74% watt bulb which will materially cut cur- 
rent cost.

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Library Report 


Herewith is submitted the fifty-first annual report 
of a Public Library in our town. The actual half-century 
was completed on August 8, 1941. The nearest to a cele- 
bration of the event came in May, when your Librarian 
was given an opportunity, through the Cape Cod Library 
Club, of broadcasting a condensed history of the library, 
over WOCB at West Yarmouth. 


The growth of the library in the decades since the 
building of the Weston Memorial Library has been much 
larger than was anticipated. There were 3300 volumes 
to place on the shelves which provided for 10,000, and 
seemed very adequate for future needs. In 20 years, 
however, January 1931, we had reached the 10,000 limit; 
and now, for years, have had to devise means to create 
- space for over 13,000 volumes, which seems the limit of 
our present capacity. 


The Library has come to fill a very important place 
in our community. It serves the public with the newest 
books—fiction and more serious reading; provides ma- 
terial for reference needs, and gives to all a wide range 
of periodicals from which to choose. During the past 
season the usual number of summer patrons were served; 
visiting students found material for vacation study and 
passing tourists, often from far away states, visited us 
and admired our library, frequently expressing surprise 
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at finding such a beautiful building, and adornment, in 
a small Cape Cod town. 

This, as in the past, has been a stirring busy year. 
All phases of Library activity have been at work. Read- 
ers kept the circulation desk busy; Inter-Library Loan 
System has procured for people many desired books; 
the Italian and Finnish readers were provided from the 
Library Commission, books in their languages; High 
School pupils were reading their required English, or 
securing reference material. The early Wednesday af- 
ternoon period was when the bus pupils came for their 
weekly opportunity to get reading material. 


The young readers selected most of their reading 
from the State Certificate Reading Lists, while the tiny 
folks, just learning to find books for themselves, were 
quite the most serious of any. Many have enjoyed the 
privileges of the reading tables. 98 new cards, perman- 
ent or temporary, were issued during the year. 


The circulation reached a total of 19,002. Of this, 
12,404 were works of fiction, 3,767 were of non-fiction, 
and 2,831 magazines. Over 30% of books read were of 
non-fiction works, showing a greatly increased interest 
in serious reading. 


During the year, 241 books have been catalogued; 
152 of fiction and 89 of non-fiction books. Of these 210 
were purchased, and 31 presented to the Library. We 
express appreciation to the following donors of books: 
Mrs. Charles Otis, Mr. Charles O. Dexter, Dr. Fred Var- 
ney, Mr. Dodge Macknight, Mr. George E. Burbank, Mrs. 
Caroline M. Boyden, Miriam Erickson, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, and several publishers. There were, also, 
three Literary Guild Bonus books. . 


The magazines available are the same as mentioned 
in last year’s report, with the addition of Radio News, 
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a list of 39, including both adult and juvenile periodicals. 
Appreciation is due to Mrs. H. A. Dunbar, Mrs. M. H. 
Whitney, Mr. Alfred Hoey, Legion Auxiliary, several pub- 
lishers and unknown friends for the gift of the follow- 
ing magazines: American, Atlantic, American Legion 
Magazine, Dumb Animals, Kiwanis, Life, National News 
of American Legion Auxiliary, and Specialty Salesmen. 


During the past year we have tried purchasing some 
books each month and getting them into circulation, thus 
giving the public new books almost continuously. The 
plan has proved very acceptable. Again over fifty books 
of popular fiction have been attractively rebound and are 
busy circulating. 


The decoration of the evergreen on the _ lawn, 
planned by the Woman’s Club, cheered up the commun- 
ity with its illumination, during the holiday season. 


The Library has been, and still is, acting as a de- 
pository for books and magazines available for the sol- 
diers. Everyone is solicited to bring anything desirable 
to be sent to them, to the Library at any time that it is 
open. 


Gratitude and appreciation are expressed to the 
State Library Commission for its many favors; to all 
friends everywhere, and especially to the Library Trus- 
tees for their support and co-operation. All these are 
what make the success of our Library possible.

Under the heading of miscellaneous calls the fol- 
lowing items appear: disturbances, drunks, trespass, 
brawls, family disturbances, property damage, prowlers, 
assaults, missing persons, loiterers, illegal signs. 


In addition to the above certain written reports are 
called for by U. S. Government offices on men entering 
military service, and on each person from Sandwich ap- 
plying for employment in defense industries. 


There have been many conferences of police officials 
_in addition to a weekly police school, all of which I have 
attended. 


It has been impossible to check closed.homes and 
camps in an efficient manner. It also has been impos- 
Sible to give proper supervision to traffic and parking 
conditions on Jarvis Street during the summer season, 
and a dangerous condition has existed particularly at the 
time of the evening mail. 
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At the request of the Civilian Defense Authorities, 
an auxiliary police force has been formed, and about fif- 
teen men are now attending police school at the Town 
Hall one night each week. There is, however, no equip- 
ment of any kind for these men should it become neces- 
sary to call upon them. 


There is a real need for a permanent man and a re- 
serve officer who could be called in case of emergency. 
There is also need for a police headquarters with a tele- 
phone that could be reached at all hours of the day and 
night. 


We are still dependent upon the Town of Bourne and 
Barnstable for lock up facilities. 


A small cell block could be obtained from another 
Cape town at a price very much below that of a new one, 
if a proper location could be found for it. 


While it was the intention that I should have a day 
off each week, the work has been so much that it has 
not been possible to have it with any degree of regularity. 


It should be zemembered that your police are your 
first line of defense in any emergency.

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Report of Fire Department - 1941 


In my report to the Voters of Sandwich, the Fire 
Department has the motor in the Brush Breaker ex- 
changed for a larger size with more power, also a set of 
power brakes were also installed for added safety. 


We are asking an increase in the Fire Department 
appropriation, to purchase Fire Hose that is badly need- 
ed, for much of our hose is over 10 years old, and as soon 
as pressure is applied, it bursts. This happened this past 
year at one fire where we lost 16 lengths of hose. 


Too much stress can not be placed in the prevention 
of fire during this crisis. For many of our help in fight- 
ing fires have been called into service and before many 
days now, many of our key men in the department will 
be in the services. In order to help the loss of fire fight- 
ers, a Junior Department has been started with High 
School boys, in training in the uses of equipment and 
fighting of fires. 


The loss to property this past year amounted to 
$3,500.00. | 
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The apparatus traveled 225 miles.

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Report of the Committee on Conservation 


For the fourth year now the Town of Sandwich has 
appropriated a sum of money for fish and game. This 
has been brought about mainly by the influence of the 
sportsmen organized by this town under the name of the 
Shawme Fish & Game Club. This year the sum of $150.00 
was raised and the club committee under the direction 
of the club members decided to use most of this money 
for the purpose of seeding feed patches for the benefit 
of upland game. 


Accordingly at the proper time numerous areas of 
land were plowed up in several sections of the town and 
harrowed, fertilized and seeded with buckwheat. This 
seems to be the best grain for that purpose; easy to grow 
and sure of a crop under adverse circumstances and of 
course doing better on good soil. 


The work was done with tractor and plow with har- 
row and as it was necessary to do the work up quickly 
and the members were unusually busy, it was decided to 
hire some help which was done. Below are the figures: 


Spent for fertilizer $ 25 80 
Buckwheat 22 50 
Use of Tractor and Men 68 45 
Pheasants purchased and liberated 33: 25 


$150 00 
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‘The main object of the club is to increase the amount 
of fish and game in the proper waters and covers of this 
town and with that in view we have done much in differ- 
ent ways to do so. It is not generally known by the non- 
hunting citizens that the State cooperates with the gun 
clubs in numerous ways to increase the amount of fish 
and game in any given locality. 


Not only does the State liberate fish and game 
through their regular channels but also under certain 
conditions gives the clubs an additional amount. This is 
called the cooperative plan, wherein if a club purchases 
game or fish for liberation at a field trial of hunting 
dogs or for other liberations, the State presents a like 
number. 


With this in view the club has carried on in this 
manner as far as possible, so that with the cooperation 
of all concerned we have liberated in the waters and 
covers of this town the following: 


650 large sized trout about 10 inches long. 
240 full grown pheasants. 
230 full grown quails. 


Field trials have been held repeatedly this season 
at Wings field; two of them under the auspices of the 
club and two by outside clubs through the influence of 
Our own club. These two latter clubs released pheasants 
and quails in addition to the above figures, which all goes 
to increase the supply of game. ~

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Nurse’s Report for 1941 


Sandwich, Mass., 
January 19, 1942 


To the Board of Health, your community public 
health nurse submits the following report covering work 
from April 12 to December 31, 1941. 


Field visits number 


Antepartum 61 
Post-partum 53 
Infant and pre-school health 138 


Have assisted physician at four home deliveries, and 
given antepartum and postpartum care to mothers and 
babies. The Board of Health furnished new Detecto Baby 
scales which I have used in checking weights of new 
babies. Instructive booklets on maternal and baby care 
have been furnished by insurance companies and the 
State Department of Health, and these have been given 
to mothers. The nursing committee assisted in prepar- 
ing the premature baby basket, the purpose of which is 
to transport premature or underweight babies to the 
hospital, if need arises. This is kept in the nurse’s office, — 
ready for use at any time. 
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A Well Child Conference for children 6 months to 
school age was held at the Community Center Septem- 
ber 16, 17, 18 and 19. The State Department loaned one 
of their Health Units consisting of pediatrician, dental 
hygienist, nutritionist, and pubilc health nurse for keep- 
ing records. Sixty-seven children were given a thorough 
physical examination, and mothers had the opportunity 
of consulting each expert in her particular field of 
health. 55 children were found to have defects: 38 were 
major and 17 minor. In each case parents were advised 
to consult the family physician for corrections. In six 
months a report will be given showing how many of 
these corrections have been made. In follow-up cases, 
the nurse found several had been corrected soon after 
the Conference. The workers at the Center, the nurs- 
ing committee, members and friends of the Health Asso- 
ciation worked together with the local nurse and Health 
Unit to make this conference a real success. 


June 20th a Vaccination Clinic was held at the school 
house for children entering school in the fall. Ten chil- 
dren attended this clinic. 


With funds furnished by the Woman’s Club a pre- 
school dental clinic was held at Dr. Parker’s office 
November 12th. Six children were treated, with seven 
temporary teeth filled, and three cleanings. 


SCHOOL HEALTH—277 FIELD VISITS 


In May the nurse assisted the school physician with 
physical examinations of children in grades I, IV, V, and 
VI. Notices of defects were sent to parents and follow- 
up calls were made where needed. The children were 
weighed and measured in the spring and fall. With few 
exceptions, a satisfactory gain was noted. Individual 
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inspections have been done throughout the year when 
requested by the teachers. Many of these have been for 
pediculosis which still persists in spite of our efforts to 
control it. We feel a closer cooperation between home 
and school would improve conditions. 


This fall, at the principal’s request, the nurse tested 
vision of all pupils. Twenty-eight were found to have 
defective vision. A few corrections have been made, and 
we trust means will be found to make corrections 100% 
in the near future. 


The County Health Department loaned us their new 
audiometer and public health nurse for hearing tests. 
Retests were made for those who failed the first test. 
Right failed the second test. Reports have been sent par- 
ents for all vision and hearing defects. 


Mantou tests for tuberculosis were given the high 
school pupils October 16th by Dr. Sanborn from the 
Sanatorium at Pocasset. Eleven reacted to the test. 
These, with six teachers and nine contacts, were X-rayed 
November 19th. Reports have not yet been received from 
the X-rays. They will be sent to parents as soon as re- 
ceived by the nurse. One of our school children attended 
Summer Camp at Pocasset. 


In the early fall, twenty-two children in the first 
grade were given physical examinations by the school — 
physician. Parents were invited to accompany the chil- 
dren in order to give the history of the child, if desired 
by the physician. This also gives the parent an oppor- 
tunity to learn at first hand the findings of the examin- 
ation and ask questions pertaining thereto. Because of 
illness of the school physician, physical examinations - 
were not completed in the fall, but they will be done tis 
fore the close of school. | 
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May 27th a dental survey was made in the first six 
grades by Dr. Parker. Parents were sent notices stating 
policies of dental clinic, and were asked to return a slip 
stating whether or not they wished their children to at- 
tend this clinic during the school year of 1941-42. Par- 
ents of 53 children wished to use the clinic. From April 
22 to and including December 16 twelve clinics were held, 
exclusive of the survey. Follows a report: 


Children treated 83 
Fillings, Temporary 20 
Permanent 52 
Cleaned 21 
Individuals 45 
Extractions, temporary 26 
Permanent 1 


Total amount paid by children, $18.75. 


Mumps visited town in the spring; eleven school and 
four pre-school children were victims. Several contacts 
were excluded from school during the incubation periods. 
Most cases developed after school closed. Parents co- 
operated well in helping to prevent spread of the disease. 


. October 20th a Red Cross Course in Home Nursing 

was started with the nine freshman girls. These classes 
are held each Monday morning from 8:30 to 9:35. A 
minimum of 30 hours must be given for certificates and 
credit. The girls seem interested and are doing good 
work. The nursing committee furnished equipment for 
practice work, the school purchased text books, ther- 
mometers, and bed linen and the County Red Cross chap- 
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ter loaned their baby doll and layette. We could work 
better and finish the course in less time if a double 
period could be had instead of a single one each week, 
but this did not seem available this year. 


BEDSIDE CARE—391 CALLS 


Most of these came through the summer months. 
We wish to stress this service is available for anyone in 
town. The fee is very reasonable, purposely made so that 
everyone may take advantage of the service, but if any 
are able and wish to do so, a fee more nearly representing 
value received will be gladly accepted by the Health As- 
sociation. The service is the same for all. 


Four trips have been made with patients to Cape Cod 
Hospital, two to Hyannis for vision corrections, three to 
Barnstable County Sanatorium for X-rays, three taken 
to physician, one to dentist. I attended the Institute for 
School Nurses in Boston July first, the State Nurses’ Con- 
vention in Boston the last of October, two meetings of 
the Cape Cod Public Health Club in Brewster, and the 
annual meeting of the County Tuberculosis Association 
at the Sanatorium last spring. With the chairman of 
the nursing committee visited the Well Child Conference 
held in Mashpee last August. | 


Our new nursing supervisor on the Cape, Miss Juliet 
Whitteker, has visited twice, and last time met with 
members of the nursing committee to help make plans 
for Mrs. T. Grafton Abbott’s lecture December 17th. This 
lecture was planned as a follow-up for mothers of chil- 
cren who attended the Well Child Conference, but all 
parents and teachers were invited. Thirty attended the 
lecture given in the study hall at the school house, and 
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felt well repaid. Mrs. Abbott developed her topic, “Liv- 
ing With Our Children’, in a very interesting and help- 
ful manner. 


It has been the privilege of the nurse to deliver two 
baskets of cheer; one at Thanksgiving time given by the 
Boy Scouts, and one at Christmas from the 8th grade. 


As one of Dr. Grandfield’s assistants on the health 
and social welfare committee of Home Defense, have 
made a survey of nurses, 21 trained and 9 practical, who 
will be available in time of need. 


In addition to calls before noted, those made in he- 
half of crippled children, adult health, social welfare, 
communicable disease, and absent visits, bring the total 
to 1,419 field visits, and 78 office calls. 


I much appreciate the new equipment of filing cases, 
records, office stationery and furnishings provided for 
my use. In closing this my first report in the delightful 
old village of Sandwich I wish to express sincere appre- 
ciation and thanks to.all children and parents, school 
and town officials, board and committee members, phy- 
sicians and dentists, and the many others who have wel- 
comed and worked with me in such a friendly and co- 
operative spirit.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the period 
from March 24th, 1940 to November 15th, 1941, made 
accordance with the provision of Chapter 44, Gene 
Laws.

Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of Sand- 
wich for the period from March 24th, 1940, the date of 


the previous audit, to November 15th, 1941, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The record of the financial transactions of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town were examined, checked, and verified by compari- 
son with the reports and records of the town accountant. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town 
accountant were examined, checked and compared with 
the records of the several departments of the town and 
with the town treasurer’s accounts. The receipts, as re- 
corded, were compared with the town treasurer’s record 
of receipts and were checked with the departmental re- 
cords of payment to the treasurer, while the recorded 
payments were checked with the treasurer’s record of 
disbursements and with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria- 
tions and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s 
records of the town meetings and with the records of the 
_ finance committee. The necessary adjusting and correct- 
ing entries resulting from the audit were made, and a 
balance sheet, showing the financial condition of the 
town on November 15, 1941, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 
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The records of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the town accountant’s books, with the 
departmental records of payments to the treasurer, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury, while the disbursements were checked 
with the treasury warrants. 


The preliminary reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
cash as of November 15, 1941, indicated that the bal- 
ance as shown on the cash book was in excess of the cash 
in the office and in the bank by a considerable amount 
and after much detailed checking, which added mater- 
ially to the cost of the audit, several errors and omis- 
sions in entering receipts and payments were found and 
corrected. 


It is recomended that the treasurer’s cash, including 
the bank balance, be reconciled as frequently as once 
each month, and a permanent record kept of each re- 
conciliation. This practice will enable the treasurer to 
promptly discover and adjust any clerical errors which 
may occur. | 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
proved with the amount falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and trustees of the Weston Memorial 
Fund were examined and listed. The income and dis- 
bursements were proved, the transfers to the town were 
verified, and the balances were found to be as reported. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were ex- 
amined. The taxes added to the tax title account were 
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compared with the collector’s records, the recorded re- 
demptions and disclaimers were verified, and the tax 
titles on hand were listed, and reconciled with the ac- 
countant’s ledger, and checked with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax and assess- 
ment accounts outstanding according to the previous 
examination were audited and all subsequent commit- 
ments were proved. 


The payments to the treasurer by the collector were 
checked to the books of the treasurer and the town ac- 
countant, the abatements as recorded were compared 
with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
_ entries on the cash books were checked in detail to the 
commitment book postings and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s 
ledger accounts. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by 
sending notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town and 
from replies received it appears that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


Due to many errors in the clerical work of the col- 
_ lector’s office, it was necessary to check postings on the 
tax levies of 1935 to 1941, inclusive, in detail, a procedure 
which materially increased the length and cost of the 
audit. 


| It is recommended that all tax collections be en- 
tered in the cash books promptly from the stubs of re- 
ceipted bills, with the date of payment and sufficient in- 
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formation thereon, in order that the commitment books 
may be posted from the cash book. Periodically the com- 
mitment book entries should be checked with the stubs 
of receipted bills. The stubs of receipted bills should be 
permanently filed, being the source of all cash book en- 
tries. 


An inspection of the outstanding tax assessment ac- 
counts indicates that many accounts are long overdue. 
A determined effort should be made at once by the col- 
lector to secure settlement of these outstanding accounts 
in order that the town may receive the revenue due from 
this source. 


The final reconciliation of the treasurer’s and col- 
lector’s cash, after making numerous entries and cor- 
rections, due to over-entries and short entries of receipts 
and payments, showed excess, unidentified cash of 
$998.08, which has been set up on the books of the town 
accountant. 


The records of the departmental accounts received 
committed for collection were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were checked with the payments 
to the treasurer, the abatements,as recorded, were com- 
pared with the record in the department authorized to 
grant abatements, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were ex- 
amined. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were checked, the payments to the State being verified 
with the receipts on file and the payments to the town 
treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 
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The surety bonds filed by the town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money for the town 
were examined and checked. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there 
are appended to this report tables showing a reconcili- 
ation of the treasurer’s cash, together with summaries of 
the tax, assessment, tax title, and departmental ac- 
counts, as well as tables showing the condition and 
transactions of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, co-operation 
was received from the various town officials for which, 
en behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to ex- 
press appreciation.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 


Town of Sandwich: 


Last year when the town report was written we were 
just beginning to be conscious of the need for national 
defense and there had been little effect on the school 
program because of it. It was not until the fall of 1941 


_that much concrete activity materialized. Events of 


December 7, 1941, awakened us with a jolt, causing our 
leader to pledge himself and the total resources of our 
country to insure the continuation of the American way 
of life. This is a vital, life-and-death struggle and we 
in the schools are ready to do our part. 


Among the first to volunteer for training and serv- 
ice were the school teachers. Under the leadership of the 
town chairman of the Women’s Civilian Defense Corps, 
Miss Ada Roberti, most of the women teachers have as- 
sumed definite responsibilities in connection with our 
total war program, and under the leadership of the chief 
air warden, Mr. J. T. Liberty, all of the men teachers 
have registered as air wardens. The school building it- 
self is so constructed that very desirable quarters for a 
report center and shelters are available. Other rooms in 
the building are now being used for definite training 
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purposes, among them being a canteen course, motor 
corps training, and first aid which includes a class for 
high school girls in home nursing. Just how to care for 
school children during air raids has been the subject of 
much thought. We learn that in England no school chil- 
dren have been injured while in school primarily because 
most raids occur at night. There at first evacuation was 
tried. This additional use of roads proved undesirable 
as many accidents occurred. It was found that the safest 
place is a building so constructed that the first floor can 
support the two or three floors above. Since our building 
is of fine construction and because the first floor is fire- 
proof, the basement is an ideal shelter. Children are be- 
ing trained so that if a warning does come they will be 
so habituated to following teacher-direction that no con- 
fusion will result, thus making it possible for them to be 
conducted to places of safety, there to remain in charge 
of trained teachers until danger is past. If it is deemed 
advisable to evacuate the building, definite arrangements 
have been made for transporting the children to their 
homes. | 


The Sandwich School Committee has granted to the 
Soldiers stationed in Sandwich the use of the shower 
rooms and gymnasium during hours when they are not 
being used by school children. 


The present emergency has drawn attention to the 
high school curriculum and has given rise to considera- 
tion of the need for emphasizing training in non-aca- 
demic subjects and to the need for intensive training for 
physical fitness. The Massachusetts Superintendents’ 
Defense Committee has recommended an intensive cam- 
paign for physical fitness. School doctors, school nurses 
and physical education instructors have been urged to 
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inaugurate a program to get our young people, particu- 
larly in the junior and senior high schools, in as good 
physical condition as possible. Such emphasis calls at- 
tention to the state law which requires “the teaching of 
indoor and outdoor games and athletic exercise.” (Chap. 
71, Sec. 1). In most places this is done under the direc- 
tion of a physical education supervisor who outlines a 
very definite program in all grades which supplements 
the teaching of health in the classroom. In Sandwich we 
do have a good course of study in health taught by the 
classroom teachers and, although we have no director of 
physical education, we do have some training in ath- 
letic games for both boys and girls under teacher- 
coaches. At the suggestion of the State Department of 
Health, in the grades during the coming year we are 
going to have a re-emphasis on our heatlh program with 
primary consideration given to nutrition. We hope to 
motivate it by inculcating in children the idea that they 
can contribute greatly to the total war program by mak- 
ing sure of personal physical fitness. 


The town of Sandwich can be proud that the high 
school curriculum has been enriched by the addition of 
a shop program for boys, and previous reports have re- 
corded the work of this department. It is proving of in- 
creasing value and more boys are taking advantage of 
it. As a part of the program a course in mechanical 
drawing is taught and every boy is required to lay out 
his work on paper before he starts on any project. A 
_ valuable feature of the work, not only from the point of 
view of savings to the town, but also because it provides 
practical training, is the maintenance work that the 
boys of this department do in and about the building. 
The major item of this kind during the past year has 
been the completion of a projection booth in the audi- 
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torium, but there is hardly a room in the building that 
does not contain an item constructed by this depart- 
ment. 


In previous reports the need for a course in home 
economics has been discussed at considerable length. 
The need is still urgent and it is hoped that the begin- 
ning that has now been made by having a course in first 
aid and home nursing may result in such courses being 
a part of a regular high school course in home economics. 


Various plans to operate a successful school cafeteria 
have been tried ever since the Henry T. Wing School was 
opened. None of them have been entirely successful. 
The school committee with the co-operation of the 
Boards of Selectmen and Public Welfare have now ap- 
plied for permission to operate a so-called WPA lunch- 
room at the school. If a lunchroom of this type is es- 
tablished, a well-balanced noon-day meal will be served 
without charge to children unable to pay. Those who 
can afford to pay will be charged a small weekly amount 
to cover the cost of each meal. In accordance with Fed- 
eral regulations, the lunchroom will be so operated that 
children will not know the names of those who pay and 


those who do not. This plan will involve the use of WPA 


workers and the use of surplus commodities plus the 
purchase of foods needed to serve a balanced meal. Foods 
other than surplus commodities will be provided from 
the receipts of the lunchroom and, when necessary, 
through a contribution from the town WPA funds. All 
necessary steps for the inauguration of this program 
have been taken by the town officials and we now await 
action by Federal and State authorities. 


Miss Eva L. Westover who has served as our school 
nurse since 1922 retired in April of this year. She was 
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always a loyal, faithful worker who left nothing to 
chance. The program she set up in the schools of Sand- 
wich was an effective one and the splendid health re- 
cord of our pupils may be largely attributed to her. As 
she retires, we extend to her our best wishes for many 
happy years, content in the knowledge that her work 
has been well done. 


Mrs. Laura Varney began her services as school 
nurse in the spring, and already we can see that school 
nursing in Sandwich will be effectively administered un- 
der her direction. 


Some years ago the school committee in conform- 
ance with a request of the Finance Committee reduced 
the amount of school insurance from $100,000 to $75,000. 
As a result of an effort to secure reduced rates, an en- 
tirely new plan of insurance has been evolved and put 
in operation. Under this plan our school building is in- 
sured for $100,000 and the contents for $10,000. By placing 
$25,000 of this sum in a stock company, it became pos- 
sible to have a re-rating of the building which resulted 
in a substantial reduction, the net result being that it 
has been possible to add $35,000 worth of insurance at 
an approximate cost of $125.00 additional per year. 


The Town of Sandwich has been fortunate indeed in 
being able to provide a high type of teaching service with 
the limited funds available for teachers’ salaries. It is 
sometimes possible to retain local teachers of ability be- 
cause of their desire to remain at home, but when it be- 
comes necessary to go into the open market and com- 
pete with other communities for the services of talented 
people, salary limitations are a real handicap. The school 
committee have established the policy of securing the 
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services of talented beginning teachers knowing that the 
retention of these teachers will of necessity be limited, 
rather than to attempt to retain these teachers by set- 
ting up a salary schedule which the town cannot afford. 
In order to make this plan more effective it is recom- 
mended that Sandwich pay as high initial salaries as 
possible in order to attract good people, even though 
maximum salaries are not raised, and then to provide 
two or three sizeable increments. Although this may re- 
sult in a teacher quickly arriving at the maximum sal- 
ary, it also might result in the retention of teachers for 
more than a year. 


As a preface to consideration of the school budget, 
we quote from ‘Resolutions Unanimously Adopted at the 
46th Congress of American Industry, December, 1941: 
WHEREAS, the increasing devotion of public funds to 
national defense purposes will and should require gov- 
ernmental economy in other directions and may presage 
inadequate consideration of our educational needs and 
financial requirements, BE IT RESOLVED, that the ad- 
ministration and conduct of Public Education is an es- 


sential public service; that its reasonable financial sup- — 


port constitutes a necessary claim upon our American 
society to which other public services of lesser value 
should be subordinated.” 


The school budget has been carefully prepared and 


it has been possible to keep a number of items the same > 


as in 1941, and in a few cases it is estimated that ex- 
penditures might be less. However it has been found 


necessary to increase some items: Fuel, $100, due to in-- 


creased costs; Light and Power, $75, due to increased use 
of the building by the community; Manual Training, 
$75, due to increased production and increase in number 
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of students taking the course; Insurance, $125, due to in- 
creased coverage; and Teachers’ Salaries, $840, due, in 
part, to automatic increases for teachers not at maxi- 
mum, and, in part, to efforts to retain able teachers and 
principal. 


Expenditures for the year closely followed the budget 
estimates with the exception of the repair item. The 
general repair item for maintaining our plumbing, heat- 
ing, and ventilating systems was about as usual, but it 
was found necessary to resurface the stairs and landings 
as they were so worn as to constitute a real hazard. This 
accounts for the over-run in this item. 


The amount asked for in the budget for 1942 is 
$32,479.00 and estimated receipts will amount to $5,200.00, 
leaving the estimated net cost for support of schools for 
1942, $27,279.00. 


“President Roosevelt in a fireside chat recently said: 
‘Never before since Jamestown and Plymouth Rock has 
our American civilization been in such danger as now.’ 
Our American civilization is based on a system of uni- 
versal free education that stresses the responsibility of 
the schools to contribute to a happy and useful living for 
every child.” We dedicate ourselves to the fulfillment 
of this ideal.

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Report of the Principal 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. | 


At this momentous hour all of us whose work it is 
to inform and teach American Youth face a grave re- 
sponsibility. Our country is now at war and the schools 
resolutely will do their part in the defense of our coun- 
try. All of us must face the future with courage, faith, 
and determination to keep and preserve for the world all 
things for which our country stands. The boys and girls 
of 1942, now in school, will be the citizens of tomorrow. 
Cognizant of these facts we have attempted to restate 
our educational objectives in terms of the war effort. 


DEFENSE 


The inculcation of democratic ideals and the re- — 
teaching of the Four Freedoms—Religion, Speech, Press, 
and Assembly—have become daily aims in all classes. 
In the field of social science special emphasis has been 
placed on the American Creed of Democracy and the 
desirability of student service toward our ultimate vic- 
tory. Already approximately fifty boys and girls, once > 
students in the Henry T. Wing School, have answered — 
this call to service. Considering the town’s population — 
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and the percentage of eligibles, this splendid record 
speaks for itself. As our share in paying due honor and 
respect to these youth, I would suggest a suitable plaque 
with their names to be inscribed thereon, this plaque 
then to be appropriately placed in our school auditorium 
at the cessation of hostilities. 


Another defense activity has been the encourage- 
ment of bond and stamp purchases by pupils in all 
grades. On January twentieth of the current year, the 
value of our bond and stamp purchases approximated 
twenty-five hundred dollars. This figure is for the en- 
tire building, including purchases by our staff members. 
In this regard we have encouraged the withdrawal of 
student funds from our school bank when such funds 
equaled the bond purchase price. 


Believing that a policy of conservation is most im- 
, portant in an all-out defense effort we have inaugurated 
Such a plan. This has aided materially in eliminating 
waste and the resulting student habits of thrift may well 
be utilized in the precarious years ahead. 


Realizing the possibility of enemy air activity over 
the East Coast we have taken emergency measures to 
care for our pupils. Should this area become a military 
objective the authorities have informed us that school 
children will be evacuated. Pending such action, how- 
ever, we have followed the official reeommendations of 
the United States Office of Civilian Defense and have 
organized for possible air raids. 


If time and circumstances allow, the children will 
be sent home by the usual means. If not, an air raid 
refuge has been selected in the basement of the school 
to which all students must go. Believing that the chance 
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of a direct hit on any individual building is relatively 
small, this refuge serves as a satisfactory guard against 
incendiaries, falling fragments of anti-aircraft shells, 
and the blast of near-by high-explosive bombs. It is 
suggested that parents do not attempt to reach the 
school in the event of such an emergency as their pres- 
ence on the streets constitutes a hazard both to them- 
selves and to the civilian air raid authorities. These pro- 
tective measures require organization, planning, train- 
ing, and drill; and to date our system has functioned 
most efficiently with the welfare of the beet always re- 
ceiving first consideration. 


ACTIVITIES 


During any war period suggestions are frequently 
made recommending the curtailment of activity pro- 
grams, particularly those activities in the field of ath- 
letics. In this regard may I quote General George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff of the United States Army: 


“Physical training and athletics are of great 
importance to the welfare of any nation. The 
War Department places great emphasis on the 
physical development of officers and soldiers of 
the Army, and physical training programs have 
long been established as an important factor in 
army training schedules. The _ athletically 
trained young men of this country, developed in 
muscular strength, general health, coordination, 
endurance, and ieadership, have acquired the 
will to win in the face of opposition. These are 
qualities basically essential to the soldier. Ath- 
letic activities on playgrounds and in our high 
schools and colleges constitute an important 8 
contribution to the national defense.” : 
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Convinced of the wisdom of this point of view no 
cut has been made in our physical program. Under the 
competent leadership of Miss Ada Roberti, Mr. Marshall 
Nay, and Mr. Francis Escott, our athletic schedule con- 
tinues to function. Although handicapped by a rela- 
tively small enrollment our teams have done moderately 
well in interscholastic competition. Another handicap, 
which applies equally well to both our scholastic pro- 
gram and our extra-curricular activity program, is fre- 
quent teacher changes. Until such time as our financial 
ability allows, however, we must accept this condition. 


In addition to planning wisely for recreational health 
activities, we also engage each year to guard carefully 
against any physical deficiencies. Such health services 
as a Chadwick Clinic exam for tuberculin reaction, a 
dental exam for all pupils in the elementary grades, a 
vision test, an audiometer test, and a complete medical 
check-up for all pupils, occur annually. This allows us 
to picture the whole child and to recognize and adjust 
all individual differences resulting therefrom. 


If any health program is to be meaningful it must 
function on a twenty-four hour basis. To gain this end 
a harmonious school-home relationship must exist. This 
year we are attempting to eliminate postural defects 
which frequently prove injurious to the well-being of the 
student. The home may assist in this drive by making 
Children “posture conscious” at all times while out of 
school. i 


Also, the problem of smoking has been given con- 
siderable attention this year in an effort to control the 
harmful effects resulting from this habit. All too many 
parents take the short-sighted view that smoking is non- 
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injurious once the boy or girl has apparently reached 
maximum growth. Medical authorities continually re- 
fute this erroneous belief, however, and caution us that 
smoking has a positive and demonstrably bad effect on 
longevity, physical and nervous energy, and general 
health. Parental assistance, now, in eliminating this 
harmful habit during the habit-forming period will pay 
dividends in the later years of the individual. 


Last spring, largely through the energies and abili- 
ties of Mr. Everett McDonald, a photography club was 
organized. A dark room was completed and practical 
photographic equipment was purchased. Students were 
taught the science of photography and soon mastered 
the arts of composing, developing, and printing pictures. 
The correlation with general science, chemistry, and 
many other courses in the curriculum has been excellent, 
and the educational and recreational outcomes are prov- 
ing more than worthwhile to the students who have 
availed themselves of this activity. 


Each year, school-sponsored plays allow many stu- 
dents to express themselves in the field of dramatics. 
Mrs. Grace Mullaly and Miss Ruth Rider have supervised 
this activity during the past year. The junior high school 
productions have proven particularly beneficial in es- 
tablishing a scholarship fund which is awarded annually 
to a deserving graduate for the purpose of furthering his 
education. 


For several years the graduating class has presented 4 


a subject in keeping with the times. The commencement 
theme selected this year was ‘We The People—In De- 
fense of America.” Democratic homes, sound schools, 
teamwork in industry, and a united nation, were found 
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to be the contributing factors in achieving this national 
goal. The worth of this project was evidenced not only 
through its effective presentation, but also through the 
spirit of patriotism which actuates the graduates in their 
fields of endeavor today. 


CURRICULUM 


The underlying purpose of any curriculum is to meet 
the general needs of the majority, yet adapt the pro- 
eram so as to recognize each individual’s particular 
needs. With certain few exceptions our present curri- 
culum is meeting these student needs. 


Our shop course continues to provide adequate out- 
let for those desiring elementary vocational training, 
and this year emphasis has been placed on practical con- 
struction work throughout the building. One of the 
major projects has been the completion of a modern 
movie projection room above the lobby of the auditor- 
ium. 

A new course in Bone, Nursing has been introduced 
and all freshman girls are required to enroll. Taught 
by Mrs. Laura Varney, the course already has aided im- 
/Measurably in preparing these girls for the useful tasks 
|they will be called upon to render after leaving school. 


Demonstrating the effective recognition of individual 
\differences in our high school program is a course in 
General Mathematics. This course, rather than meet- 
ing general arithmetical needs, is, designed to fit each 
student’s number aptitude. Divided into four groups, the 
students in this class find the group best ‘meeting their 
wn interests and capacities. One group studies shop 
nathematics, another store mathematics, another con- 
sumer mathematics, and so on. In this way the class 
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fits the student rather than the traditional method of 
making the student fit the class. 


The one apparent shortage in our present curricu- 
lum is the lack of a household arts or domestic science 
course for the girls. For those girls whose education and 
training must of necessity end with the high school 
diploma, the traditional college and commercial curricula 
are meaningless. It would be far more advantageous for 
these students to apply themselves to the practical tasks 
of everyday living which will be theirs after graduation. 
Recent surveys clearly portray the beneficial results de- 
rived from organized courses of instruction in this field. 
Already a majority of secondary schools in this area have 
provided such courses, and consideration for their in- 
clusion in our school seems warranted. 


CONCLUSION 


We have been most fortunate each year in being: 
the recipients of varied gifts from the benefactors of our 
school. The Librarian and many other citizens have 
been most thoughtful in contributing volumes which add 
materially to our reference shelves. Also this year, 
through the kindness of Mr. Robert A. Koehler, a grand 
piano was obtained for the auditorium. Its use in future 
years will exemplify our keen appreciation. 


In a report of this type omissions must be made be | 
cause of the many phases in the field of school adminis 
tration and the need for space conservation. Only citi 
zen visitations to our many departments will give a com- 
plete picture. This visitation we encourage and antici- 
pate. 
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For the consideration accorded me in the past year 
I am most appreciative, and looking to the year ahead, 
the call for all-out preparedness against the forces of 
tyranny, finds our school ready and anxious to serve in 
every possible way—ready to respond with every ounce 
of energy and without stint of devotion.

Dear Mr. Peebles, 


During the present school year all children entering 
school for the first time have been vaccinated, ten of 
them at the school clinic and the remainder by their 


private physicians. 


Physical examinations have been done in the lower 
erades and various defects have been indicated. The 
weights of the children have been checked and in gen- 
eral, they are satisfactory. However, a number of cases 
of faulty nutrition are present and, in each case, appro- 
priate measures for correction were suggested. 


During the past year there have been eleven cases 
of mumps which did not, however, show any complica- 
tions. 

A group of mild intestinal infections occurred but 
these responded well. 


At various times individual pupils were treated for 
minor skin infections and for minor cuts and bruises 
occurring during their school work. 
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There is still a prevalence of pediculosis. This con- 
dition has been a persistent source of trouble for a con- 
siderable time and is doubtless due to repeated reinfec- 
tion. 


About 28 cases of impaired vision were found and, 
since good vision is so vital to the pupil, these cases 
should be corrected. 


A number of children show poor bony development 
and in these cases an increased amount of calcium was 
suggested.

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Report of Assessors and Selectmen 


In as much as this report has to do with the tax rate 
as well as our financial condition, it might well be con- — 
sidered a joint report. . 


The financial condition of the Town of Sandwich — 
never was better. All of our bonded debt will be cleared 
up in 1943 and 1944. The amount of $500 in 1943 and 
$300 in 1944. The reduction of $4,000 of our bonded debt 
and of the interest charges thereon, together with the 
reimbursement from the state from the proceeds of 
Chapter 64B, Acts of 1941 (meal tax credited to OAA) are 
the bright spots in making up the tax rate for 1943. 


The other side of the picture is not so bright. Owing 
to the rationing of gasoline, the cities and towns of 
Massachusetts will be materially effected as to the reve- 
nue for 1943. The gas tax of one cent per gallon, re- 
turnable to cities and towns and of which Sandwich re- 
ceived $7,085.84 for 1942, and the corresponding decrease 
in the amount of cars registered, will reduce the excis 
tax on same. This tax amounted to $6,004 in 1942. ~ 

The probable decrease in the Income tax, due t 
Federal increases in same, will undoubtedly affect Du 
tax rate. i, Cre 


Chapter 509 of the Acts of 1941 changes the fiscal 
year of the State as now December Ist to November 30th 
to July lst to June 30th. This leaves a lapse from 
December 1, 1942 to June 30, 1943 or a period of seven 
months. We are informed that some available funds are 
to be used to reduce or absorb this seven month’s tax. 


If our appropriations for 1943 are the same as in 
1942, and with an estimated decrease of fifty percent in 
the excise and gas returns, it is possible to have an in- 
crease of $4.00 or more in the tax rate for 1943. It has 
been predicted by various reliable sources that the tax 
rate will increase from $5.00 to $8.00 per thousand. In 
any event there will be a raise and this will depend prin- 
cipally on the amount of local appropriations, amount 
of State tax, amount of loss of revenue from the Income 


tax, the amount of excise tax loss due to decreased reg-

The expense of damages and construction 
will be borne by the Department of Public Works in co- 
operation with the Federal Government. It may be pos- 
sible that the Town will be asked to accept this road 
as a Town Way which would add about one half mile 
to our present mileage. However, having abandoned 
about the same amount on the Falmouth road, the total 
mileage will remain about the same. 


The Coast Guard has requested and received a lease 
of a parcel of land located on the beach at the right of 
Town Neck Road. It is for defense purposes and will be 
used for the duration of the war or in any event not — 
more than five years. 


The Coast Guard also requested from the Assessors 
« list of properties abutting the shore from Town Neck 
Road to the Barnstable line. This information was fur- — 
nished and acknowledged by the Coast Guard. | 


The Town Bounds between the Towns of Mashpee — 
and Sandwich were perambulated and duly recorded. 


Owing to the lack of equipment and war activities, 
the Spring Hill jetties were not increased in 1942. The 
appropriation was carried forward to 1943. It may be 
possible that the work will be delayed again, but the 
work has been listed by the Department of Public ae 
Division of Waterways. | 


The Coast Guard requested permission to bridge 
Scorton Creek and the Town Creek. This request was

sufficient to allow small boats to pass and to be subject 
to the approval of the Department of Public Works, 
Division of Waterways. 


Numerous hearings and conferences have been held 
between the Selectmen, County Commissioners, Federal 
Government, State Officials and the Camp Edwards offi- 
cials. In addition there was the usual routine line of 
work.

The past year has been a busy and profitable one. If 
some phases of library activities have lapsed somewhat, ~ 
they have been balanced by increases elsewhere. The — 
presence of many new library patrons, for a more or less 
limited time, occasioned by some connection with Camp — 
Edwards, has made pleasing contacts, and given, we feel, 
enjoyment to them during their stay. A service it has 
been a pleasure to give. : 


Conditions occasioned by the war have without ques- 
tion affected materially the usual patronage of library 
privileges, and consequently our circulation for the year. 


There have been catalogued during the year 344 
books. Of these 157 were of fiction, and 187 of non-fic- 
tion. The Library purchased 218 of them and 126 were 
gifts. d 


The circulation record shows a total of 17,559. Of 
this amount 12,000 were of books of fiction, 2,892 of nou 
fiction, and 3,467 of magazines; a decided increase in 
magazine circulation—636 over 1941. y

Dr. Sallie Saunders, the pediatrician, was much 
pleased with improvement shown in the children who 
had attended the conference in 1941. 


Mrs. Josephine D. Abbott, Consultant in Parent Edu- 
cation, from the State Department of Public Health, fav- 
ored us again this year with four talks, to parents of 
pre-school children. The meetings were well attended. 
As a result of Mrs. Abbott’s suggestions, seven new books 
on parent education were added to our local library. 
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The Woman’s Club and Grange furnished funds for — 
3, Pre-school Dental Clinic. This was held June 23rd, 
with an attendance of six. 


A vaccination clinic for children entering school was 
held July 22nd. Five children were vaccinated. 


In May, June and July three toxoid clinics were held. 
18 pre-school and 6 school children were given complete 
innoculations.

As the upper grades, above the second, wer 2 
given the audiometer test in December, 1941, it was not} 
considered necessary to repeat this year. Six were found 
with defective hearing at that time.

three times. With very few exceptions, satistactone gain 
are made. Children are encouraged to eat hot lunche 
at the school. 
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In the fall there were several stubborn cases of im- 
petigo, but these have been cleared up. Pediculosis con- 
tinues to be a major problem, and takes much more of 
the teachers’ and nurse’s time than is warranted. I have 
made 303 inspections for pediculosis during the year. 
With the consent of the parents, and approval of the 
Board of Health, have spent many more hours applying 
Cuprex to heads, with only very temporary results. 28 
pupils have ben infested, and excluded from one to many 
times. The clean-up is seldom complete, in the individ- 
ual or the family, and for this reason the trouble soon 
starts again. I cannot see any progress has been made 
in solving this problem, or will be, until there is 100% 
cooperation in the homes. 


Before school closed in 1942 the pupils in the first 
Six grades had been examined by Dr. Grandfield, assist- 
ed by the nurse. In the fall of 1942, pupils in the first 
two grades were examined, excepting those absent at 
the time. Then, at the suggestion of the principal, ex- 
aminations were made in the high school, and complet- 
ed. Dental defects were the most numerous, but the ma- 
jority of high school pupils appeared to be in good con- 
cition, physically. Notices of defects were sent to par- 
ents. Ten conferences were held with high school pupils. 


A Class in Home Nursing for freshman girls was 
completed in June, and certificates awarded to seven 
completing the course. Another class was started this 
‘fall, nine attending. We are working under the same 
handicaps as last year, with too short periods for prac- 
tical demonstration work, but trust something of value 
will be accomplished. The school board added to our 
jpermanent equipment a bed, blankets, mattress protec- 
tor, and spread, also cleaning equipment. 
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The adult class in Home Nursing completed the 
course in May, and 23 certificates were awarded the 
members. 


We have not been so fortunate this year as last in 
escaping illness in both school and pre-school children. 
In the early spring some mysterious germ attacked whole © 
families, and sometimes terminated in a virus type pneu- 
monia. Nine school and seven pre-school children suf- 
tered from this malady. Most of them were given hos- 
pital treatment. 


In April and May, we had about 25 cases of German 
measles among both school and pre-school children. This 
was mild, though a few of the smaller children were 
quite uncomfortable for a short time. As there is no 
quarantine for this disease, contacts were not excluded, 
but the children in school were inspected frequently and 
sent or taken home if suspicious. | 


Scarlet fever gave us a little scare in the fall, but 
there were only four known cases in school, and one pre- _ 
school. Two of these were in the summer, before school _ 
began. A very careful check was made by the teachers, J 
and the nurses, until all incubation periods were over.

showing the financial condition of the town on October 
3, 1942, was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the collector’s records 
of payments to the treasurer, with the records in the 
several departments in which charges originated or in 
which money was collected for the town, and with other 
sources from which money was paid into the town treas- 
ury. The recorded disbursements were compared with 
the warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds and with the accountant’s books.

It is with a keen sense of pride that we submit this 
year’s annual school report. For in spite of the confu- 
Sion and complexities of the times, the schools have 
hewn to the line and have maintained a sound educa- 
‘tional program and have accomplished the many addi-

es _ We are engaged in a great struggle to maintain our 
mode of living, and we can be successful only if we use 
‘the combined strength of all the nation’s resources. The 
Andividual contribution of a single pupil or an individual 
sacher may seem slight but the combined efforts of the 
pupils and teachers who constitute the Henry T. Wing 
school is a force to be reckoned with. The children in 
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our schools definitely know what is at stake in the pres- 
ent conflict. They have for years been subject to a defin- 
ite program of indoctrination for democracy and for our 
way of life. The philosophy behind the whole program of 
curricular and extra-curricular activities has been the 
development of individuals fit to live together in a 
democracy. It is believed that the courses of study in 
geography, history, and government have resulted in a 
fairly complete knowledge of our country, its growth 
and development and its present position in the world © 
of nations. To help make certain that this results in a 
love of country, a specific course for this purpose has 
prescribed for all. It is hoped that as a final culmina- 
tion every pupil will realize his place as a guardian of our 
liberties and will be willing and anxious to share in pro- 
tecting, preserving, and perpetuating them. We know 
that the part our young people can play and are playing 
can do much to help win the war, and that their atti- 
tudes, ideals, appreciations, and aspirations constitute 
the hope of America, indeed of the world. .

Perhaps less than at any other level of education 
does winning the war imply conversion of the curricu- 
lum of the elementary school. The fundamentals of 
childhood education with emphasis upon physical healt 
and growth and the command of the tools of lez i 
are not altered by the emergency, but at the high schoo 
level the situation is different. America is at war ane 
the school must face the facts of war. Boys and gir 
now in our school will soon be helping to fight our bat 
tles or conducting the affairs of our country. Wheth« 
they can take their places as soldiers, sailors, marir e 
and nurses or assume the necessary tasks of civilian li 
at home will soon be determined. ) a 
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High School Curriculum: 


To meet these needs preparation has not been left 
to chance. The high school curriculum including extra- 
curricular activities has been broadened, deepened, and 
extended wherever possible. It has been difficuit to 
know just what to do since the Army authorities have 
been urging the inclusion in the high school program 
of specific pre-induction courses whereas the Navy has 

urged us to strengthen our instruction in mathematics, 
science, and English. The High School Principal’s Re- 
port contains the details in regard to the changes that 
have been made. It will be noted that we have added 
some specialized pre-induction courses and in addition 
we have intensified our courses in algebra, solid geom- 
etry, trigonometry, physics, and general science; teach- 
-ing the general principles as formerly but with particu- 
lar emphasis on their application to military situations. 
a 
Air Raids: 
=, It is doubtful that any of our schools will be subject 
to an air raid since the children are in school about one- 
‘fifth of an average week, and most air raids occur at 
night when schools are not in session. However, very 
jefinite air raid plans have been evolved, definite signals 
are in operation, and drills are regularly held wherein 
children go to the safest portion of the building and ar- 
angements have been made to take care of them in 
‘these locations. Experience seems to indicate that the 
safest method is to keep the children at school rather 
than to have them evacuated. It is some source of com- 
fort to know that the construction of the Henry T. Wing 
001 is such as to provide an almost ideal air-raid 
elter. If evacuation should take place, definite ar- 
tangements have been made to take the children home 
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as quickly and safely as possible. It is probable that — 
some plastic identification tag will be given each child 
that would be valuable in emergencies involving identi- 
fication. | 


School Cafeteria: 


The closing down of W. P. A. projects will seriously — 
affect the present plan for operating the school cafe- 
teria, which is the most satisfactory that has existed 
since the school opened in 1928. Briefly the arrangement 
is as follows: the W. P. A. furnishes the labor, the Agri-— 
cultural Marketing Administration furnishes consider- 
able food surplus, and the town supplies the room, equip 
ment, and heat. Under this procedure it has been pos: 
sible to furnish a complete meal for a very moderate 
charge. When the W. P. A. project closes it will be neces- 
sary for the help to be paid from lunch room receip , 
which will make it very difficult for us to operate. How- 
ever requests have been made to have the program con 
{tinue through April and it may be that we shall be abl 
to continue the lunch room through June through thi 
use of funds now in the cafeteria account. There ma

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Personnel: 


There have been many changes in the Henry T. Wing 
School each year. Many of these changes are due to the 
low salary schedule. This year the number has been 
particularly large, eight out of thirteen teachers resign- 
ing. The causes of the resignations were to enter the 
armed services, to be married, or to accept positions in 
Gther towns where higher salaries prevailed. Through 
diligent search able replacements have been made, and 
we believe our present faculty is a strong one. Among 
the teachers who left our service was Isabel Swansey 
whose faithful service in the schools of Sandwich is 
greatly appreciated. 


Many communities have made or are making sub- 
stantial increases in the salaries of their teachers, and 

| it is paramount that Sandwich do something in this re- 
spect; otherwise we shall really be hard put for good 
teachers, for there exists a teacher shortage. Many ex- 
perienced teachers are going into the service or indus- 
_ tries, and the number of new recruits is declining. For 
_ these reasons rural education is definitely faced with a 
_ teacher problem affecting all educational levels and all 
fields of study. It is indeed a serious matter for in war 
_time good teaching is more important than ever. We 
have urged teachers to stay at their posts until sent for 
or until fully convinced that their service elsewhere is 
_of more value to the war effort, and each teacher is urged 
to rise to the strenuous demands of the present emer- 
gency and of the fateful future. The outstanding girls 
in our high school are being asked to prepare themselves 
for teaching. Our citizens should encourage and support 
_ teachers vigorously and should prove they appreciate 
what good teaching means to Sandwich and do all pos- 


» 
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sible to recognize its worth. It is hoped that this may be 
shown by an increase in the salary schedule. This is par- 
ticularly necessary in the elementary school schedule 
where the maximum salary after four years of college 
and five years of teaching amounts to much less than 
what inexperienced typists receive in federal service. 


Extra-curricular Activities: 


Although gas rationing has seriously interfered with © 
the maintenance of extra-curricular programs, we are 
doing our utmost to maintain as many of them as pos- 
sible. In addition to an intramural sports program, we 
are attempting some nearby interschool contests for 
there is general agreement that such competition is a 
most effective way of developing endurance under stress. 
A few parties and dramatic productions have been plan- 
ned for we believe a large portion of the student body 
can walk to the school and many of the others will find 
ways of getting to the school without making specié 
automobile trips to do so. One of the activities that hé 
been of the greatest profit to the individuals and to the 
school is the Shawme Orchestra. Gas rationing has pre- | 
sented many problems for members of the orchestra as 
it involves transportation every other week to Bourne 
Parents have been somewhat concerned whether such 
transportation will be classified as pleasure driving. \ 
have checked this matter and find that since thi 
Shawme Orchestra is definitely a part of our school cur: 
riculum, transportation to and from it is allowable. W 
urge parents whose children are members of this orga! 
ization to do their utmost to make arrangements f 
group and share riding so that this most worthy extr 
curricular activity may be maintained. It is our fir 
conviction that the maintenance of good morale with ot

young people is of extreme importance, and we believe 
the program outlined above will help to offset many of 
the sacrifices they are called on to make. 


Domestic Science: 


During the past fifteen years the idea of having a 
domestic science course has been given serious consider- 
ation. Again this year we urge that the school commit- 
tee and town’s people consider the possibility of the ad- 
dition of this course to our school. We would suggest 
that a home economics teacher be employed not only to 
give instruction in all phases of household arts to girls 
and boys, but also that it be part of her duties to manage 
the lunch room. She could also take over some of the 
academic load of the high school principal, thus giving 
him an opportunity for a more intensive guidance pro- 
gram as well as time for other advisory duties. Since we 
are now carrying on all our art programs through the 
regular classroom teachers, the amount formerly car- 
ried in the budget for a part-time art supervisor could 

be applied to the salary of a home economics teacher.

Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as princi- 
pal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


War brings to the United States many changes, ad- 

justments, sacrifices. Most of our citizens are making 
these adjustments willingly. Our social agencies, and 
among them the schools, must expect to modify their 
practices in the interest of national welfare. Wartime 
demands must be met; if they are not met we shall have 
no national welfare. 
i 
} At the same time the school must not lose sight of 
its major function. For American schools, that function 
‘has been, and now is, to provide a program of whole- 
‘Some development of abilities of all youth of school age. 
This program has been, and will continue to be, the 
foundation upon which is built a citizenship that can 
either continue further study or go directly into indus- 
try, commerce, agriculture, and the home. The present 
program, both as to time and content, is the result of 
years of development and planning designed to provide 
@ wholesome educational life for youth. The premium 
which now is placed on high school graduates by indus- 
try, commerce, and the military forces is evidence of the 
fact that the product is proving its worth. 
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In giving account of our stewardship during war 
years, it seems advisable to eliminate recounting routine 
practices and activities with which we are all familiar, 
and dwell briefly on the new in education which allies 
itself morely closely to the all-out effort. The curricu- 
lar and extra-curricular activities of other years are be- 
ing continued with modifications and curtailments only 
where necessary to meet the new demands. Under the 
sponsorship of faculty members, athletics, dramatics, 
vocal and instrumental music, 4H work, and other club 
endeavors have functioned efficiently during the year 
just past. The following procedures, however, describe 
our efforts in adapting the school to the victory pro- 
eram. 


Following the recommendation of the Federal and 
State Departments of Education, a course in the Elem-— 
ents of Aeronautics was included in the fall curriculum. 
This course centering on the theory of flight, weather 
study, and plane identification, gives the eleventh o 
twelfth grade student a basic introduction to commer- 
cial and military aviation. Although not at present al- 
lied with the Civilian Aeronautics Authority in Wash- 
ington, plans are being considered by that organization 
to absorb these high school students for further techni- 
cal air training during the summer months. In all grades 
an air-mindedness program is in operation correlating 
exceptionally well with arithmetic, art and reading. I P 
short, the general purpose and aim of our air conscious: 
ness program is two-fold: (1) to give to those who are 
later going into actual flight training courses, a body 0 
information which will shorten and make more effec= 
tive the period of actually learning to fly a plane 0 a 
training for work in the aviation industry; (2) to en | 
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able all students to get a picture of how the use of the 
airplane has changed, and will change even more in the 
future, our ideas of geography and of our economic, so- 
cial, and political relations with other countries. Aero- 
eraphy must supplement geography. All people need to 
acquire some of the basic knowledges and skills pertain- 
ing to our use of the third dimension, the air. What is 
being learned about the possibilities and the designs of 
aviation as an instrument of war, will carry over into 
peace time. 


Paralleling the study of aeronautics is a course in 
Basic Code. This subject also is devised primarily to give 
the older student the fundamentals of communication 
which may well be useful to him in later civilian or mili- 
tary life. 


. 


Radio, playing the vital part it does in the present 
_ world crisis, also deserved consideration for inclusion in 
_ this year’s schedule. Therefore a course in the Funda- 
- mentals of Radio was offered to the upper grade stu- 
_ dents. The objectives of this offering include the history 
ae of radio, theory of electricity and its application to 
4 radio, and the construction of a small set by each stu- 
H dent. Realizing that the Army alone, needs approximate- 
aly 5,000 radio operators out of every 300,000 men induct- 
éd and that present statistics show only 135 men with 
.: training, perhaps our limited efforts in this direc- 
_ tion are worthwhile. ! 
% a Leaders of our armed services have held in high re- 
gard, the effectiveness of pre-induction military train- 
| ing. Because of this, a weekly drill period has been in- 
| Ge usurated for the high school boys in which the manual 
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of arms, marching tactics, and military calisthenics, are 
being taught. The School Department is appreciative of 
the efforts of Major G. Stacy Bearse of the Massachu- 
setts State Guard, who is instructor in this program. 


An outgrowth of the speed-up program is the admit- 
tance to college of high school students on the comple- 
tion of their junior year or the first half of the senior 
year. We feel, however, that with very few exceptions, 
the long-range interest of the students will be better 
served if boys complete the usual amount of secondary 
school work instead of entering prematurely upon col- — 
lege studies. Also, following the recommendations of — 
President Roosevelt and the heads of our service branch- — 
es we feel that students should remain in school if at all 
possible. At the present writing, it seems wiser to en- — 
courage a policy of completing the high school program 
rather than entering some branch of service or a de- ~ 
fense industry. 


Although not new to our curriculum other courses — 
which have been accelerated for the war program are ~ 
General Shop, Physics, Mathematics, and Home Nursing. 
In General Shop the elements of carpentry, electricity, 
and automotive mechanics, are taught with a view . 
their immediate use in industry after graduation. A 
specific war project this year was the construction of 
Red Cross stretchers for the Civilian Defense Medical 
Unit. Physics and mathematics are encouraged by the 
War and Navy Departments as essential courses for et 
trance into any phase of war technical training. Home =] 
Nursing for ninth grade girls meets the requirements for 
future home training and first aid knowledges, particu: 
larly useful in any war period. " 
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In addition to these subjects a weekly course in pub- 
lic safety was required of all high school students dur- 
ing the spring semester. This offering, recommended 
by Civilian Defense authorities, included the following 
knowledges: the effect and control of high explosive and 
incendiary bombs, fire protection, identification and ef- 
fects of chemical warfare agents, first aid for gases and 
burns, prevention of panic, and the principles of effec- 
tive blackout. 


The promotion of health and physical efficiency be- 
ing one of the school’s cardinal principles, we have this 
year re-emphasized that all-important phase of educa- 
tion. Thorough physical examinations are given each 
student by the school physician and parents are urged 
to secure the correction of such remediable -defects as 
dental cavities, malnutrition, and imperfect vision. Pres- 
ent clinical facilities enable us to care for some of our 
elementary students. In the high school, however, reme- 
‘dial action is regarded as an immediate function of the 
‘private physician or public health clinic, particularly for 
those older students about to enter the service. 


- To date we have been unable to expand our physical 
“education program to the government’s goal of a period 
each day. Our program, of necessity, must center around 

athletic participation, and although all students are not 
included, a majority receive the requested rigorous train- 
‘ing. The gasoline shortage has caused the temporary 
curtailment of interscholastic competition, but service 
teams in the vicinity have willingly cooperated in filling 
the schedule gaps. 

af. 

Supplemental activities designed to foster the war 
effort are mentioned briefly below. Each Monday morn- 
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ing a flag raising ceremony is conducted with all twelve 
grades participating. As senior leaders raise the flag on 
the main staff, the National Anthem is played over the 
school’s amplification system. This has proved to be a 
simple yet effective method of developing love for our 
flag. 


In conjunction with the war program our students 
participated in the nation-wide scrap drive, collecting 
approximately fifty tons of scrap. Estimates for the re- 
moval of this junk have been requested but to date, due 
to transportation difficulties, the ultimate ois ee has- 
been delayed. 


The purchase of war bonds and stamps is being en- 
couraged in each grade and the splendid record of 1941 
has been duplicated this year. 


The Commercial Department has aided in duplicat J 
ing, filing, and typing material for many town agencies. 
We anticipate being of further service during the com- 
ing year, this activity offering practical experience ) 
our students and materially assisting the requesting 
agency. ; 


Recent tragedies have caused citizens to turn a dis- 
cerning eye on their public institutions with regard t 
safety. In keeping with state regulations we conduct fire 
drills and air raid drills at regular intervals. These ar 
executed in minimum time with maximum order an 
efficiency. 


The year just passed has witnessed disruption in th 
form of a multiple rationing program, eight ste 
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‘changes, and a high Peeehiage of pupil transfers. These 
adjustments we have made willingly realizing that we 
* st transform the great and potentially powerful Army 
§ of Education into an alert and maximumly trained force 
fe for victory. Our unity of aim and determination will 
4 guarantee this victory.

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Report of School Physician 


February 5, 1943. 


Superintendent James F. Peebles 
Sandwich, Mass. 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


During the summer months a vaccination clinic was ~ 
held for those children who were about to enter school. — 


Later, diphtheria toxoid inoculations were given to — 
six school and eighteen pre-school children. The moth- 
ers have been most co-operative about these clinics and & 
at the present time there is little evidence of diphtheria. 


Examinations of the high school and grade students 
showed there were rather numerous dental defects but 
these are being corrected by the school dentist. Throat 
irritations were fairly common but with the assistance 
of the teachers and of the school nurse, these conditions 
were kept under control so that there was little tendency 
toward infecting other children. 3 


A number of cases of faulty nutrition and of slight 
spinal defects were discovered. 
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A number of cases of scarlet fever occurred during 
the school year and about twenty-five cases of German 
measles. There was a considerable drop in the number 
of cases of whooping cough and this can be attributed 
to an increased tendency on the part of the mothers to 
‘have the children inoculated against this disease. 


Those children showing impaired vision were ad- 
vised of the condition and the necessary corrections were 
made. 


Pediculosis continues to cause.considerable annoy- 
ance but the school nurse has instituted a rather vigor- 
cus campaign to eliminate it. 


The parents have been most helpful and co-opera- 
_ tive and have made every effort to correct any condi- 
\ tions that were impairing the health of the children. 
_ The school nurse has been most assiduous in following 
' up these cases so that the children may enjoy better 
_ health and do better school work.

The conformation and approval of the Selectmen in 
closing the Falmouth road under Executive order No. 14 — 
was received and recorded.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
2nd accounts of the town of Sandwich for the period 
from October 4, 1942 to November 29, 1943, made in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 

Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by Mr.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of Sand- 
wich for the period from October 4, 1942, the date of the 
previous examination, to November 29, 1943, and submit 
the following report thereon: 


The records of the financial transactions of the sev- 
eral departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town were examined, checked, and verified by compari- — 
son with the reports and records of the town account- — 
ant. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town ac- 
countant were examined, checked, and compared with © 
the records of the several departments of the town and 
with the town treasurer’s accounts. The receipts, as re- 
corded, were compared with the town treasurer’s record © 
of receipts and were checked with the departmental re- 
cords of payments to the treasurer, while the recorded 
payments were checked with the treasurer’s record of 
disbursements and with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria- | 
tions and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings and with the records of the 
finance committee. The necessary adjusting and cor- 
recting entries resulting from the audit of the sever al 
departments were made, and a balance sheet, show ag 
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the financial condition of the town on November 29, 1943, 
was prepared and is appended to this report. 


The records of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed 
and checked with the town accountant’s books, with the 
departmental records of payments to the treasurer, and 
with other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury, while the disbursements were checked 
with the treasury warrants. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
proved with the accounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust funds in the custody of the 
town treasurer and trustees of the Weston Memorial 
Library Fund were examined and listed. The income and 
disbursements were proved, the transfers to the town 
were verified, and the balances were found to be as re- 
ported. 


The records of the tax titles held by the town were 
examined. The taxes added to the tax title account were 
compared with the collector’s records, the recorded re- 
demptions were verified, and the tax titles on hand were 
listed, reconciled with the accountant’s ledger, and 
checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


It is recommended that the validity of all tax titles 
now held be determined and that action be taken to fore- 
close those tax titles which have been held by the town 
for a period of two years or more. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes and assessments out- 
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standing according to the previous examination, and all 
subsequent commitments were audited and compared 
with the assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. 
The payments to the treasurer were verified, the record- 
ed abatements were checked with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, and the Oe accounts 
were listed and proved. 


It is again recommended that action be taken at 
ence to secure prompt settlement of the delinquent taxes 
of prior years, which, on the date of the audit, were as 
far back as 1936. 


The departmental accounts receivable were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The commitments were 
proved, the reported payments to the treasurer and the ~ 
abatements were verified, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, assessment, and | 
departmental accounts receivable was obtained by mail- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names ap- 
peared on the books as owing money to the town, and 
from the replies received it appears that the accounts as 
listed are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were ex- 
amined. The records of dogs and sporting licenses issued — 
were checked, the payments to the state being verified 
with the checks on file and the payments to the town 
treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash 
book. 


The surety bonds filed by the town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 
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The records of the selectmen and of the sealer of 
weights and measures, as well as of all other departments 
collecting money for the town or committing bills for 
collection, were examined, checked, and reconciled with 
the treasurer’s and accountant’s books. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there 
are appended to this report tables showing a reconcilia- 
tion of the treasurer’s cash, together with summaries of 
the tax, assessment, tax title, and departmental ac- 
counts, aS well as tables showing the condition and 
transaction of the trust funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the various town officials, for which, on 


behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

It is obvious that the citizens of the town are becom- 
ing police conscious and are availing themselves of the

The inspection of closed houses is still a problem. 
There have been many breaks in the outlying sections, 
and while not too much property has been stolen, win- 
dows and doors have been left open allowing the weather 
te damage the interior of buildings and furnishing an — 
invitation for further pilfering. An efficient and fre- 
quent closed property patrol is a great incentive to pro- — 
spective summer residents. 


Governmental agencies continue to ask many writ- 
ten reports on persons entering the armed services and 
on persons entering defense industries. 


I have attended the various conferences with chiefs 
of police, civilian defense, F. B. I. and military police 
agencies, as well as the police school operated by the © 
County of Barnstable, all of which have been instructive. — 
These meetings make for a very much closer cooperation ~ 
between the various law enforcing bodies. 


Please bear in mind that your Police Department is — 
a public service department and that it will be just as — 
good as you care to make it. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the cooper- — 
ation I have received from the citizens of Sandwich in

Vision Tests, Grades 1 and 3. The Massachusetts 
Vision Test will be given the remaining grades during 
January of 1944.

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Grades 1 through 8 were weighed and measured in 
December, 1943. High School pupils took own weights 
and reported to nurse. Satisfactory gains were made in 
most cases. 


Two children in the lower grades were referred to 
the Barnstable Child Guidance Clinic. This is a new 
service which has come to the Cape and one which 
should be of real assistance to those interested in chil- 
dren’s problems. 


Home Nursing Class, 42. Beginning Sept. 1943, two 
periods a week are given for this class. Uniforms are 
worn in class this year. Material was furnished by the 
school and the aprons by the Red Cross Ladies. This is 
the official color of turquoise blue. 


School Dental Clinic: Survey to determine dental — 
needs of children in the first 6 grades was made in Sep- 
tember. Requests for dental clinic service were made for — 
forty children.

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Far too much time has been spent on head inspec- 
tions, again this year, but we are pleased to report a 
much more satsifactory condition at the close of the 
year, and sincerely hope it will continue.

As there is no quarantine imposed for contacts of 
German Measles it was impossible to stop the spread of 
this disease. The source was traced to Camp Edwards. 
Measles was introduced by a school child who visited in 
Connecticut during the Christmas vacation and was 
there exposed, and who came down with measles after 
returning to school. 


During the severe cold weather of 1943 there were 
also many serious colds and intestinal infections among 
the school children, but with good care they made satis- 
factory recoveries.

Sician, or hospitals. One trip was made to Falmouth to 
see the new Mass. Vision Test demonstrated, and one to 
the Cape Cod Hospital to hear about and see the Kenney 
‘Treatment for Poliomyelitis. A meeting of the Cape Cod 
Nurses’ Club was attended at Brewster to hear Dr. Stev- 
ens talk on diabetes. Two trips were made to Barnstable 
Court. 


96 calls have been made in the interest of adult 
health. These, with miscellaneous and other calls make 
the total for the year 2,008. 


My sincere thanks go to all co-workers and citizens 
who have helped make possible the continuance of our 
public health program.

The Library, “in such times as these” is recognized, 
and proclaimed everywhere as having a special promin- 
ence in each community, in assisting to sustain morale 
through these trying times. Here the imperative mater- 
ial is provided that people may become familiar with the 
countries and peoples involved. It supplies war inform- 
ation, and books by those active in the service; also, 
maps displayed, and atlases and other reference material 
handy, is to mention only a part of its possibilities. 
There are many books for escape reading and relaxation. 
YOUR library has endeavored to give to the town’s folk 
ali these, and more. : | 


The requests of those using the library, have resultec 
in the securing of much serious material. About one- 
half of books purchased being non-fiction; yet, the 153 
books of fiction added, have given ample material for 
any desiring novels. 


During the year there have been 317 books cata- 
logued. We purchased 265 of these, and 52 were gifts 
Of these, 164 were of non-fiction, and 153 fiction works. 
The majority of those given were on nonfiction subjects.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Sandwich: 


This year’s report of the Superintendent of Schools 
will be brief, factual, and statistical, for two reasons— 
first, because the high school principal’s report is more — 
extensive than usual and covers in an able manner poli- 
cies and changes advocated by the Superintendent and ~ 
adopted by the School Committee, and second, because 
we have been asked to reduce printing costs. 


It seems pertinent to explain changes that were © 
made in school bus transportation during last year. When ~ 
a survey of school bus transportation was made by the 
ODT, orders were issued eliminating the so-called “town” 
and “northwest” routes. From the time the order was 
issued we made protests against the decision because © 
the amount of gasoline and tires saved was negligible, 
because the hazards to children would have been greatly 
increased, and because there would be no saving in trans-_ 
portation costs. As a result of our protests, the two bus ~ 
routes were restored. However, there was a reorganiza- 
tion of bus routes that eliminated some stops and side- 
route extensions. The routes now operated have full ap- 
proval of the ODT. 


During the year there have been changes in school 
lunch procedures. Congress appropriated no money for 
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the Penny Milk Program and it had to be discontinued. 
When school started in the fall we attempted to estab- 
lish a regular school lunch with all costs paid for from 
lunchroom receipts. During the time the lunchroom op- 
erated under this plan, there was a weekly deficit which 
was cared for from an unexpended balance of previous 
years. Just when it appeared that the lunchroom project 
would have to be abandoned, a Federal school lunch sub- 
sidy plan was inaugurated. This plan calls for the serv- 
ing of a substantial meal of an approved type. When this 
is done, the Federal Government reimburses the lunch- 
room seven cents for the meal and two cents per half 
pint of milk. The use of this subsidy has made possible 
the serving of a complete meal at a low cost. Although 
cne may question at this time the necessity for subsidiz- 
ing school lunches, it would seem foolish to deny our 
children the benefits of it. 


We were indeed fortunate in that we were able to re- 
tain almost all of our teachers. However, there were two 
changes out of five high school teachers, which is a seri- 
Gus handicap, but is a condition that will prevail as long 
as Gur Salary schedule is low. We were only able to geta 
rep‘acement in our science and social studies depart- 
ments because we found a young man who placed profes- 
sional improvement above salary inducement. The pres- 
ent salary schedule in the elementary school is so low that 
it would be extremely doubtful that a competent new 

teacher with some experience could be secured for our 
maximum salary which at present is $1,420. Last year’s 
legislature passed a law setting $1,200 as a minimum 
salary. Considering that fact and also that the cost of 
board and room in Sandwich is relatively high, the 
Superintendent deems it imperative that the elementary 
school maximum be increased to at least $1,500 per year. 
his rate is less than $30 per week for an outstanding 
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person with four years’ college training and several years 
of experience. ; 


We are glad to report that we have been able to re- 
tain the services of our extremely able principal. One of 
the factors that has helped to retain him is that his abil- — 
ity has been recognized to some extent in the amount 
paid as salary. 


There has been some comment about the manner in 
which the pledge of allegiance to the flag is being con- 
ducted. Congress passed in 1942 an act that specified 
the manner in which the pledge should be given. This 
procedure is followed at the Henry T. Wing School. It 
calls for holding the hand over the heart throughout the 
time that the pledge is being given, dropping the hand . 
at the side when the pledge is completed. b 


This year requests were made for the establishment 
of Americanization Classes at Sandwich. Some Sandwich 
residents have attended Americanization Classes con- 
ducted by the town of Bourne at the Sagamore school. 
Under present transportation difficulty, distance has 
been a handicap, and in addition, there has been some 
feeling that the town of Sandwich should conduct its 
own classes. Since there are some very desirable resi-_ 
dents of Sandwich who honestly wish to become Ameri- 
can citizens, it seems very desirable that classes be es- 
tablished. If they were established, reimbursement fol 
half of the teachers’ salaries and supplies will be rein 
bursed to the town by the state. 


In the past most of the boys and girls who enteret 
our high school have remained in school until gradua 
tion. The last year or two this has not been the casi 
Some pupils left to enter the armed services and 0 he 
to go to work. This is unfortunate, for even during wa 
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time the greatest service that high school boys and girls 
can render to their country and to themselves is to se- 
cure now the education which will surely be needed in 
‘the highly competitive period of post-war needs. Leaders 
of Army and Navy induction services urge boys to remain 
in high school until graduation. The pre-induction 
courses now established at the Henry T. Wing School 
form the firm basis for inductees. Graduates of our high 
school find such courses of utmost value for advancement 
in the armed services. We hope that there will be few 
parents who will allow their sons or daughters to leave 
‘high school before graduation. For those who have left, 
we are inaugurating a plan whereby while in service they 
may take extension courses for high school credit. It is 
hoped that some will take advantage of the opportunity, 
as after the war is over, the high school diploma will be 
a minimum requisite for employment in any but blind- 
alley jobs. 


Juvenile delinquency and intercultural tensions are 
problems that will prove very disturbing in many com- 
munities. It is our opinion that Sandwich is indeed for- 
tunate in regard to intercultural tensions, especially in- 

sofar as school children are concerned, for from grades 
_cCne through twelve, there is no evidence of conflict. The 
two main factors contributing to harmony are first, that 
although Sandwich is a rural town, the people live near 
| enough together so that they get to understand and ap- 
| preciate each other, and second, the school maintains an 
extensive school activity program. When boys and girls 
of different nationalities, economic status, religious be- 
| liefs, and racial background, play together on the same 
athletic teams, in the same orchestra, participate togeth- 
er in musicals, dances, dramas and plays, there is bound 
te result a healthy condition wherein a person is judged 
‘on his merits rather than on prejudice’ We believe that 
this activity program also goes a long way toward solving 
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the problem of juvenile delinquency. High school chil- — 
dren in Sandwich are faced with an environment that 
presents social problems. Although our soldiers, coast 
guardsmen, and sailors are our own fine boys, their in- 
terestS are more sophisticated than those of our high — 
school children. The school and the community must 
provide opportunities for engaging the interests of the 
high school group in activity programs at the high 
school level. During these trying times we shall attempt 
to have a wide program of extracurrictlar activities in 
an effort to provide an opportunity for wholesome recre- 
ation to occupy the leisure time of our young people. 
Even under difficulties of transportation such programs 
are not only justifiable, but essential. | 


Our health program is sound. Children from grades 
one through twelve received pertinent health instruction 
and the services furnished by the town for discovery 0 
defects and recommendations for treatment are above 
average. Recently, we made two improvements in this 
regard. Our children’s hearing is now tested by the use 
of a new audiometer. This instrument does away with 
considerable guesswork in the matter of evaluating hear- 
ing. This fall we are making use of the new Massachu- 
setts Vision Tests for the first time. This test not onl, 
tests for visual acuity, but also tests for latent farsight- 
edness and muscular imbalance. By its use many more 
children with defective vision will be discovered, parents 
notified, and remedial treatment provided. Under an ac 

of the Massachusetts legislature passed in 1943, it no\ 
becomes compulsory to include in the annual physica 
examination the examination of feet. Our school physi 
cian will include it when giving the complete physica 
examination this fall. We urge parents to pay close at 
tention to any suggestion made by the doctor as a resu! 
of his examination. Our purpose in all these tests is t 
inform parents if defects exist and it is hoped that inte 
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est will be aroused so that competent medical advice will 
be secured. 


Dr. Robert Granfield resigned as school physician on 
September 7, 1943, as he was leaving town. The two re- 
maining physicians in the town were not in a position to 
carry on the work involved in serving as a school physi- 
cian. We were very fortunate in being able to secure Dr. 
Ernest F. Curry of Sagamore. In order to help out in the 
emergency, he has agreed to serve as school physician 


for at least this year. 


We wish to thank everyone who has helped the 
school in its program for providing proper instruction 
and enriched wholesome living for the boys and girls of 
the town of Sandwich.

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Principal’s Report 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


Since the entry of the United States into the present 
world conflict, there have been many radical changes in 
educational theory and practice. The traditional func- — 
tions of the American school system have long been to — 
equip boys and girls to maintain the democratic way of 
life, to provide them with a broad cultural and informa- — 
tional background so that they might obtain personal — 
satisfaction from vocational and leisure-time activities, 
and to enable them to profit from more advanced train- 
ing. These functions now have become secondary to a 
major war-time objective; namely, to train each individ- 
ual student to make his maximum contribution toward 
winning this war. To that end, our school has charted ~ 
a functional educational course through the year just 
past. | 


In modifying our school program to meet these new 
war-time responsibilities, careful consideration has been 
given to a number of necessary revisions. Although 
many high schools throughout the country have adopted 
the so-called Victory Corps Program which is a 100% 
change over to a war curriculum, we have continued the 
traditional curriculum with war supplements where ne- : 
cessary. Based on that philosophy the following cuss 
culum revisions have been incorporated. 
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Greater emphasis has been placed upon training in 
science and mathematics to meet the needs of the 18- 
year-olds who will be drafted into the armed forces im- 
mediately upon graduation and of those students who 
will go directly into war industries. Available now to our 
secondary students are five advanced courses in mathe- 
matics and five in science, all adapted to present needs. 


-Algebra I and II, Plane and Solid Geometry, and Trigo- 


nometry constitute the range of mathematics while Gen- 
eral Science, Biology, Physics, Chemistry ,and Machines 


‘complete the science offerings. The course in Machines 


which combines practical applications of mathematics 
and physics was added to the curriculum in September, 
1943. 


Although our vocational arts offerings are limited, 
the shop courses have been expanded in scope and 
aligned more closely with the requirements of war indus- 
tries. This program has also been extended downward 
allowing the junior high school boys two periods weekly 


in the shop. 


In the field of social science the war has produced 
such a rapidly emerging, panoramic view of history that 
our basic texts become more out of date as each calen- 
dar day passes. To counteract this condition textual 
materials have been supplemented by current newspap- 
ers, Magazines, visual education films, the radio, and oc- 
casional outside speakers. Our basic objective, however, 
has not changed and we continued to indoctrinate to- 


. ward purposeful citizenship in a democracy. Unfortun- 
| ately, a recent New York Times history survey cast ques- 


tionable light upon the teaching of history throughout 
the United States. It seemingly revealed an appalling 
ignorance of historical fact in our graduates. We be- 
lieve, however, that the indictment was unfair and that 
the survey dealt too comprehensively with insignificant 
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historical detail. We continue to be concerned first with 
imparting to our youth a knowledge of our history so 
that we may foster an appreciation of what American 
life is and has meant. Such knowledge and appreciation 
need not fill us with conceit for our own culture and dis- 
dain for all others. It should instead, fill us with grati- 
tude toward the builders of our own civilization and in- 
fuse us with the desire to preserve, in a fundamental - 
way, the wonderful heritage they have left to us. With- © 
in this same objective our social studies courses have in- | 
cluded considerations for a sound post-war world, as our 
students in school today will be the determining powers 
of tomorrow. 


Another program alteration this fall has been the — 
inclusion of much needed physical education instruction 
for the boys. The present schedule provides two periods 
weekly and these have proven of considerable worth in — 
building toward the Government’s recommended Physi- 
cal Fitness Program. 


Other curriculum enlargements include semi-techni- 
cal courses in pre-flight aviation, code, radio, and home 
nursing. The nursing course has been extended to two 
beriods weekly as recommended by the American Red 
Cross and the results have been most satisfying. 


Activities: 

As in past years our students have availed them- 
selves of the school’s broad activity program. The impact 
of the war, however, has been felt in this field of endeav- 
or as well as all others. Some curtailments have been 
necessary because of student work opportunities, trans- 
portation difficulties, rationing restrictions, and war pre- 
cautionary measures. Social dances, dramatics, and 
niusical activities felt the heaviest curtailing impacts. I 
relation to music it would be helpful for parents to ac 
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tively support the orchestral training program as multi- 
ple outside influences have combined to reduce student 
interest in this field. It is hoped that the year ahead of 
us will witness a re-activated interest in orchestral en- 
deavors. 


In spite of the above curtailments, relatively exten- 
Sive programs were undertaken in athletics. The meas- 
uring stick in these athletic events was not numerous 
victories for our teams, but rather, active student parti- 
cipation and physical fitness growth for the entire stu- 
‘dent body. 


In addition to our continuing drives for increased 
war bond and stamp sales, we participated more fully 
this year in the scrap campaigns. These activities cor- 
relate exceptionally well with the all-out war effort and 
we were particularly pleased when our school was singled 
cut for a State Championship Award for scrap iron col- 
lections. This was even more gratifying when investiga- 
tion showed competing schools in the 3000 population 
bracket. 


Under the sponsorship of the Student Council a most 
worthwhile activity was inaugurated during the Christ- 
mas season. A survey of Sandwich citizens, past and 
present, found approximately 250 in the service of our 
country. The council considered the advisability of a 
Christmas message to each of them, and finally worked 
out an appropriate seasonal greeting from the faculty 
and student body. 


Many of the 250 servicemen responded and their 
messages of appreciation exemplified the spirit in which 
these student cards were received. A parallel activity 
now in the process of completion will show by means of 
a large outline map the distribution of Sandwich resi- 
dents in service all over the world. 
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Elementary school activities culminated this fall in 
a well received musicale. Each of the six grades repre- 
sented, presented an offering in keeping with the times. 
In these productions commendation on quality is sur- 
passed by the attainment of 100% pupil participation, 
each elementary school child playing his part in the pro- 
cuction. 


Junior Red Cross activities have been increased in 
tempo this semester and many worthwhile projects are 
now in progress. Every student in the building is a mem- 
ber of this worthy organization and by means of volun- 
tary contributoins, money for many charitable purposes 
is realized. 


Cafeteria: 


In efforts to assist school cafeterias and build up the - 
nutritional standards of students, the Federal Govern- 
ment has inaugurated several subsidy programs. Each 
plan has served its purpose and has been subsequently — 
augmented by other programs. At present, but for the 
new School Lunch Subsidy Program, our cafeteria would 
be running at a sizable loss. The reason for this is 
steadily rising food costs while our complete lunch re- 
mains standardized at fifteen cents per day. This sub- — 
sidy program, therefore, makes continued operation pos- 
sible, and the quality of our present cafeteria diet merits 
considerable commendation. The present program owes — 
its outstanding achievements, in no small measure, to 
the efficient management of Mrs. Robert Kershaw. Her 
continuing supervision is a guarantee of future high 
quality service in our lunch room. . 


From a scholastic consideration, our present cafe- 
teria set-up may prove of real benefit in introducing a 
long sought domestic science program for the high school 
girls. Although present facilities are somewhat limite 
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the inauguration of such a course on a small scale seems 
justified, because of the training and capabilities of our 
present manager. We therefore anticipate the possible 
inclusion of elementary cooking classes in the fall of 
1944, 


Attendance: 

In the writer’s report for 1940, special attention was 
called to the serious consequences of irregular attend- 
ance. It seems wise to restate those cautions again at 
this time. It is important to remember that the loss of 
‘even a portion of the school session often proves to be a 
Serious interruption to progress, and tends to produce 
lack of interest in school work. In general, about five 
per cent of our enrolment causes ninety-five per cent of 
all absence, and this group correspondingly produces the 
highest number of subject failures. Although make-up 
work for absence is compulsory, the habitual absentee 
usually meets with serious retardation and seldom 
achieves high school graduation. It also has been noted 
that in the cases of habitual absenteeism parental in- 
difference toward the school exists in the home. It has 
been mainly this parental indifference and neglect which 
has caused juvenile delinquency to rise throughout the 
nation. We are fortunate to have few such cases and 
these may be entirely corrected by means of closer school 
and home cooperation. 


Guidance: 

| Many guidance problems are present under normal 
conditions, but the national emergency has increased the 
need for rapid and efficient solutions of them. Of the 
traditional guidance functions the selection of, and 
changes in, curricula and courses of study continue to be 
prominent. Of the newly acquired obligations, foremost 
is the function of recommending students for college 
and occupational placement and for Army and Navy spe- 
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cialized training. In the placement field our school has 
acted as a clearing house for student workers during the 
manpower shortage. Graduates have been recommend- 
ed for permanent positions and undergraduates have : 
been placed in temporary positions during the summer — 
months, after school hours, and in some cases where the — 
students’ program can be adjusted, during certain school — 
hours. In relation to preparing boys for service our 
school has cooperated with the Government in present- | 
ing V-5 and V-12 opportunities. When possible, Army — 
and Navy officials have been asked to speak to students — 
and have to date outlined the various service opportuni- 
ties in Naval Aviation, the Army Air Corps, Army and 
Navy Specialized Training Programs, and Cadet Nursing 
for the girls. Also, representatives of various colleges aid — 
the guidance program by speaking before our students 
and clarifying fields of collegiate edeavor. Particular 
emphasis in this phase of the program has been laid on — 
the teacher training institutions and the urgent need for — 
teachers today. 


Conclusion: 

Each. year our school is indebted to its many bene- 
factors for scholarships, books, musical instruments, and — 
useful school equipment. These benefactors are too 
numerous to mention and to them we extend a blanket 
expression of sincere appreciation. Frequently, however, 
one or two of these patrons of our school merit special | 
attention. This year we extend particular appreciation | 
to the M. I. T. Class of 1899 which, through its represent- 
ative, Mr. Gardner Barry, presented our school with a 
huge American flag. This now adorns our auditorium 
stage. 


Another patron of our school deserving of special ap - 
preciation is Miss Grace Irwin. Through her foresight 
and generosity a school library was established a num- 
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ber of years ago. AS each year has passed, her continued 
interest finds our library ever growing larger and more 
meaningful. To her, and others who have aided in this 
splendid undertaking, our present student body and pos- 
terity are deeply indebted. 


In closing may I first express my appreciation to our 
teachers who although beckoned by more remunerative 
opportunities have held to their positions. Teaching is 
indeed, an essential occupation. It is in a real sense a 
‘War service to one-fifth of the population and, as such, 
is a profession of primary importance. In a year replete 
with outside disruptions our obligations have increased 
multifold. To the end that these obligations be success- 
fully fulfilled our staff dedicates itself to the year ahead. 


To you, our superintendent, to our School Commit- 
tee, and to the citizens of Sandwich, I am deeply indebt- 
ed and express humble appreciation for unfailing con- 
sideration.

Report of the Selectmen 
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The Selectmen respectfully submit their report for 
the year 1944. 


In addition to the routine work the Selectmen have 
had two sales of land in tax title and land of low value. 


Damage claims were filed with the Army Engineers 
and the Rent and Claims Office at Camp Edwards for 
repairs to the outlying roads due to travel by the half- 
tracks when the roads were in a semi-frozen condition. . 


An audit was requested of the Division of Accounts. 
The report appears on the following pages. 


The hurricane of September 14th created an emer- — 
gency and was so declared by the Selectmen. A trans- — 
fer from the reserve fund of $1,000.00 was made to care 
for immediate expenses and later an appropriation of © 
$5,000.00 from available funds was made. The road ap- — 
propriations were used to some extent, also the Tree — 
Warden’s and Health & Sanitation. On an appeal from 
the Selectmen to the Governor extra crews of linemep ~ 
were made available to restore electric service. ‘These 
lineman were on their way to Pennsylvania at the time 
of the appeal, no crews being available from the sur-— 
rounding states. Some colored troops from Camp Ed- 
wards were made available and contributed to the © 
cleanup, also thirty-two German Prisoners who reported — 
for work on September 27th and operated on outlying 
roads for a short time. As provided in the Special Town 


Meeting held September 23, 1944, a tree expert was em- 
ployed at a cost of $100.00 to advise the Tree Warden. 
A notice was received from property owners regarding 
tree mark #10 which became dangerous owing to high 
winds after the hurricane. This was referred to the 
Tree Warden for necessary action. Reports from other 
Cape towns showed that Sandwich was one of the first 
to clear its streets and roads to travel. There is still 
some work to do on sidewalks, curbs, trees and removal 
of debris. 


A trespass right was renewed to the Federal Govern- 
ment at Town Neck from February 23, 1944 to February 
22, 1945. 


Permission was extended the War Department to im- 
prove that portion of Snake Pond Road between the new 
access road and Greenway Road. All improvements to be 
within the present layout. 


The Selectmen as provided in Section 11 of Chapter 
41 met with the Trustees of the library to fill the va- 
-cancy due to the resignation of Mr. Charles Lloyd. Miss 
Barbara Dow was elected by a unanimous vote until 
the next Annual Town Meeting. John S. Tinkham, 
George R. Meigs, Thomas F.. Kelleher, Frederic S. Pope, 
George E. Burbank, Hazel Blake French and Mary H. 
Wing were present at this election. 


| A committee on Veterans’ Rehabilitation was ap- 
| pointed and organized with G. Stacy Bearse as Chairman 
and Mrs. Dorothy Crowell, Secretary, and J. Foxcroft 
Carleton, William H. Richards and Norman Welch as 
“members. 


To fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. 
Willard Boyden, the Selectmen met with the remaining 
members of the School Committee to elect a new member 
until the next Annual Town Meeting. Those present ~ 
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were Mrs. Dorothy Crowell. Alfred E. Hoey, George Sut- 
ton and William N. Harrison representing the School 
Committee. John S. Tinkham and George R. Meigs re- 
presented the Selectmen. Dr. Samuel M. Beale was 
elected by unanimous vote. The above action was taken 
under the provisions of Section 11, Chapter 41. 


Under provisions of Section 14, Chapter 41 the 
Selectmen appointed Mr. George Sutton to fill the vacan- 
cy as Town Clerk until the next Annual Town Meeting. 
Under Section 40, Chapter 41 as amended by Chapter 
143, Acts of 1937, the Selectmen appointed Mr. George 
Sutton to fill the vacancy of Town Treasurer as Collector 
of Taxes until the next Annual Town Meeting. 


As provided in Section 11, Chapter 41 the Selectmen 
met with the School Committee to fill the vacancy due 
to the resignation of of Mr. George Sutton. Mr. Myron — 
H. Whitney was elected until the next Annual Town 
Meeting. The following were present: John S. Tinkham, 
George R. Meigs, Thomas F. Kelleher, William H. Harri- 
son, Alfred E. Hoey and Mrs. Dorothy Crowell. Dr. Samuel 
M. Beale voted by proxy. The vote was unanimous. 


Notices were received in this office of the completion - 
of two roads to be maintained by the Town. One is the 
road leading from Forestdale to the firing point at Scor- 
ton and the other the new road from the Pocasset Road 
to the entrance to Camp Edwards. 


A letter of appreciation was received from the Sand- 
wich Village Improvement Society. This was appreciat- 
ed very much by the Selectmen.

In submitting my report as Town Treasurer, I wish 
to take the opportunity to point out that the Town is in 
very good financial condition as an analysis of the Bal- 
ance Sheet for December 31, 1944 (see Report of the 
Town Accountant) will show. 


The balance of the Town Hall Repairs Loan and the 
Tax Title Loan were paid off during the year leaving the 
Town free of any debt.

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Librarian’s Report 


This is the fifty-fourth annual report of the Public 
Library. 


= fae 


This year it will be a rather commonplace one. Many 
times there have been special items to make an interest- 
ing account of the year’s work of the Library, but these — 
war years have made a difference. Living has been so — 
strenuous, and the demand upon people’s time so great, 
that less opportunity for reading has caused less use of 
the Library. Nevertheless it is certain that it has filled 
an important place in the life of the community. . 


It has made it possible for people to keep in touch 
with world affairs through reading material, both of his- 
torical and biographical books, and magazines. Those > 
wishing escape reading found material to use too. 
Large maps, covering the different war theatres, have 
been on display, and studied by many. Reference mater- 
ial had frequent users as well. 


With less time for reading, the circulation has been 
affected. It might be suggested just here that the re- 
cord would appear appreciably larger if those readers 
who loan their books to others would instead return 
them to be re-issued. Many books have been read mort 
times than the records indicate. There is reason to fee 
that the drop in circulation here does not compare un 
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favorably with libraries in general at this time. We are 
confident that it will rise again as quickly as circum- 
stances will permit. 


The lessening of the patronage of the Library has 
been partly compensated for by the many members of 
the service and their families, who have used the Library 
freely through their more or less temporary stay here. 
Many pleasant associations were made. During the year 
we have issued nearly one hundred temporary cards. 


Our circulation has averaged over 1,160 a month. 
Of this 184 were magazines, and one-fourth of the books 
read were of non-fiction type. The total circulation 
reached 13,924; that of magazines 2,215. There has been 
a general interest shown for books on world conflict, 
and its personnel, both by adults and by pupils in the 
higher grades in school. 


There have been 271 books catalogued during the 
year. Of these, 150 were of fiction, and 121 were non- 
fiction works. The Library purchased 244, and 27 of 
_ them were gifts. Those donating books, and to whom 
grateful acknowledgement is made, were Mrs. Stella 
_ Armstrong, Dr. S. M. Beale, Jr., Mr. Thornton W. Bur- 
_gess, Mrs. Charles O. Dexter, Mrs. Mary Raybold, Miss 
- Dorothy Weil, and Mrs. Rosa Wing. Dr. Beale’s gift was 
a twelve volume set of the Wilderness edition of Eugene 
O’Neil’s plays. 


Those interested in magazines will find an excellent 
well-balanced assortment of 37 magazines from which 
to choose, for use both in the reading room and for cir- 
culation. Those for the younger readers are especially 
well read. An expression of appreciation is extended to 
Mrs. H. A. Dunbar for continuing the gift of the Atlantic 
Magazine, and to Mrs. E. T. Wright for the American 
Magazine, and to several others, donated by publishers, 
or unknown friends. 
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The readers of Finnish and Italian continued to be 
supplied with books from the State Library Commission. 
The Library would gladly supply books in any language, 
if anyone was desirous of such reading. 


Some 50 volumes have been sent to be rebound, 
which will put old favorites again in circulation. 


The Library, as in past years, has opened at 1:45 
P. M. on Wednesdays to give the pupils, who come to 
school by bus, the privilege of using the Library. A 
Library habit thus formed, as a child, may well continue 
through the years. 


Books for those in the service may still be brought 
te the Library at any time. They are needed. 


We regret the loss from the lawn, in the hurricane, 
of the two beautiful maples, and the flagpole. The pole 
alone can be replaced. 


Much appreciation is due to the Board of Trustees, 
and to all others who, in many ways, have helped to 
make the past year one of service to the Community.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the 
period from November 30, 1943, the date of the previous 
examination, to July 8, 1944, and report thereon as fol- 
lows: 


- The financial transactions as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town, or committing bills for collection, were ex- 
amined and reconciled with the books and records in 
the town accountant’s office. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s 


| office were examined and checked in detail. The record- 


ed receipts were verified by comparison with the treas- 
urer’s books and with the records in the several depart- 
ments making the original charges. The disbursements 
were checked with the warrants authorizing the treas- 
vrer to disburse town funds and with the payments as 


shown on the treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were ana- 
lyzed, the necessary adjusting entries resulting from the 
audit were made, and a balance sheet, showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town on July 8, 1944, was prepared 
and is appended to this report. 


The books and accounts of the late treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the collector’s records 


of payments to the treasurer, with the records in the sev- 


eral departments in which charges originated or in 
which money was collected for the town, and with other 
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sources from which money was paid into the town: 
treasury. The recorded disbursements were compared 
with the warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse 
town funds and with the accountant’s books. The cash 
kook was footed, the cash in office was verified by actual 
count and the bank balance was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank of deposit. 


i st 


The recorded payments on account of maturing debt 
and interest were compared with the amounts falling 
due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer and trustees of the Weston 
Memorial Fund were examined and listed. The income 
was proved, the transfers to the town were verified, and 
the balances were found to be as reported. 


The tax title deeds representing liens on real estate 
were listed, and the amounts transferred to the tax title © 
account were checked with the collector’s books and 
with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the late tax collector 
were examined and checked in detail. The taxes and 
moth assessments outstanding according to the previous 
examination and all subsequent commitments were 
audited and proved to the assessors’ warrants. The col- 
lections as posted on the commitment books were com- 
pared with the cash book collections and with the re- 
corded payments to the treasurer as shown by the treas- 
urer’s cash book. The abatements as entered were 
checked with the assessors’ record of abatements erant- 
ed, and the outstanding accounts were listed. 


Verification of the outstanding tax and assessmen' : 
accounts was made by mailing notices to a large number 
of persons whose names appeared on the books as owing 
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money to the town, and from the replies received it ap- 
pears that the outstanding accounts as listed, are cor- 
rect. 


The total amounts outstanding on each of the sev- 
eral levies of taxes and assessments were given to the 
board of assessors for use in preparing the recommit- 


ment, and detailed lists of the outstanding tax accounts 


prior to 1944 were prepared for the convenience of the 
temporary collector. 


The departmental accounts committed for collection 
were examined and checked. The charges were proved, 
the recorded receipts were checked with the payments to 
the treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
end proved. 


The records of licenses and permits issued. by the 
selectmen, the town clerk, and the health department 
were examined and checked, and the payments to the 
State and to the town were verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money for the town 
or rendering bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, tax title,

Balance 
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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Sandwich: 


For the past two years the school report has told of 
the effect of the war on the educational program of the 
schools of the Town of Sandwich. For the most part 
they have told of adjustments of curricular to meet war 
needs and of the efforts of the students and teachers to 
help in the total war program. The past year has seen 
the continuance of these adjustments and activities, 

with major emphasis on the Junior Red Cross, bond sell- 
ing and scrap collection. Money received from scrap has 
‘been placed in the activities account, to be used for 
worthwhile school activities. 


This year, for the first time, the impact of the war 
has had some very real adverse effects. Men teachers 
have been taken from their teaching positions, and able 
‘women teachers have left our school for positions where 
the remuneration is more in line with the cost of living. 
‘Women teachers have replaced men teachers in those 
grades where a man’s influence is most needed. No man 
teacher of mathematics and science who could also 
coach athletics could be obtained. The year’s end 
brought the resignation of the school dentist, leaving us 
without a dental clinic. Some of our pupils have been 
or periods without workbooks because of governmental 
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restrictions on publishers. School activities have had to 
function with very limited transportation facilities. 
Boys and girls staying after school for make-up work 
or to participate in extra-curricular activities have had 
to find their own means of getting to and from the 
school. Our regular school bus transportation has had 
some interruptions. 


However, there is a bright side, for some of our most 
able teachers have remained with us and we have been 
fortunate in securing some able replacements. Through 
strenuous efforts a rich school activity program has been 
maintained. It is my opinion that this is the main rea- 
son why juvenile delinquency is not a problem in the 
Town of Sandwich. Necessary school supplies and equip- 
ment have been on hand, and thus far we have had ex- 
cellent teaching tools. 


This year and next are going to be the most critical. 
These are the years when society will be called upon to 
Cecide just how important education really is. Our ene- 
mies have demonstrated the power of education for de-- 
struction. Hitler and Hirohito built their schemes of 
conquest and power, hate and greed upon a program of 
education. They robbed youth of the right to think for 
themselves. Russia has made great cultural and tech- 
nical progress the past few years through a costly edu- 
cational program. As a result, the Soviet Union was 
saved. Russia continues to develop her educational pro- 
gram. Britain has begun the largest educational pro- 
gram in her history. Winston Churchill recently called 
Britain’s plan the “most comprehensive scheme of uni- 
versal education ever developed by and for a responsible 
government”. “England cannot understand the worlc 
and its inventions nor maintain its place in the wos 
in these complex times without such education.” ese 
plans are a challenge to us. What are we going to do 
about it? There is power in education; to fail to utilize 
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this power for creative good is the greatest folly an in- 
dividual or a community can commit. There is abundant 
evidence that at least big business is conscious of the 
need for education. I quote from Fortune Magazine: 
“Our country is not going to be any better than our 
school system. We shall get exactly the school system 
we pay for. We need more schools, better schools and 
better teachers. Teachers’ salaries are too low. Skilled 
and well-trained teachers receive less than janitors, car- 
penters and electricians.” How does this apply to Sand- 
wich? Salaries in Sandwich have always been relatively 
low, but we have been fortunate in being able to secure 
the better type of inexperienced teacher or, in some 
cases, an excellent teacher with one or two years of ex- 
perience. This year no such supply is available. Sand- 
wich has to compete in a market where the supply is 
extremely limited and where the salary schedule defin- 
itely determines which town gets the able teacher. In 
this year’s budget the School Committee have increased 
teachers’ salaries somewhat, but even now the salary 
schedule is one of the very lowest on the Cape. It may 
well be that the citizens of Sandwich will be called upon 
tc support a higher salary schedule if we are to keep good 
teachers. Certainly such a step will be needed if we are 
going to be successful in securing new teachers of the 
better type. It is the intention of the Sandwich School 
Committee to do their utmost to maintain the high level 
of teaching service that has prevailed in the Sandwich 
schools. We want every child to have a good teacher, 
well prepared, constantly growing, having a wholesome 
personality—a teacher supplied with excellent books and 
teaching-aids and working in an environment conducive 
to learning. ! 


Athletic teams in Sandwich have had great success. 
This has been particularly true for the past two years. 
Of course such success is pleasing, but the townspeople 
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must realize that our high school is very small—in fact, 
the smallest high school in numbers on the Cape. Al- 
most every competitor is a school several times the size 
of Sandwich. To win occasional games against such 
competition is the most we should expect. This year we 
are fortunate in having our boys coached by Mr. Caesar 
Alvezi, an alumnus of the school. This young man is do- 
ing a fine job, not only in teaching the techniques of 
the game of basketball but also in his method of han- 
dling boys and his insistence upon the observance of 
strict training rules. Our girls’ team has had an excep- 
tionally fine season due largely to the able coaching of 
Mrs. Ada Lukey. We believe that every valid reason for 
having athletic teams for boys equally valid for girls, 
but great care must be exercised to prevent physical and 
emotional strain. As played by our girls under Mrs. 
Lukey’s instruction basketball does not develop tomboys, 
but rather gracious, wholesome young women. 


It seems wise to make a comment about instrument- 
al music. The pupils of Sandwich are fortunate in being 
able to secure as part of their school program training 
in playing a musical instrument. Under our setup, in- 
terested boys and girls in grades 3 and 4 learn to play 
song flutes. This forms a good basic training and en- 
ables young people to discover whether or not they are 
musically inclined. The skills involved in playing the 
song flute are helpful when the youngster turns to a 
real instrument. Our director, Mr. Querze, is able to 
give skilled instruction in wind, wood and percussion in- 
struments. Many of our young people are taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity presented, but if real success is 
to be attained parents must insist on practice at home. 
Although getting young people to the Shawme Orchestra 
rehearsals is difficult, it should be managed somehow as 


it is through this organization that real musicianship is 2 
acquired and lifelong tastes and avocations are devel- 


|

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oped. There are many boys and girls who through parti- 
cipation in the instrumental-music program of our 
schools have an avocation that is bringing them com- 
fort and joy during these critical times. 


Under an Act of Congress passed in 1944 our school 
has had the benefit of a federal school lunch program. 
The lunchroom is under the supervision of Mrs. J. Robert 
Kershaw, a trained dietitian. Under her skilled man- 
agement a substantial meal of high nutrient value, 
served attractively, may be obtained for fifteen cents. 
About ninety per cent of the pupils eat in the school 
lunchroom. We believe that such a noontime meal is 
especially valuable because so few of the children at the 
Henry T. Wing School go home for lunch. 


During the past year the repair item of the budget 
was very much overrun, about $250 of this being attri- 
butable to the hurricane. For the most part the rest of 
the repair expenses were for minor items of mainten- 
ance. To keep the building, valued at $160,000, in good 
repair at a cost of less than one per cent of its value is 
remarkable. It is comparable to keeping a $4000 home 
in good repair at a cost of twenty-five dollars per year. 
Our custodian, Mr. Michelson, is in large measure re- 
sonsible for making it possible to accomplish this feat. 


The principal of any school is an important factor 
in its success, but in a small school it is imperative that 
the principal be an able man. Sandwich has been for- 
tunate. Nine years ago Mr. Owen B. Kiernan was select- 
ed as sixth grade teacher. He then became elementary 
principal and later principal of the whole building. His 
service to the Town of Sandwich was eminent, and when 
he resigned to become a superintendent of schools the 
selection of a successor was a major problem. After care- 
ful search and the evaluation of some forty-odd candi- 
dates Mr. Robert J. Jarvis, a young man teaching in 
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Wareham, was chosen. Mr. Jarvis came to the school 
with adequate professional training and teaching ex- 
perience but with no previous experience as a principal. 
He has been with us since September, and it is our opin- 
ion that we have in this young man one who will prove 
to be an able leader of our young people. 


School attendance in the Town of Sandwich is for 
the most part very high, for most parents realize the 
value of education in this age of keen competition. These 
parents insist that their children go to school except in 
cases of real illness. However, there are a few families 
that permit irregularity of attendance. This is very un- 
fortunate, for the greatest cause of school failure is ir- 
regular attendance. Every effort of the school is used to 
bring about regular attendance, but efforts do not suc- 
ceed unless we have the earnest co-operation of the par- 
ents. 


Occasionally one hears inaccurate comments about 
scholarships and scholarship awards. The 1937 and 1938 
annual Town Reports give a complete account of the 
scholarships available and the methods of choosing the 
recipients. Recently an additional scholarship has been 
given to the school. This scholarship is provided under 
the terms of the Annie Chamberlain will, and the con- 
Gitions of the scholarship parallel those of the Sarah E. 
Chamberlain scholarship. They are: — 


“I give to the National Bank of Wareham the sum 
of Two Thousands Five Hundred ($2500) dollars to be 
held in trust for the following purposes: 


“1. To hold, manage, invest, reinvest, convert and — 


reconvert the same. 


“2. To pay over the net income thereof for a schol- 


arship for some deserving young person who is a resi- 
dent of the Town of Sandwich, to assist such person in 
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a higher education in some college or school of similar 
character. It is my intention that this payment shall 
be made annually to one person, but if in any year there 
is not in the opinion of the committee such a deserving 
resident of Sandwich, the same may be accumulated for 
a period of not more than five years and used for one or 
nore suitable persons. It is my will that a selection of 
the persons to receive this scholarship shall be made 
annually on or about June 15th by the majority vote of 
a committee consisting of the persons who from time to 
time shall be the Superintendent of Schools of the Town 
of Sandwich, the Principal of the High School and the 
Chairman of the School Committee, and if any of these 
cffices cease to exist, it is my will that the officer who 
takes over the duty of such office shall hereby become a 
member of this committee. But no one person shall have 
more than one vote although he may be holding more 
than one such office. And my said Trustee shall pay over 
to the persons who shall be selected by said committee 
from time to time the net amount of said income an- 
_nually, or if the same has accumulated such amounts to 
such persons as said committee may direct. And it is my 
will that such selections and directions shall be in writ- 
ing and signed by a majority of said committee and that 
payments made to persons in conformity with such 
written authority shall fully discharge my said Trustee 
although the persons to whom payment is made may not 
be of full age.” 


We wish to call attention to the Wing Scholarship 
at Harvard. We quote from the will of Clementina S. 
Wing: 


“I give and bequeath the sum of Ten Thousand dol- 
lars ($10,000) of such principal to the PRESIDENT AND 
FELLOWS OF HARVARD COLLEGE, at Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, where my husband graduated in the 
Class of 1864, and I direct that said sum shall be kept 
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intact and be known as ‘The Henry T. Wing Memorial 
Scholarship Fund’, and that the income thereof be used 
for the purpose of a scholarship or scholarships for 
worthy undergraduate students in Harvard College who 
may be in need of financial assistance, preference being 
given to such students coming from the Town of Sand- 
wich, Massachusetts, or from other communities in the 
County of Barnstable, Massachusetts.” 


A recent recipient of the Wing Scholarship was Mr. 
John Jillson, who left Harvard to enter the armed sery- 
ices. When Mr. Jillson first applied for the scholarship 
it was not made available to him by the Harvard trus- 
tees. They decided that under the terms of the will they 
were entitled to award it to some other student from 
Rarnstable County, and a boy from Falmouth was the 
fortunate one. It was the contention of the School De- 
partment that the trustees had no choice in the matter, 
for under the terms of the will preference should be 
given to such students coming from the Town of Sand- 
wich, Massachusetts. We based our opinion on the be-. 
lief that it was Mrs. Wing’s intention to allow the schol- 
ership to go to a resident of some other town in Barn- 
stable County only when there was no eligible candi- 
date from the Town of Sandwich. As soon as a candi- 
date from Sandwich again makes application for this 
scholarship, a court interpretation of the will should be ~ 
secured. 


The school budget for 1945 as prepared by the School 
Committee is about the same as the one for 1944, al- 
though it has been found necessary to include a slightly — 
larger amount for teachers’ salaries. In considering the 
school budget it is well to note that the actual cost of 
schools is not the sum appropriated at town meeting, 
since receipts amounting to approximately four thousand 
collars come to the school every year which, under the 
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law, have to go to the Town Treasurer rather than be 
used directly by the school. 


We are happy to report that in most instances we 
have been able to persuade the boys in our senior classes 
to follow the recommendation of the Army that they re- 
main in school until they graduate. However, in the past 
there have been a few boys who have reached the age of 
eighteen and have been inducted before meeting the re- 
quirements for a high school diploma. Opportunity for 
these boys to receive diplomas is now offered by the Uni- 
versity Extension Division of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education and by the Armed Services Institute. 
Since at the close of the war a high-school diploma will 
be extremely valuable in securing employment, the par- 
ents of these boys are urged to encourage their sons to 
take full advantage of the opportunity presented above. 
Full information may be obtained by contacting the high 
school principal. 


In closing, may we state our purpose: to cooperate 
faithfully and fully in the war effort; to be committed 
_to the policy of maintaining a sound educational pro- 
gram that provides every child with training which will 
kelp him successfully solve the problems of tomorrow; 
and in so far as possible to assure him a large measure 
of happy living now.

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Principal’s Report 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as princi- 
pal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


The program of the Henry T. Wing School this year 
is determined by the belief of the faculty that the pur- 
pose of education is to find and develop the good traits 
and abilities of each individual pupil. To the extent 
that we are successful in this, we will contribute most to 
the pupil, the taxpayer, and our nation. 


School is traditionally a place to learn the three 
“R’s”. From grade one through twelve primary atten- 
tion is given to developing in the child the ability to read 
and to write well and to use the basic arithmetic pro- 
cesses with ease and accuracy. No modern system of edu- 
cation could, however, neglect to give our future citizens 
a good background of social and scientific information. 
This is imparted by a combination of good teaching and 
good equipment. Transfer students, standardized tests, 
end the success of our students in higher institutions of 


learning prove that we have been successful in these two 


respects. 


The Wing School has always had an enviable record 
in the college-preparatory field. Progress is now being 
made toward giving those who are not going to college 


a better vocational education. Evidence of this is the — 


j 
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new course in home economics for eighth grade girls and 
the greater proportion of girls and boys taking shop, 
home nursing, bookkeeping, and typewriting. 


The success of failure of a school cannot, however, 
be measured purely on the basis of academic achieve- 
ments. The development of right attitudes and good 
morale is equally important. Our faculty constantly 
stresses that respect for the rights of others is important 
and that living in a democratic school and a democratic 
society involves duties as well as rights. As a culmina- 
tion of this teaching it is hoped that the Student Council 
will take on increasing responsibility. 


There is an old adage, “You can lead a horse to 
water, but you can’t make him drink.” Recognizing this, 
the faculty has tried to make school an enjoyable ex- 
perience whenever consistent with high standards of 
learning. Numerous plays, socials, dancing classes, 
dances, moving pictures, a parents’ night, and other 
activities have combined pleasure with educational ex- 
perience. The pupil who has poise among his fellows 
and some field in which he excels is well on the way toa 
happy and well-balanced life. 


The building continues to be expertly cared for un- 
der Mr. Michelson and Mr. Fish. New playground equip- 
ment has been ordered from the grade-school fund, and 
a new stage set and basketball score board are under 
construction by the shop boys. The teachers’ room has 
been refurnished and redecorated, largely by the teach- 
ers themselves. The lunch room, under the direction of 
Mrs. J. Robert Kershaw, continues to serve wholesome 
and delicious meals at below cost. This is made possible 
by a grant from the federal government. Our school 
doctor and nurse, Dr. Curry and Mrs. Varney, have given 
us a thorough health program. Our musical supervisors, 
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Mrs. McCann and Mr. Querze, are continuing their good 
work. 


No school is better than its teaching staff. Our 
teachers are not only skilled in the methods of instruc- 
tion, but—perhaps more important—they are interested 
in their pupils as individuals. The willing co-operation 
which they have given to me at all times is most gratify- 
ing.

Assessors’ Report for 1945 


Due to the use of available funds in the amount of 
$7,352.29 and a reduction in the overlay from $6,058.66 
in 1944 to $2,066.29 in 1945, the Assessors were enabled 
to retain a rate of $28.80 as previously. 


The returns from the State on Income Taxes and 
Corporation Taxes were $8,951.72 and $4,056.80 re- 
spectively. The Meal Tax also was higher than preced- 
ing years, $736.36. These amounts compared with 1940 
Income Tax of $7,176.92 and Corporation Tax of $963.00 
and Meal Tax of about $200.00 make an increase of 
about $3,789.11 in 1945 over the amount received from 
the State in 1940 from these sources. There is no doubt 
the receipts from these taxes reached their peak in the 
early part of 1945 and it is reasonable to assume there 
will be a reduction in 1946, the exact amount being 
problematical. : 

Under the provisions of Chapter 564 of the Acts of 
1943 the property owner will receive a separate bill for 
each parcel of real estate, in some instances as many as 
twenty-five or more bills. The Assessors will assess each 
parcel separately and will commit same to the Collector. 

This will make a decided increase in the work of — 
both the Assessors and Collectors throughout the State — 
and may require some additional assistance for both.

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Librarian’s Report 


Herewith is submitted the 55th annual report of the 
Sandwich Public Library. 


There has been little out of the commonplace in the 
work of the Library during 1945. The larger part of the 
year was in “War-time” with the resulting local activi- 
ties. Even now, we are just beginning to get away from 
those demands. The time formerly given to reading is 
beginning to be resumed. We look forward to the return 
of normalcy, and the former more active use of the 


-Library’s facilities which so many enjoyed. 


Although there are far less of those in the service 


using the Library than of a year ago, there are still 
some with us. All have appreciated the privileges that 


were gladly extended to them. Summer patrons in- 
creased somewhat over recent seasons. These new

The records of financial transactions of the 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
were examined, checked, and verified by comparison — 
with the reports and records of the town accountant. " 


The books and accounts in the office of the tc m 
accountant were examined, checked and compared wi h 
the records of the several departments of the town ¢ 1 
with the town treasurer’s accounts. The receipts, as e- 
corded, were compared with the town treasurer’s recc rd 
of receipts and were checked with the departmental re 
cords of payments to the treasurer, while the recc de : 
payments were checked with the treasurer’s record ¢ 


disbursements and with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropria. 
tions and transfers being checked with the town clerk’ 
record of town meetings and with the records of ¥ 1 
finance committee. The necessary adjusting entries re 
sulting from the audit of the several departments wer 
made, and a balance sheet, showing the financial ¢ 
Gition of the town on December 1, 1945, was pre 
and is appended to this report. An examination of t ; 
balance sheet indicates that the Town is in good f 
cial condition. oul a ; 
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The records of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were anal- 
yzed and checked with the town accountant’s books, 
with the departmental records of payments to the 
treasurer, and with other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the disburse- 
ments were checked with the treasury warrants. The 
cash book was footed, the cash in the office was verified 
by actual count, and the bank balance was reconciled 
with a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due and with the can- 
celled securities on file. 


The savings bank books and securities represent- 
ing the investment of the trust and investment funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed. The income was proved and all transactions 
were verified. 


The records of tax titles taken by the town were 
examined and listed. The amounts added to the tax 
title account were compared with the collector’s records, 
the reported redemptions, foreclosures, and disclaimers 
‘were verified, and the tax title deeds as listed were re- 
‘conciled with the accountant’s ledger. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
€@xamined and checked in detail. The taxes and assess- 
Dents recommitted at the time of the previous examin- 
‘ation, as well as all subsequent commitments, were 
‘audited and checked with the assessors’ warrants for 
their collection. The recorded collections were com- 
pared with the payments to the treasurer as shown by

We now must face the problems of peace. An a 
that sees the perfection of the airplane, and the oa J 
atomic energy, the advance of science, and the rormatlee 
of the United Nations Organization, make isolation r 
longer feasible. These events will bring a great ch ant 
of content and change of emphasis from grade I t gt 
grade XII. A number of noteworthy studies of ed 
tion have recently been made. The two most : 
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being, “Education for all American Youth” and second, 
“General Education in a Free Society.” It is probable 
that the recommendations made in those studies will 
determine the trend of high school education for the 
next decade. We are pleased that, to a large measure, 
our high school is in tune with its findings, and a care- 
ful evaluation of our secondary education program is 
contemplated, so that necessary adjustments may be 
made. The implications are broad. We shall attempt to 
do our part to equip our young people with character, 
knowledge, skills, attitudes, and ideals, adequate to meet 
the issues successfully. 


The past year has been a difficult one, perhaps the 


major problem being that of securing the high type of 


trained experienced teacher to which we have been ac- 
customed. Normally, Sandwich has a small percentage 
of teacher change. This year there have been many and 
frequent changes. In each instance, every possible ef- 
fort was made to secure the best replacement possible. 
By and large we were most fortunate. This is strikingly 


evident if we compare our success with the plight of 


many towns in the State of Massachusetts. The pro- 


spects for this year are somewhat brighter particularly 
in regard to men teachers, for in spite of the fact that 
many former teachers are not returning to teaching, 


many are. In order to hold teachers and in order to go 


: out in the market and secure able replacements, it is 


necessary that our salary schedule be increased. The 
proposed budget for 1946 is based on an increased teach- 


ers salary schedule. The salary schedule proposed is 


moderate and it is probable that by strenuous efforts 
teachers of ability can be induced to come to Sandwich. 


- One of the finest accomplishments during the past 


few years was keeping most of our boys in school until 
they had received their high school diploma. The re- 
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cords our boys made in the service showed this was a , 
wise procedure, definitely in line with the best thought 
of the leaders of our armed forces. There were, how- ' 
ever, a few boys who had to leave and who did not com 
plete sufficient work to be given a diploma. These boys 
are our concern and we are most anxious to help them 
to earn sufficient credit so that they might be grante 1 
a diploma. Each case is handled on its own merits. Ar- 
rangements will be made to count certain courses offered 
by the armed services institutes. Credits will also be 
granted for satisfactory completion of Massachusetts 
University extension courses. Arrangements will als 

be made to assist any veteran in making up courses for 
high school credit as well as for refresher courses if 
needed for college entrance. No one who entered he 
armed services who has a sincere desire and a willingness 
to work needs to go without a full value high school 
diploma. Already some of our former students are a 
work on plans to get their high school diploma. +a 


We wish to express a word of appreciation to the 
Board of Health and the District Nursing Association fe 
helping to make possible a fine school health program 
There are few small towns that have such an able peg 
gram or a personnel as efficient as ours. One of the im n 
portant clinics conducted in our health program is t 
pre-school clinic. This clinic is of extreme import ta ic 
for those pre-school children who plan to enter s oC 
in the fall. Every such child should be brought oan 
clinic for it would then be possible, in many instance 
to remedy physical defects so that the child might © 
the first grade without physical handicap.

A committee was appointed at the last aon 
meeting to bring in recommendations relative to e 
ing the playground area at the Henry T. wines 
We hope that the committee has found it pos 
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recommend the creation of a playground area at the 
rear of the high school. The whole area, then, could be 
made a war memorial park. It would provide a first class 

baseball diamond, tennis courts, running track, etc., as 
_ well as a place for the young children where playground 

equipment could be set up. Much of this equipment is 
already available through the purchase by the children 
_ themselves, of a number of items such as swings, tilts, 

Slides, and whirl-aways. By the continuation of Liberty 
_ Street, a new residential area could be made available as 
well as making the field readily accessible to those in 
" the village. The cost of land and the improvements ne- 
_ cessary would, in the long run, be much less than the 
_ present cost of renting an inadequate, undeveloped ball 
e park. We do hope that this project might be given fav- 
_ orable consideration and a start made on it this year. 


; In order that we might know of the academic pro- 
gram of our students in comparison with accomplish- 
_ ment throughout the country, standard Achievement 
_ tests are given each year. These tests are a relatively 
" Scientific measurement of progress and, because they 
_,are used by thousands of school systems, fairly reliable 
s. standard norms are established. Last year the results of 
"the tests in the town of Sandwich showed that every 
_ grade but one in our schools exceeded the national av- 
5 erage, and that grade was up to grade. A further study 
3 of intelligence quotients and chronological age indicate 
that the work of our students show superior achieve- 
‘ment. A definite program of correlating achievement 
tests and intelligence tests results is made possible be- 
_ cause we give intelligence tests in the first, third, sixth, 
_ hinth, and twelfth grades. These intelligence tests en- 
_ able the teacher to get a clearer picture of the quality 
_ of work which might be expected of each pupil. 

_ High School pupils were given the Iowa Test of Edu- 
cational Development, considered by many educators to 
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be the best. achievement tests available. ‘The purpose ot 
the tests was to measure knowledge and ability in do- 3 
ing the natural and social sciences; the ability to do 
quantitative thinking, to write correctly, to interp vet 
literary materials, to use a good vocabulary, and to t 
sources of information. Each grade thus took a ‘ies 
of nine tests or a total for the four grades of thirty a 3 
tests. The results showed that the grade average of ou 

pupils in twenty-three of these thirty-six tests w: 
above the normal for all other schools in the country 
taking the same tests and our pupils were above the av- : 
erage in twenty-nine tests as compared to New Eng- 
land and the Middle Atlantic States in particular. F e= 
sumably our pupils would compare even more favorably 
if figures were available from all schools, but only the 
better school is apt to give an up-to-date testing pro 


gram of this type. Such tests are valuable in coun: olin 
the pupil in regard to their program of studies and life’s 
work and indicate the areas where more emphasis i 


needed in the general program of the school. 2), 3 E

The greatest handicap to this program aE the 1 
ent time is the lack of a proper place for the cla ue 
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meet. ‘The cafeteria provides the only possibility and 
yet, the meeting of the class here is a major interfer- 
ence with the normal operation and there is no space 
available for sewing machines and other equipment ne- 
cessary for a well balanced course. The building of a 
small detached cottage in the rear of the school would 
seem to be the practical solution to the problem. If at 
first this proposal seems impractical, let us look at some 
of the objections and their possible answers as well as 
at some of the values to be derived from such a project. 


1. Financing 

The town would not need to make an appropriation 
as this cottage could be financed as a school-community 
project. With the proper publicity the townspeople 
would be squarely behind this project. It is not too much 
to hope that an adult cast could be induced to present 
a play or other entertainments for the purpose. Civic 
organizations might be willing to aid in this respect. 
The students themselves would probably be willing to 
vote a sizeable sum from their general fund. 
. In view of the many years of service which Mrs. 
Wing has given to two generations of Sandwich citizens, 
it might be well to call it the “Mary H. Wing Cottage” 
and on this basis it might be possible to solicit funds 
' from the Alumni and Alumnae. Under the plan suggest- 
ed for “construction” the cost need not be too great to 
be met by the above methods. 


II. Construction 


Here again the answer seems to be the school-com- 
munity project. The students could make it an educa- 
tional project by making the mathematical aspects a 
part of the mathematics course, publicity could be a part 
of the English classes, the shop classes could do much 
of the lighter construction and finishing, the home 
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economics classes could plan and execute the interior 
furnishing, and the general business class could make it 
a practical project in handling the funds. A group of 
men of the community could be induced to volunteer 4 
service for the basic construction. On such occasions a — 
group of women would perhaps be willing to prepare a 
lunch and it could thus be turned into a worth-while © 
social project. One of the main values of this project — 
is that it would arouse favorable community interest in 
the schools. This is in line with the latest theory that 
“oreater community participation in school activities is 
desirable.” Several types of building could be Conk aa 
a. A new wooden building. 
b. A suitable existing building which could be 
moved and remodeled. 
c. A prefabricated building. 
d. A brick building made from used brick, as 
from the old glass factory.

IiI. Upkeep 
The basic responsibility for the care of the interior 
of the cottage would rest with the home economics class 
es. Heat could be provided by a circulating oil head er. 
As the building might be used only certain days a dré 
could be arranged in the basement of the school for ft e 
water system so that the building would not have to k 4 
heated except when in use. Possibly heat could be piped 
to the building from the main furnace, but this is ques- 
Meranie: . 


IV. Use 2 a 

The cottage could be so designed that the basement 
could be a shop, where as part of our general science 
course, elementary automobile mechanics could be 
taught and boys actually work on the repair of t nei 
own or other cars. It would also give us room for bo: L 
building. This would be especially desirable becaus 
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there is a real demand for it. Each year we have some 
boys who want to construct boats, but as our present 
shop is so small, we have to forego doing it, for if we at- 
tempted to build a ten-foot skiff it would be extremely 
difficult to carry on the rest of our shop program. If the 
shop program could be transferred to the cottage we 
would have the necessary room to carry on activities 
outlined above. It might be, that by then, the town 
would want to establish a kindergarten and the present 
shop would provide the necessary housing. 

‘In addition to the use of the building as a classroom 
for home economics, it might be feasible to make it large 
enough to have it fitted out as a combined kitchen-liv- 
ing room and it would thus afford a meeting place for 
small groups of townspeople. Now that the U.S.O. is no 
longer available, there is a real need for such a meeting 
place. It may be possible that the town can secure a 
building from Camp Edwards. If that is possible it would 
simplify the program considerably and greatly reduce 
the cost. However, essentially the plan above could be 
followed in remodeling such a building for school pur- 


- poses. 


V. Conclusion 
This cottage would be possible of construction and 
would fulfill the following needs: 
1. A classroom for home economics and shop. 
2. A valuable educational project for several 
classes. 
3. A valuable public service project for the 
community. 
4. A possible meeting ee for adults and 
school clubs. 
5. A fitting tribute to Mrs. Wing or a War Mem- 
orial building of the useful type now advo- 
cated. 
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The accomplishments of our schools is a ‘tribute to 
the quality, devotion, effort, and sacrifice of our princi-_ 
pals and teachers; the cooperation of the entire per- 
sonnel, the constant support of the community, and the 
good judgment of the school committee.

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Principal’s Report 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


These are and have been difficult times for all and 
especially so for young people. Confusion has been fre- 
quent in the adult mind and it is little wonder that it 
has carried over to our children. The school has at- 
tempted to act as a steadying influence. Old standards 
of conduct and learning have been challenged, but we 
of the faculty believe that in the main they still hold 
true. To this end we have continued to stress basic 
academic and character training with the result that 
we share with parents and other townspeople pride in 
- the fact that although juvenile delinquency is a major 
problem in many communities, it is practically unknown 
in Sandwich. 

Each year when the program of studies is made up 
the needs of the greatest number of students is analyzed 
and an attempt is made to meet this need in the most 
satisfactory way possible. The elementary program re- 
mains largely the same from year to year, but the high 
school program is more flexible. This year in the high 
school saw the addition of a course in world geography 
and the dropping, temporarily at least, of Latin. The 
one or two students wishing to take the latter and the 
very small number of colleges still requiring it made 
this move advisable. | 
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Next year it is proposed to change American history 
to the junior year and to add a course in the senior year 
entitled “Problems of Democracy”. This course would — 
make use of all information learned in the previous 
social studies courses for the solution of practical prob- 
lems in economics, consumer education, sociology, and 
occupations. As American history is a required course ~ 4 
it would also give a pupil who failed a chance to repeat 
it without repeating a whole year. This change isin line — 
with the new “core curriculum” suggested in modern — 
studies of education which gives a student a good base — 
in each of the major fields of learning—language, social ~ 
studies, mathematics, and science, and as much special- _ 
ized knowledge as possible — shop, business practice, = 
bookkeeping, typewriting and shorthand. Improvement — 
of all these courses is a constant source of study by the | 
faculty. ay 


The taking of field trips, especially by the third 
grade in conjunction with their study of local history,- 
the biology class to study nature at first hand, and the 
students of history to superior court and to the legisla- 
ture, are in line with the latest methods in teaching. a 
The proposed senior trip to Washington during the — 
spring vacation and which it is hoped may be an oa 
event is of immense educational value, as was the at- — 
tendance by the entire student council at the re- — 
gional conference in New Bedford: The citizens of the — 
town have been very co-operative in aiding the students _ 
to take these trips and they can feel that whatever they 
have put out in time, trouble and expense, is wort, chy 
while and appreciated. The Community Prom given la ig 
spring by the students for the citizens of the town wa 
an attempt by the students to show their appreciation ei 
for this loyal support. It is hoped that if this event is x 
repeated this year all citizens will be able to attend. — 
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A good plant, equipment, and as good a curriculum 
as possible backed by good teaching will not necessarily 
result in well educated boys and girls. Other conditions 
must be right as well. It is not within my province to 
tell parents how to bring up their children and I believe 
that the parents of Sandwich are doing a better-than- 
average job, but certain conditions at home must be 
right if each pupil is to gain the maximum from school. 
Regular attendance, consistent with a pupil’s health, is 
of vital importance. Early dismissals are sometimes 
justifiable and necessary, but should be kept at a mini- 
mum. A major problem in the upper grades is that of 
the proper home preparation of studies. Some home- 
work is required by nearly every junior and senior high 
school. It is of major importance that parents realize 
this and see to it that lessons are propertly prepared. 
The claims on a pupil’s time today are many and the 
parents must decide in many cases between allowing 
their children to work outside of school and attending all 
the various worth-while organizations or of sacrificing 
some of these in favor of a better academic rank. Cer- 
tainly for those who plan to continue their education 
after high school, the choice is clear. 


It is my honest opinion that the time will soon re- 
turn when good positions will be increasingly hard to 
find and that more students will wish to continue on to 
higher schools of learning, either vocational or academic. 
In either case, good marks will be a prerequisite as will 
be some of the basic courses such as algebra, chemistry 
and physics, which some of the pupils now shy away 
from as being “too much work.” 

~ Our extracurricular program continues to be an im- 
portant part of the school program. The Annual Open 
House Night, the Halloween Dance, and Senior Play in 
the early fall and the Musical Review last spring gave 
a large number of students a chance to develop special 
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talents and parents a chance to become more familiar 
with their school. An elementary school operetta, “The — 
Pied Piper,” is planned for the spring. Assembly pro- — 
grams have included several plays for special holidays, 
outside speakers, a mock trial, and a committee of the 
faculty has just planned a program of educational films — 
for the next twelve months. The new slide machine pur- 
chased with the proceeds of the magazine drive is be- — 
coming increasingly popular for classroom use and ~— 
combined with the use of educational recordings gives 
us an audio-visual program comparable to that of the ~ 
most progressive schools in the country. 


Our girls’ basketball teams hayealel es nenmetmnnninae 
success during the last two years. At this writing the 
senior team has won every game this year, making a 
total of twenty-one victories in twenty-four starts and — 
with the good prospect of winning their remaining seven 
games. Good replacements are in view from a junior “4 
high team that has not been defeated in two years. From _ 
the points of view of the number of victories our boys’ _ 
teams have not been so successful, but they have usu-. 
ally given their opponents from much larger schools — 
close games. There are good prospects that our boys’ 
team will soon be a leader in the Cape League again. ; 
The reasons for this prediction are threefold: First, the ‘ 
present team is made up mostly of freshmen and sopho- 
mores; second, the high school enrollment will increase — 
by about fifty per cent over the next two years with two 
graduating classes of seven each and replacing classes 
of about twenty each; and finally, because there will he 
experienced replacements available from the present 
program of participation which goes down to the sixth 
erade. 3 4 ig 

A new and very worth-while activity this year. 
the eighth grade banquet and dance given the last wee >K 
of school. The program was organized and inant 
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Mrs. Mullaly with the assistance of Mrs. Kershaw’s cul- 
inary art and was given to recognize the completion by 
the pupil of the elementary and junior high grades. The 
members of the class planned and prepared the entire 
meal, program ,invitations, and decorations, and it was 
very gratifying that nearly every mother was present. 


The dental clinic now in progress is only one of the 
many fine health services rendered the pupils. Although 
many more beginners started lessons in instrumental 
music this year than last, it has been very difficult to 
get the advanced members together for rehearsals of the 
Shawmeé Orchestra. It is hoped that by the time this 
report appears a solution to the problem will have been 
found. 


Despite frequent changes during the year, the facul- 
ty remains strong and well balanced. The return of Mr. 
Escott to the sixth grade and the addition of another 
ex-Navy man when Mr. McCambridge replaced Mrs. 
Lukey has evened the number of men teachers in rela- 
tion to women. The retirement of Mrs. Wing after years 
of faithful and superior service leaves a gap which is 
difficult to fill. Her many friends wish her well as she 
pursues her many social and community interests. 


School Department employees continue to serve with 
a minimum of grumbling about salaries during a period 
when many groups are out on strike for higher wages 
or are already enjoying wages or prices substantially 
higher than in 1941. I believe I speak for my fellow 
workers when I say that although we do not wish to 


place an unreasonable burden on the taxpayer or receive 


salaries out of proportion to the rest of the community, 
cur services require special training and are of vital im- 
portance to the community and as such deserve com- 
pensation in line with increased salaries in other occu- 
pations with the sizeable increases which most neigh- 
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boring towns have granted recently to fide teachers. : 
The quality of the education which the youth of Sand-_ 
wich receive will to a large extent be determined by the 
quality of the teaching personnel that we are able to at- . 
tract and this in turn will be largely determined by our 
salary schedule as compared to competing communities. — 


The friendly co-operation and help which I continue 
to receive from everyone makes my position a very satis-_ 
factory one. Minor difficulties have arisen in the past 
and will arise in the future, but I hope that by now ev- 
eryone feels, as I do, that any such difficulties can and: 
will be settled by a little friendly discussion. a

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


In submitting for your consideration, our report on 
Town affairs of the year just past, it is fitting that we 
begin by calling your attention to the splendid financial 
condition of your Town. We have no bonded debt, no 
outstanding obligations to face beyond current oper- 
ational expense as we enter upon the coming year 1947. 
This is due in no small measure to the splendid. work 
by our Collector of Taxes and our Town Accountant, 
both of whom have been highly complimented by the 
State Auditors in their recent report filed at the Town 
Office. 


Public service, so often a thankless undertaking, will 
continue to be efficient and appreciative if we say 
“thank you” once in a while. 


Many new Federal. and State regulations and rules 
concerning municipal department operations have made 
it necessary for your officers to give more and more of 
their time to outside hearings and conferences with 
added responsibilities thrust upon them and the clerical 
help with no additional renumeration. 


The cost of government will reach its peak this 
coming year the result of a monumental debt which 
however made possible an equally monumental achieve- 
ment—VICTORY. 
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The year just past was marked for its economic 
action in that early in the year we acquired a recre- 
ation center and fine bathing beach at Snake Pond at 
no cost to the Town through the benevolence of Mrs. 
Isabelle Lombard to whom we owe a debt of gratitude. 


Legislation was introduced to obtain the return to 
the Town of the Shawme Forest property held by the 
State, thus enabling us to develop an area now dormant 
into source of taxable income and at the same time in 
a practical way, do something beside talk about Veter- 
an’s housing. 

We point to our Town Hall with a measure of pride; 
one of the finest on the Cape. 


Fully aware that the troublesome days just passed 
made it impossible to accomplish many necessary things 
such as painting the outside of the Town Hall, obtain- 
ing metal posts for signs, repairing or replacing where 
necessary, Town machinery and equipment, we hope in 
the year ahead many of those difficulties will be over- 
come. 


We are one of the most solvent towns in the Com- 
monwealth, yet one thing is certain and that is an in- 
evitable increase in tax rate due to the increase in cost 
of government throughout the entire nation, in rela- 
tion to which we shall have to assume our share. 


Sound economy is the watchword of sound govern- 
ment. False economy on the other hand is no economy 
at all. Clear vision, and an understanding of the funda- 
mentals of municipal government as applied to everyday 
affairs, together with Co-operation is all important if 
we are to progress and prosper.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the period 
from December 2, 1945 to December 2, 1946, made in ac- — 
cordance, with the provisions of Chapter 44, General 
Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me by Mr. — 
Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the 
period from December 2, 1945, the date of the previous 
examination, to December 2, 1946, and report thereon 
as follows: | 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, 
were examined and reconciled with the books and rec- 
ords in the town accountant’s office. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s 
office were examined and checked in detail. The re- 
corded receipts were verified by comparison with the 
treasurer’s books and with the records in the several 
departments making the original charges. The dis- 
bursements were checked with the warrants authorizing 
the treasurer to disburse town funds and with the 
treasurer’s books. 


The general and appropriation ledgers were analyz- 
ed, a trial balance was taken off proving the accounts 
to be in balance, and a balance sheet showing the finan- 
cial condition of the town on December 2, 1946 was pre- 
pared and is appended to this report. This balance 
sheet indicates that the financial condition of the town 
is very good. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were analyzed and compared with the collector’s records 
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of payments to the treasurer, with the records in the 
several departments in which charges originated or in 
which money was collected for the town, and with 
other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The recorded disbursements were com- 
pared with the warrants authorizing the treasurer 
to disburse town funds and with the accountant’s books. 
The cash book was footed, the cash in office was veri- 
fied by actual count, and the bank balance was recon- 
ciled with a statement furnished ‘by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investments of the trust and investment funds in 
the custody of the town treasurer and trustees of the 
Weston Memorial Fund were examined and listed. The 
income was proved, the transfers to the town were veri- 
fied, and the balances were found to be as reported. 


The tax title deeds representing liens on real estate 
were listed, the amounts transferred to the tax title ac- 
count were checked with the collector’s books, the re- 
ported redemptions and foreclosures were verified, and 
the tax titles as listed were reconciled with the account- 
ant’s ledger and compared with the records in the 
Registry of Deeds. ) . 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding 
according to the previous examination and all subse- 
quent commitments were audited and proved to the as- 
sessors’ warrants. The collections as posted on the com- 
mitment books were compared with the cash book col- 
lections and with the recorded payments to the treasur- 
er as shown by the treasurer’s cash book. The abate- 
ments as entered were checked with the assessors’ — 
record of abatements granted, and the outstanding ac- 
counts were listed. ety ! 

Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was 
made by mailing notices to a large number of persons 
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whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, and from the replies received it appears that 
the outstanding accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The departmental accounts committed for collection 
were examined and checked. The charges were proved 
and the recorded receipts were checked with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer. 


The records of licenses and permits issued by the 
Selectmen, the town clerk, and the health department 
were examined and checked, and the payments to the 
State and to the town were verified. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their du- 
ties were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the accounts mentioned, the records 
of all other departments collecting money for the town 
or rendering bills for collection were examined and 
checked in detail. 

The town treasurer, tax collector, and town ac- 
countant are to be commended for the efficient and ac- 
‘curate manner in which their work has been performed. 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasur- 
er’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, and depart- 
mental accounts, together with tables showing the fon- 
dition and transactions of the trust and investment 
funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to ex- 
press appreciation.

Librarian’s Report 


The 56th report of the Sandwich Library, and the 
27th of the Librarian, is herewith submitted. 


The year just passed seems to have had nothing of 
unusual interest with which to embellish the report. 


The library has been continuous in its service to the 
community. The patronage has increased over that of 
the recent unsettled period. There were decidedly more 
summer visitors, who, as always, appreciated the service 
they found here, and these contacts gave pleasure to the 
library work. 


The Reading Room was patronized both by those 
desiring to read, and others using it for reference work, 
where they found much available material. 


The circulation record of 16,014 for the year ex- 
ceeded that of 1945 by over 2,100. Seventy-two percent 
of the books read were fiction, and twenty-eight per- 
cent, or more than one out of each four read, were of 
the more serious reading. The circulation averaged 1333 
books each month. During the winter months it was 
heaviest in March, when it reached 1436. In the summer, 
July and August had a total of 3384, due to the extra 
patronage by the summer visitors. Each year there are 
new permanent cards issued; and, also, many temporary 
ones for those who have cards for their-summer stay in 
town. During the past year 110 such cards have been 
issued. 
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Some families use the library nearly every “Library 
Day.” Others at least each week. Many less frequent, and 
some infrequently. These latter are cordially invited to 
come and get acquainted with the vast amount of desir- 
able material, both books and magazines, at their dis- 
posal to enjoy. P 


There were 2322 magazines circulated during the 
year. A decided gain over the previous year. The younger 
people practically wear out their copies. It would be a 
satisfaction if the adult’s magazines received similar 
usage.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Inspector of Wires 
for the year 1946.

In many instances inspections have necessitated 
two and sometimes three calls. The quality of work has 
been excellent, but contractors still persist in going a- 
head with jobs before notifying the Inspector. A post 
card would be of material assistance. 


Many hours and a considerable number of miles 
have been put in attempting to locate a very annoying 
radio disturbance that has existed for some three 
months. The power company is cooperating in this 
matter. However, it is a baffling condition and its cause 
may be several miles from the center of Sandwich. Re- 
ceivers should not be tampered with because of it, as it 
is not the fault of the set. 
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There are many installations that are now 20 or | 
more years old and which have had no attention in all 
that time. A fire from wiring can be disastrous to you 
and to your neighbor. Won’t you please have your elec- 
trician go over your wiring and make such repairs and 
changes as he may suggest. An insurance policy is no 
protection against fire. A few dollars invested in your 
electrical system will give you many more years of satis- 
factory, hazard free, service.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


During the year 50 new Elm trees have been planted 
in Forestdale, East Sandwich and the town proper. Con- 
siderable pruning was necessary especially on Liberty 
and Jarvis Streets in the Town and on Stowe Road, 
South Sandwich, and three dead trees were removed. 


- Six trees will have to be removed in 1947 as they are 
dead, diseased trees and dangerous. A great amount of 
of pruning will have to be done as at least 75 trees have 
considerable dead wood which is the breeding place of 
the bark beetle, the carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. On 
several trees you may have noticed the bark peeling. 
This condition is being studied by a State Entomologist. 


It is advisable for property owners to remove all 
dead wood from their trees and burn it as a preventa- 
tive against the carrier of the Dutch Elm Disease.

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It is my purpose to operate the department in the 
most economical manner and to put the least possible 
burden upon the tax payers. However, it must be 
pointed out that under the present set up of one perma-. 
nent and one part-time man, a satisfactory degree of 
efficiently cannot be secured. I therefor recommend 
the appointment of another full time officer. 


Attention is also called to the fact that there is no 
police office or police headquarters, and all police busi- 
ness is transacted at my home, which is not a desirable 
condition. : | 

It is my belief that certain town by-laws should be 
enacted for the regulation of motor vehicle traffic and 
parking, and that some sections should be marked with 
painted lines to make this effective. 


The police car, while it has given excellent service, 
is now getting old, having traveled 149,184 miles up to 
the close of 1946. In emergencies it is necessary to oper- ~ 
ate the car at high speeds, and in spite of frequent in- 
spections, I am apprehensive of the failure of some part, 
the weakness of which cannot be detected by routine 
inspection. The second hand value of this equipment 
being very high at present, a new car is recommended 
as soon as delivery can be secured, which, in all prob- 
ability would be from two to three months from the — 
time of placing order. 


As in past years, the police of Bourne, Barnstable 
and Falmouth have been very helpful, as well as the 
County Indentification Officer at Barnstable, and I wish ~ 
to express to them my sincere appreciation. |

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This report serves the nurse as a basis for follow-up 
visits in the home. She tries to help parents see the 
need for caring for minor defects to prevent trouble of 
a more serious nature, urges visits to family physician 
for his advice or treatment, tries to see that these are 
carried out intelligently, also makes possible other facil- 
‘ities for care such as the Orthopedic Clinic, Child Guid- 
ance Clinic, visits to oculists, dentists, hospitals for 
X-rays, help with nutritional problems, referrals to so- 
cial service workers and other specialized helpers, when 
necessary. Our goal is to so care for minor ills or defects 
that they will be cured, and children will enter school, 
and the school of life, well and strong, physically and 
mentally. Because of the heavy bedside load this year 
the July conference has not been followed as closely as 
usual, but parents in this town are intelligent and co- 
operative in most instances, and we feel sure that advice 
given at the conference has been heeded. The local 
nursing committee consisting of Mrs. Elsie Crocker, Mrs. 
Elvira Bazzinotti, Mrs. Ruth Jarvis, Mrs. Ella Freeman, 
and Mrs. Dorothy Orcutt served as hostesses at the Con- 
ference, two being on duty each day. Father McNulty 
kindly gave the use of the Parish House for the four 
days of the Conference.

Nine cases of faulty vision have been corrected since 
September. In April the Massachusetts Vision Tests 
were given in all grades. We have not been able to get 
the audiometer for hearing tests this year, but are 
promised the use of it in January, 1947. Before school 
closed in June, 11 children had vision defects corrected. 


The Board of Health sponsored a school dental clin- 
ic for the first six grades, from February to April, a 
clinic being held in the school each Tuesday for 7 weeks. 
Dr. Ralph Kenney of Melrose was persuaded to be the 
clinic dentist. We were fortunate to get him as he has 
had much experience in work with children. He is paid 
$25.00 per clinic by the Board of Health, and works the 
five hour school day.

In connection with the State dental cleaning pro- 
gram, two dental hygienists from the State Department | 
gave special cleanings to 36 children in the 4th, 5th and — 
6th grades. Fluorine is being used in this program to © 
determine prevention of dental decay. Dr. Harris and 
a dental hygienist from the State Dept. examined the 
teeth of children enrolled in this program. Results will 
be made known when the testing time has ended. This 
is the third year of a five year program. 
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Home Nursing Classes taught in school during year 
number 62. Ten girls received certificates from the Red 
Cross in June, 1946. Eleven girls are enrolled at present. 
Two classes are taught each week, one single and one 
double period. : 


The Chadwick Clinic for tuberculosis testing was 
resumed this year. In October tests were made on all 
high school students. We are proud to report 100% de- 
Siring the tests. Two reactions were noted. These were 
X-rayed, and results showed no damage done. One case 
was discharged from the clinic, and one will be followed 
in two years with another X-ray, just as a safety mea- 
sure. With the cooperation of the junior and senior 
teachers, an assembly was planned in preparation for 
the tests. A moving picture, “Behind the Shadows,” was 
shown, and a radio broadcast, prepared by the English 
teacher and her students, was given. The nurse told a 
- true story of a lovely high school girl, a victim of tuber- 
culosis, whose long hard fight for health might have 
been prevented had her parents seen the wisdom of 
early testing and proper care. 


Teachers were assisted in weighing and measuring 
three times during the year. Satisfactory gains were 
noted in nearly every child. 


We have been very free from communicable disease 
this year, only three cases of measles occuring the last 
of the year, and evidently no contacts from these devel- 
oped cases. We have had the usual run of colds, intes- 
tinal disorders of a minor nature, a few severe throat in- 
fections and swollen glands. Children are urged to stay 
at home with first cold symptoms, both for their own 
welfare and that of others.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Sandwich: 


I herewith submit my twentieth annual report of 
the schools of Sandwich, confining my remarks, in the 
main, to a discussion of the teacher-salary situation as 
it applies to Sandwich. The past year has been a very 
difficult one for although it was the first post-war year 
many of the problems caused by the war were still with 
us. Many of the shortages were greater even than dur- 
ing the war. They involved instructional supplies such 
as textbooks, maps, and science equipment, and jan- 
itorial supplies such as paper, brushes, paints, etc. In 
addition to the difficulty of securing various items, there 
were decided price increases. However, we were fortun- 
ate in being able to supply each pupil and teacher with 
reasonably good texts and equipment and to maintain 
our school in its usual good condition. A valuable con- 
tribution in this connection was the purchase of some 
especially fine army and navy surplus. 


Mrs. Paul Wing, an outstanding teacher in Sand- — 


wich for many years, retired in February. Her retire- — 


ment is a distinct loss to the high school for she is an 
exceptionally able foreign-language and biology teacher. 
She knows her subject matter extremely well and has a 
happy manner that wins the student and she uses the 
best teaching techniques which results in very high at- 
tainment on the part of her pupils. 
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Mrs. Theresa Gannon, faithful, able first-grade 
teacher in the town of Sandwich for many years, re- 
signed in June. She has an amazing faculty of teaching 
children how to attack new words independently. Many 
citizens of the town owe their reading ability to her skill 
as a teacher. 


We extend to these teachers our sincere wishes that 
their years of retirement will be full of happiness. 


In June we also received the resignations of Mr. 
Francis Escott, Miss Julia DeYeso, Miss Gwen Armitage 
and Mr. Robert McCambridge—all extremely able teach- 
ers, most of whom would have remained in Sandwich if 
we could have offered them adequate salaries. We par- 
ticularly regret that we were unable to keep Mr. Escott 
who not only taught the sixth grade well but who also 
was of great value as an assistant principal in charge of 
the elementary school and as athletic coach for the high 
school. Mr. Escott loved teaching and would have liked 
to have made his home in Sandwich but he found it 
impossible to support his family on the salary the com- 
mittee had at their disposal for that position. We were 
compelled to replace Mr. Escott with a woman teacher. 
In that situation, as with others in the elementary — 
school, we were fortunate in being able to find local 
teachers of ability. Otherwise it would have been im-. 
possible under our salary schedule to have had the cali- 
ber teacher it has been our custom to employ in Sand- 
wich. Of the four high school teachers, two—Miss Ar- 
mitage and Mr. McCambridge, resigned. Both of these 
teachers were experienced and both had, in addition to 
scholarship and teaching ability, the faculty of being 
liked and respected by all students. Both possess qual- 
ities we would have liked to have retained for students 
of the high school, but again it was our low salaries that 
was the deciding factor in their leaving. They had to be 
replaced with inexperienced people. These teachers will 


106 


gain in power through experience but unless there are 
substantial salary increases they, too, will move on. 
This is particularly true of men teachers for the man 
teacher is usually married and must maintain a home 
for his family, which he cannot do on the ra A now . 
paid. 


Another factor to be considered in secuetih and 
keeping teachers is that Sandwich is a rural area at a 
considerable distance from Boston, with living costs 
high. 


Considering what the commune expects of teach- 
ers in the matter of dress, housing, professional im- 
provement, and the maintaining of standards, their in- 
comes are today more seriously out of balance than ever 
before. Adjustments in private employment took place 
during the war and even since the war a much higher 
wage scale has been set up. Teachers’ salary adjust- 
ments are just now beginning to take place. Business 
men in our community who are dealing with the cost of 
living figures and wage rates know that teachers re- 
ceive less wages than those who work in semi-skilled or 
skilled trades. ‘Teachers are people too. They must pay 
the same high prices. Increases must come or the best — 
people will not become teachers or remain in the teach- 
ing service. The school committee, recognizing these — 
' facts and noting that communities all about us were set- 
ting up new salary schedules, asked the teachers to draw 
up a carefully considered salary schedule. After weeks — 
of study the teachers formulated a conservative salary — 
schedule. Two joint meetings of school committee — 
members and teachers were held. With the teachers’ 
schedule as a background, the school committee has a-— 
dopted a salary schedule which in brief is as follows: 


_ Maximum beginning salary for teachers without de- 
gree is $1800 plus a $150 increment annually for four 
years, followed by a further $100 increment until a i) 
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imum of $2500 is reached. The beginning salary for in- 
experienced teachers with degrees is $1900 plus four an- 
nual increments of $150 until the $2500 maximum is 
reached. 


A comparison of this salary schedule with those of 
neighboring towns will show that it is a very conserv- 
ative one. It is probable that next year there will have 
to be a further increase if Sandwich is to attract and 
Keep the type of teachers its youth deserves. 


Salaries will also have to be considered in the light 
of the new proposals of the State Department of Edu- 
cation for classifying high schools. Sandwich High 
School has for many years been classified as a Class A 
high school by the Department of Education, and its 
certificate privilege from the New England College Cer- 
tificate Board was renewed in 1944 for the maximum 
period of four years. However, the latter board went out 
of existence in 1945 so that the only evaluating body 
left is the Department of Education. Through them we 
retain our Class A rating. The Department of Educa- 
tion is revising its method for evaluating high schools 
and among the criteria they have set up is one that 
would not allow a Class A rating if there was too fre- 
/ quent change in the high school faculty. Unless salaries 
are sufficiently high to retain a teacher for two or three 
years we will jeopardize our rating. 


The increased use of the high school for community 
purposes is very evident. The high school auditorium is 
indeed the hub of Sandwich: This year, besides the 
many activities carried on by the high school students, 
there have been many non-school activities carried on 
at the school. These include basketball by members of 
the American Legion, a weekly game night for boys and 
young men, an adult rifle class, Boy and Girl Scouts, and 
4-H clubs. Town and civic groups have also frequently 
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used the facilities of the school for forums, dramatics, 
etc. All these activities have been conductd at the 
school without fee except in those cases where an out- 
side agency has used the auditorium for an event where 
there has been an admission charge. We believe that 
this policy has been wise even though it has cost the 
school department a considerable additional sum for 
‘maintenance. The frequent use of the school building 
makes scheduling of events a difficult matter. In order 
to protect the interests of the town and to avoid con- 
flicts the school committee insists upon a prescribed 
method of application and the observance of certain 
rules and regulations. A copy of the rules is herewith 
published in order that all may know the prescribed 
procedure: 


Rules and Regulations Governing Use of 
School Building for Other than School Purposes 


1. All requests for the use of the school building must 
be presented in writing on an Application Blank 
which will be furnished by the School Department, 
and must be sent to the superintendent of schools 
in time for action by the school committee at their 
regular monthly meeting, which is held on the third 
Thursday of each month at 7:30 P. M. 


2. Each request for use of the auditorium will be sub- 
ject to special decision by the school committee. 


3. Organizations must assume full responsibility for — 
any damage to school property that may occur — 
through such use. | 


4. When the auditorium is rented for dramatics, the 
fee shall include the use of the hall for one dress 
rehearsal. . 
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do. The school committee will grant the use of the audi- 
torium for public games only on a no-admission 
basis unless by special permission of school com- 
mittee. 


6. All affairs must be properly policed unless the super- 
intendent waives this requirement. 


7. Smoking shall be confined to areas set aside for this 
purpose. 


8. Decorations shall be put up under supervision of the 
janitor. 


9. The janitor, unless the committee authorizes other- 
wise, must be in attendance at every function and 
must receive the stipulated fee, this fee to be paid 
directly to him. 


10. Fees for rental shall be paid at the office of the 
superintendent of schools, check or money order 
being made payable to the Treasurer, Town of 
Sandwich. Please do not make payment direct to 
the Treasurer, as state regulations require that pay- 
ment be made to the Treasurer through the School 
Department. Rental fees go into the general trea~ 
sury of the Town of Sandwich, not into the School 
Department appropriation.

Since the school has become the center for these in- 
side activities, we hope the time is near at hand when 
the school playground will be enlarged and developed. 
We believe this should be done for the benefit of our 
students as well as for the benefit of those who have 
been through school. If a baseball park and tennis courts 
were near the school the participants would have readily 
available the dressing rooms and showers of the school. 
This whole project would indeed be a very fitting living 
memorial to World War II veterans. 


It may appear that there is an undue emphasis on 
providing for indoor and outdoor recreation for our 
young people, but we think not. In fact it is part of our 
philosophy of education for we believe that education is 
not merely preparation for life but life itself. Whole- 
some childhood demands an opportunity for wholesome — 
play. Youth should be a period for learning but as part 
of a child’s life there should be much opportunity for 
play. This we believe is the justification for the full 
extra-curricular program that is provided through ath- 
letic games, educational trips, instrumental and vocal — 
music, operettas, plays, etc. It is through participation — 
in these activities that fine habits, attitudes, and ideals 
are developed. Our boys and girls have enjoyed for many 
years an enviable reputation as to spirit and conduct. 
To a very large measure this is a result of participation 
in the school’s recreational program. j 


The household arts course in the junior high school — 
has been very popular but it has been very difficult to 
operate the department because of limited facilities, 
such as trying to teach a class of girls how to cook when — 
the only range available is that in the cafeteria. The 
plan suggested last year has failed to materialize. We 
therefore suggest that the science laboratory be ‘re- 
modelled and a portion of it set aside and converted 
into a household arts room. The present situa ton ;

such that our able teacher is reluctant to continue the 
course under the handicaps that exist. 


A careful testing of the skill accomplishment of our 


. pupils conducted last spring shows that our pupils com-

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Principal’s Report 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my third annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


My two previous reports have dealt briefly with the 
educational philosophy of the Henry T. Wing School. 
Our purpose continues to be that of helping each boy 
and girl to develop to his fullest extent, mentally, phys- 
ically, socially, and emotionally. These reports have 
pointed out that I believe we are fortunate in having an 
intelligent citizenry, a wholesome student body, capable 
teachers, a good plant, and many services and activities 
comparable to those found only in larger schools. The 
need for friendly co-operation among pupils, teachers, 
and parents, in order to achieve the proper application 
of students to their studies has also been emphasized. 
We are, I assume, firmly enough agreed on these funda- 
mental points so that further repetition at this time is 
not necessary. Consequently, I would like to speak of 
several other matters in more detail. 


The students themselves, with the co-operation of 
the townspeople, have made notable additions to the 
school plant during the last three years. The curtains 
and state flag on the stage, the basketball score board, 
and a professional type spotlight make the auditorium 
a more attractive and useful place for the students and 
the many outside groups using it. Many of the features 
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of our very attractive teachers’ room were made or paid 
for by the students. Additions to the playground include 
a slide, sand box, and a merry-go-round, which is ex- 
pected soon. Most of our visual aid equipment, includ- 
ing the slide machine, portable screen and slides, as well 
as Our moving picture program, were paid for from stu- 
dent funds. Numerous additions to the library of books 
and magazines have been purchased from the student 
general fund. 


Although the School Department budget does pro- 
vide some money for athletic equipment, it is not suf- 
ficient to buy all the regular playground equipment for 
all grades and pay for suits, referees, police service, bus 
transportation, and awards, so that much of our athletic 
program must be self-supporting. The School Depart- 
ment furnishes the basic equipment for the lunchroom, 
including heat, light, gas, and janitorial services, but 
aside from this the cafeteria is entirely self-supporting. 
State officials tell us that we continue to serve one of 
the best and lowest-priced meals in the state, yet no 
child is denied a meal if circumstances beyond his con- 
trol make it impossible for him to pay. The lunchroom 
is, or soon will be, equipped with a new potato peeler, 
dish washer, and steam table, at no expense to the 
townspeople except for installation. These additions 
have been in part paid for from Federal Government 
funds and in part from cafeteria funds. Expenditures 
for capital improvements and educational materials ir- 
respective of routine athletic and cafeteria expenses 
paid for from student funds during the last three years 
total over twenty-three hundred dollars. 


The State Department of Education is now propos- 
ing new rules and regulations for the classification of 
high schools. The Henry T. Wing School has always 
been in Class A, and it appears likely that we will con- 
tinue to be a Class A high school under the new regu- 


114 


lations. It is pleasing to me that under such headings 
as “Teacher Load,” “Teacher Qualification,” “Program,” 
and “Plant,” our school rates well above the minimum 
standard. The only requirement which might cause us 
any difficulty is the one which says that “Over a three- 
year period there shall not be more than a fifty per cent 
turnover in personnel.” As mentioned in my report last 
year, one of the main factors in retaining our faculty 
members for a longer period of time is salary, and I hope 
the townspeople will see fit to support the School Com- 
mittee’s recommendations in this respect. 


As usual the school is conscious of needed improve- 
ments in the program. At the present time there are 
three important fields which need further development. 
These are in increased art and physical education for all 
grades and a full household arts program for high 
school girls. If it were possible to add another teacher 
to the faculty, part of whose salary would be paid by 
the State, the courses could be re-arranged so that all 
pupils could have better instruction in art and physical 
education and the full course in household arts could 
be made possible providing a household arts room could 
be made available. A new course in consumer econom- 
ics is being given this year and will be alternated next 
year with a course in problems of democracy. 


Many successful activities were held during the 


year, of which two will serve as illustrations. Last — 


spring the grammar school operetta, “The Pied Piper,” 
in which every child took part was declared an out- 
standing success by most of those who saw it. In addi- 
tion to the fine work of the pupils, it represented splen- — 
did co-operation between Mrs. McCann and each and — 
every teacher. This same co-operative spirit produced — 
good results again this fall in the form of the Third © 
Annual Open House Night. Parents were given an op- — 
portunity to visit the classrooms following which a pre-_ 
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pared program depicted some highlights in the hypo- 
thetical progress of a boy and girl through our school 
from grades one through twelve. At the entrance to 
the auditorium was a booth containing some of the 
modern audio-visual aids used in the classrooms. These 
aids included the sound-on-film motion picture ma- 
chine, a slide projector, slides, still films, maps, globes, 
charts, pictures, magazines, educational records, biology 
specimens, and a microscope. The exhibit showed con- 
clusively that the school is making considerable use of 
modern audo-visual aids. 


In conclusion, may I again state my deep appre- 
ciation for all the constant, loyal, and friendly support 
which I have received from everyone.

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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


Three hundred eleven years have passed since Ten 
Men from Saugus arrived in Sandwich, inspired with 
courage, hope, with faith in God, in themselves and the 
future. 


To set down in chronological order events which 
transpired in more than three centuries would in itself 
be a task beyond the power of your Selectmen in the 
space allotted here, and should it be attempted, it cer- 
tainly could not add to the mellow antiquity confined 
within the pages of those age-old documents in the 
Sandwich Town Vault. 


Our theme this year, and appropriately so, is a 
tribute to the oldest town on Cape Cod, the first town 
in America to have local self-government, and the Ten 
Men whose names appear on the cover. 


Needless to say, our concern should be primarily a 
report of our stewardship for the past year, and a com- 
prehensive statement of future plans rather than a 
feeble attempt at historical plagiarism. 


We find it difficult to set down with any degree of 
clarity, plans for the future, due to the fact that condi- 
tions economic, political and social are still most un- 
stable in a fast changing world. We find it difficult to 
view the future with any degree of complacency, nor 
can we avoid the truism that at no time since 1637 have 
there been more perilous days. The world is still on the 
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brink of chaos and the peace we sought is now farther 
away than ever. We must all share in the responsibility 
for that fact. 


Peace comes from the practical application of those 
tenets contained in the American way of life as we know 
it, to which we here and elsewhere must give more than 
mere lip service. Unfortunately, peace in the minds of 
many persons is that period between one war and an- 
other. 


There is nothing more tragic than man’s lack of 
memory. It is this lack of memory, or failure to remem- 
ber those lessons of the past which tends to explain 
the dilemma we find ourselves in today. 


Economically and politically, we have made prog- — 
ress in those three centuries, if progress can be measured 
in terms of wealth and power but to what avail if we 
lack those other characteristics so vital to international 
respect and self-respect. 


Nothing happens here nor in the world at large that — 
first does not happen in the hearts and minds of men. 


Greed and avarice are still the arch enemies of true 
progress here and elsewhere, and must be met and con- 
quered if we are to survive and prosper. 


We take the opportunity to speak to you thus but 
once a year. It is fitting and proper that we do, for we 
pride ourselves in the fact that you have honored hk 
with the responsibility we feel is ours. 


Few towns in America can boast of a heritage of 
more than three centuries. If age has contributed any- 
thing to the structure we call these United States, then 
by that token we here reserve to ourselves the right to 
speak forthrightly in the interests of our fellow man, 
hoping that as spokesmen for you who live here and to 
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the whole world of men, this message may have the ef- 
fect of a dedication; living proof of the value we place 
upon that heritage. 


“TEN MEN from SAUGUS” with faith in God and 
in themselves settled here in 1637. That day our history 
began. Mindful of the real pioneer spirit and the cour- 
age required to overcome many of the difficulties of 
those days of long ago, let us draw from their example 
to the end that we in 1948 may make a valued contribu- 
tion to a weary world in that by sowing seeds of Charity 
and Peace, we may reap an abundant harvest not only 
for ourselves but for generations to come. 


* * * * 


The year just past has been noted for its many 
changes in the conduct of municipal affairs. Town gov- 
ernment requires more attention than ever if we are to 
keep abreast of the times. Town affairs just do not take 
care of themselves any more. Many customs of former 
days are entirely out-moded and discarded and the con- 
duct of your affairs has long since ceased to be a three 
hour session each Saturday. Meetings here and else- 
where demand time and preparation. Legislative and 
legal hearings in Boston demand much’ more attention 
if we are to operate efficiently. There is still a demand 
for office and stenographic help to meet the require- 
ments of the public office standards of today. 


We have completed and submitted for your approval 
a new set of By-Laws to take the place of the out- 
moded set drawn in 1897. This is a forward step we 
trust will meet your approval. 


We have successfully defended a Land Court action 
recently in Boston which arose during the regime of 
former officers of the town, and at this writing expect 
to successfully compromise still another, involving rights 
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of the Inhabitants of the town to the use and enjoyment 
of the beach on the southerly side of Peters Pond. 


It is our hope to acquire still more public rights to 
certain lakes and ponds as well as sea shore privileges, 
now sought by private interests to the exclusion of our 
citizens. 


Our Town Hall and other public buildings are in 
splendid condition and many compliments have been 
received from visitors who comment on their appear- 
ance. There has been a noted increase in business over 
the past year which indicates still greater advancement 
for the future. 


We wait delivery of our new fire apparatus, the 
building of which has been delayed because of factory 
labor difficulty and lack of materials. 


The playground acquisition struck a snag involving 
title complications and the inability to obtain engineer- 
ing services to prepare for eminent domain action. We 
shall as soon as weather conditions permit proceed to — 
carry out our assignments with respect to that matter, — 
and submit a report at a later meeting. 


In conclusion, we look to the year ahead with hope ; 
and anticipation. We are grateful for your encourage- 
ment and cooperation.

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Assessors’ Report 


Cape Cod is the most solvent part of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, and Sandwich one of the most 
solvent towns on the Cape. 


We have a substantial reserve and no bonded debt. 


There has been in the past two years a National in- 
crease of more than 17% in all real estate, for your in- 
formation only 16% of the voters of the State of Massa- 
chusetts pay a real estate tax. 


Under evaluation is a much more serious error than 
over evaluation. It is a gross injustice to under value 
property and the Supreme Court says, “The guide to as- 
sessment is a full and fair cash value.” The increase the 
past year in valuation over 1946 was very substantial. It 
is anticipated that the year 1948 will also bring a sub- 
stantial increase over 1947. 


Your Board of Assessors after a careful check of the 
Real Estate valuations, decided that many of the assess- 
ments needed to be revalued. It is very difficult in a 
short space of time to apportion these evaluations. The 
records show that some Real Estate has been under as- 
sessed. We are in the process of trying to remedy this 
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condition which exists, by equalizing the assessments on 
a full and fair cash value. The Assessors’ map when 


completed will solve many of the problems which now 
confront the Assessors’ Department. |

Sandwich settled cases, aided in other towns or 
cities, are beyond our control, inasmuch as they are 
treated as their own. Sandwich of course paying the bill 
in the end. 


We have tried to follow the budget set up by the 
State in so far as practical, but find if followed in its 
entirety, it adds materially to expense of cases. 


The Board does not anticipate any increase in Gen- 
eral Relief in 1948 over 1947. 


We look forward to 1948 with a hope we may return 
to more normal conditions for the good of the welfare 
of all.

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Librarian’s Report 


The following is the 57th annual report of the Sand- 
wich Public Library. 


Except for having had a new heating system in- 
stalled, this has been an uneventful year, with nothing 
of outstanding importance to give any highlights to this 
report. Service, however, has been uninterrupted, thanks 
to the consideration of those installing the heating plant. 


The exceptionally fine summer patronage increased 
over that of recent years, and made the season very en- 
joyable. There were 134, either new or temporary, cards 
issued during the year as compared with 110 in 1946. All 
types of circulation increased, also. 


There have been 201 books cataloged. 190 of them 
were purchased, and 11 were gifts. 136 of these were of 
fiction, and 65 were non-fiction. Each year some really 
valuable reading matter is added. . 


The Fortune Magazine was the only new one added — 
to the magazines for the year. The complete list is as fol- — 
lows: The American, Atlantic, Audubon, Consumer’s Re- 
search Bulletin, Current History, Good Housekeeping, — 
Harpers, Harpers Bazaar, Hobbies, Home Garden, Hygeia, 
Ladies Home Journal, Nation, National Georgraphic, Na- — 
ture, Pan American Union Bulletin, Parents, Radio News, 
Readers’ Digest, Saturday Evening Post, Scientific Amer- 
ican, Time, What’s New in Home Economics, and Wo- 
man’s Home Companion.

Those for youthful readers and the children are: 
Boys Life, Open Road for Boys, Popular Mechanics, Popu- 
lar Science, Popular Homecraft, Child Life, Children’s 
hee ferns Dumb Animals, Jack and Jill and Wee Wisdom. 


The increase in circulation is encouraging, the. tats 
of which 16,636 is 622 above that of 1946; and, 2,722, (in- 
crease Of 1942%) more than two years ago. 65% of the 
reading done was of fiction, and 35% was of non-fiction 
or magazines, 20% of it being non-fiction. 2,606 mag- 
azines were circulated. As usual the largest circulations 
were in March (1,652) and in August (1,690). 


- An increased number of patrons used the opportun- 
ity to secure unusual books, that we could not provide, 
from the Division of Public Libraries, of the State Com- 
mission, where nearly any book, except fiction, can be 
secured. As has been our custom for many years, we 
have borrowed, from there, books for our readers of Ital- 
ian and Finnish. 


The State Certificate reading conducted by the Com- 
mission for pupils in the Elementary Grades had the 
best record for several years. Quite a number of the 
children received the Large Certificate for having re- 
ported on twenty books read from the State Lists. 


The library opens at 1:45 P. M. each Monday and 
Wednesday that the “Bus Children” may have the use 
of the Library. Many children do come and enjoy the 
privileges and at the same time are forming a library 
habit. 


We wish to express thanks to the following for dona- 
tions of books: Dr. S. M. Beale, Mrs. Thornton W. Burgess, 
Mrs. Charles O. F. Thompson, Mr. John MacKnight, 
Sandwich Woman’s Club, Carolyn Van Buskirk and sev- 
eral Publishers. 
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The decorations on the Library lawn, during the 
holiday season, were a credit to our Town, and gave 
pleasure to many. 


We wish to express appreciation to the Board of 
Library Trustees and to all others whose cooperation 
and help has made possible the success of the closing 
year.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the 
books and accounts of the town of Sandwich for the 
period from December 3, 1946 to December 13, 1947, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws. This is in the form of a report made to me 
by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Director of Accounts.

Sir: 


In accordance with your instructions, I have made 
an audit of the books and accounts of the town of Sand- 
wich for the period from December 3, 1946, the date of 
the previous examination, to December 13, 1947, and sub- 
mit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
were examined, checked, and verified by comparison 
with the reports and records of the town accountant. 


The books and accounts in the office of the town 
accountant were examined, checked, and compared with 
the records of the several departments of the town and 
with the town treasurer’s accounts. The receipts, as re- 
corded, were compared with the town treasurer’s record 
of receipts and were checked with the departmental re- 
cords of payments to the treasurer, while the recorded 
payments were checked with the treasurer’s record of 
disbursements and with the treasury warrants. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, the appropri- 
ations and transfers being checked with the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings and with the records of the 
finance committee, and a balance sheet, showing the 
financial condition of the town on December 13, 1947, 
was prepared and is appended to this report. An ex- 
amination of this balance sheet indicates that the town 
is in good financial condition. . 


The records of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were an- 
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alyzed and checked with the town accountant’s books, 
with the departmental records of payments to the trea- 
surer, and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury, while the disbursements 
were checked with the treasury warrants. The cash 
book was footed, the cash in the office was verified by 
actual count, and the bank balance was reconciled with 
a statement furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of the trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the town treasurer and the trustees of the 
Weston Memorial Fund were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and all transactions were verified. 


The records of tax titles taken by the town were 
examined and listed. The amounts added to the tax 
title account were compared with the collector’s records, 
the reported redemptions were verified, and the tax title 
deeds as listed were reconciled with the accountant’s 
ledger. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. The taxes and motor 
vehicle and trailer excises ou'standinzg according to the 
previous examination, as well as all subsequent commit- 
ment lists, were audited and checked with the assessors’ 
warrants issued for their collection. The recorded col- 
lections were compared with the payments to the trea- 
surer aS shown by the treasurer’s and the accountant’s 
books; the abatements, as entered, were checked with 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted; the taxes 
transferred to the tax title account were checked with 
_ the treasurer’s records, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger 
accounts. | 


The records of departmental accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The charges were 
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proved, the reported payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared 
on the books as owing money to the town, and from the 
replies received it appears that the outstanding accounts, 
as listed, are correct. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were ex- 
amined. The records of dog and sporting licenses issued 
were checked, the payments to the State being verified 
with the receipts on file and the payments to the town 
treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The surety bonds filed by the town officials for the 
faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The records of the selectmen and of the sealer of 
weights and measures, as well as of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or committing bills 
for collection, were examined, checked, and reconciled 
with the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there 
are appended to this report tables showing a reconil- 
iation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, ex- 
cise, tax title, and departmental accounts, together with 
tables showing the condition and transactions of the 
trust and investment funds. 


While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the officials of the town, for which, on 
behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation.

Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Inspector of Wires for 
the year 1947. 


Buildings and Structures Inspected 105 
Number of calls 113 
Miles traveled by car 793 


There has been more electrical work done in the 
town during 1947, than any year since electricity was 
made available, and many installations that long had 
needed attention were repaired and modernized. There 
are, however, many yet to be repaired and modernized. 


Contractors have done honest jobs, and I have 
found not one single instance where there has been any — 
attempt to put something over on the customer. 


It is, however, necessary that contractors notify the 
inspector when about to begin a job, and also when it 
is completed and ready for inspection. . 
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There are still many installations with 2-wire serv- 
ices, which were adequate for the load when electricity 
was put in, that should now, because of increased load, 
be changed over to 3-wire. 


Perhaps you have noticed when water pump or oil 
burner kicks in, lights dim and radio volume drops. This 
is due to the conductors carrying about all the load they 
will bear. A 3-wire service permits a balancing of load 
that is not possible to attain with a 2-wire entrance.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Sandwich, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the past year, samples from elm trees which 
appeared diseased were sent to the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station at Amherst to be tested for Dutch Elm 
Disease. The report on all samples proved negative for 
this disease. However, present in some of our trees is a 
fungus growth called Cephalosporium which causes the 
leaves to wilt and bark to peel off giving the tree the 
appearance of having the Dutch Elm Disease. Treat- 
ment for this is similar to the Dutch Elm Disease— 
mainly pruning and burning of dead wood. Seventeen 
elm trees were removed throughout the Town due to this 
disease. Pruning of forty other trees was also done. 


Due to the hurricane of November 12th, fourteen 
trees were uprooted and had to be removed besides re- 
moving limbs from fifteen other trees. These were pine, 
oak and willow. 


Very fine work was done by Mr. Tucy on the spray- 
ing of our trees which was done twice during the month 
of June.

The above list does not take into consideration per- 
sonal interviews, phone calls and clerical work, all of 
which consume time, and I cannot point out too strong- 
ly the need of another full time officer. 


Sandwich is rapidly becoming the shopping center 
of an expanding territory, and because of this, motor 
vehicle traffic is on the increase, not only on Route No. 
6, but on Jarves and Main Streets, and should Jarves 
Street be made a “white way’, this traffic will further 
increase. At present, many car operators are inclined to 
be slipshod in driving and parking on these streets, to 
the inconvenience of fellow motorists, and the danger 
to pedestrians. It is sincerely hoped that a sensible, 
workable set of traffic regulations may be drawn up 
and presented at the coming Town Meeting, and that 
they will be adopted by the voters. There have been too 
many accidents the past year, and these were not con- 
fined to off-Cape operators. Perhaps it has been noticed 
the insurance rates in this district have advanced. In- 
surance companies have a keen eye for newspaper stor- 
ies, and official Registry reports, and increase their 
rates accordingly. 
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While Sandwich has been more fortunate than some 
Cape towns on breaking and entering jobs, and your 
police department is taking no credit for this, every ef- 
fort has been made to be alert and watchful. It always 
has been, and always will be, my endeavor to make your 
police department efficient, that tax payers may feel 
they are getting the utmost return for every dollar they 
invest in it. 


The coperation I have received from the police de- — 
partments of other Cape towns, and also from the Sher- 
iff’s Office and the State Police has been extremely 
gratifying.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and 
Citizens of the Town of Sandwich 


I submit this report of Public Health Nursing for the 
year 1947. 


Not to equal or surpass in quantity, but to try to im- 
prove the quality of public health activities has been my 
objective this year. In order to do this, one must take 
time to study records, find weak spots in the program, 
and make them strong, wherever possible. So many and 
varied are the avenues of our work that we need to 
stop occasionally and review the definition of Public 
Health, which is “the science and art of preventing 
disease, prolonging life, and promoting mental and phys- 
ical health and efficiency.” Public health education, like 
all other, is a slow process of growth, and the immediate 
results of our efforts are discouraging at times, but we 
continue to preach the gospel of good health trusting 
that men and women in the making today may benefit 
from its influence in the coming years. 


Visits have been made to and in behalf of the fol- 
lowing: 

Bedside (non-communicable) 704. Individuals cared 
for, 50. The bedside load has been lighter this year than 


last, but some of the cases’have required much time be- 
cause of the nature of their illness. 
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81 trips have been made to transport patients to doc- 
tors, dentists, to and from hospitals, oculist, and to clin- 
ics. 


Maternal, Infant, and Preschool Health, visits num- 
ber 438. Our mothers have adequate prenatal care by 
their family physicians. When they come from the hos- 
pital with their babies the service of the nurse is avail- 
able whenever they wish it. 


In July the eighth Well Child Conference was held in 
the parish house of the Corpus Christi Church for babies 
and preschool children. Many of our babies have ex- 
cellent care the first year of their lives by their family 
physicians, so we tried to bring to the conference the 
older preschool children who had not received recent 
checks by a doctor. Dr. Coffin was the pediatrician this 
year, with a dental hygienist and nutritionist from the 
State Department of Health to give counsel to the par- 
ents. While Dr. Coffin stated she found the children of 
Sandwich in very good condition generally, she did find 
several minor and a few major defects, certainly enough 
to warrant the holding of such a conference. Follows a 
brief report: 


Total number of children examined 54 
Infants 9 
Preschool 45 

Mothers of 47 of these children had had good pre- 
natal care. 


51 minor and 38 major defects noted. 
12 children without any defects 

26 children with minor defects 

16 children with major defects 


It was recommended that 30 children see a doctor, 
and 15 see a dentist. In checking the follow-up visits I 
find that 19 have seen their doctor and all but one have 
had dental care. Most of the defects have been improved ~ 
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or corrected. Immediately following the conference we 
were able to arrange for two preschool dental clinics 
with Dr. Ricker of Buzzards Bay, where 16 preschool 
children were given dental care. Ten of the 19 children 
who entered school this fall attended the Conference. I 
have tried to visit all the new families in town who have 
young children. 


School Health 


Visits to homes | 431 
Office visits 264 


Dr. Hartwell, our new school physician this year, 
completed the physicals in December. The usual defects 
of eye, ear, nose and throat, and teetn were noted, and 
notices sent the parents. In the way of corrections three 
tonsil operations have been done, one eye operation, wax 
cleaned from ears of several children by their doctor, 
five have attended Child Guidance Clinic, six have been 
taken to Mass. General eye, ear, medical and cardiac 
clinics. Four trips were made to Boston with these chil- 
dren. The Red Cross Motor Corps transported once, Mrs. 
Hill, twice, and the nurse once. 


The Schol Dental Clinics were held in February and 
March. The Board of Health procured the services of 
Dr. Kenney of Melrose again this year. Six clinics were 
held and 85 children cared for. We are seeing the results 
of annual care in fewer teeth with dental caries, several 
needing only cleaning this year. We cannot heip wishing 
that this service might be available for the upper grades, 
where it is much needed in the adolescent group, es- 
pecially. This is strongly recommended by Dr. Losch of 
Harvard Dental School. Two more clinics would prob- 
ably be sufficient to give the care needed in this group. 


Audiometer tests were given in January (for last 
yéar) and September. No serious hearing loss was found. 
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The one found last year received treatment and re- 
covered. ote oF RS Te 


Vision tests have been done, but this year without 
the Mass. Vision Testing equipment, as it was so diffi- 
cult to procure by borrowing. We hope our school will be 
able to provide one in the near future as several other 
schools on the Cape have done. The Snellen Chart me- 
thod was used, as formerly. Eight children have received 
vision corrections this year. Teachers have been as- 
sisted in weighing and measuring. xn the few where 
satisfactory gains were not shown, we have provided for 
extra milk in school, but most of the children made good 
gain and seem to be in good health. 


Arrangements were made for two school children 
to attend Summer Camp. Funds were donated by the 
Red Cross and Kiwanis. Both organizations have also 
helped in other corrective work, and the Woman’s Club 
made possible one tonsil operation. 


Colds, sore throats, swollen glands, intestinal upsets, 
are always with us, especially during the cold weather, 
but have stricken no large numbers, and until the end 
of the year our absence list this school year was small, 
from illness. Last spring we had several cases of measles, 
mumps, and glandular fever. Injections of gamma glo- 
bulin were given by the doctors to prevent or modify 
measles. Results varied, seeming to help in some in- 
stances but not others. Dr. Moore of the County Health 
Department believes it should modify but not prevent. 
Since there are no restrictions of contacts of any of 
these diseases it was not possible to prevent the spread — 
of the disease. 41 visits were made regarding communic- ) 
able disease. 


There are seven freshmen girls enrolled in the Red a 
Cross Home Nursing Course this year. A single and 
double period are taught each week. These take time ; 
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for preparation as well as teaching. The school has pro- 
vided new chairs for the classroom and Skintex doll for 
demonstrating baby care. 


Immunization Clinics for preventing diphtheria and 
small pox were held at the school between March 12 and 
June 4. Dr. F. L. Moore, County Health Officer, arranged 
these and gave treatment. They were for both school 
and preschool children. Follows a summary:

This the 
nurse is always glad to do if it does not take time from — 
some more important part of the program. She has felt 
justified because freedom from care and worry surely 
improve mental health, and this is often tied up with 
the physical.

School Entrance: 


The state law requires that all children, seven years 
of age and over who are physically and mentally able, 
attend school. Any child resident of Sandwich may at- 
tend school provided he has reached the age of five years 
eight months on or before Sep.ember lst. of the year of 
entrance. 


Birth Certificates: 


All children except those born in Sandwich must — 
present a birth certificate before entrance to the first 
gerade. Births of children born in Sandwich will be 
checked at the Town Hall. 


Vaccination: 


No child shall be allowed to enter the first grade — 
without a certificate of vaccination. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AND EMPLOYMENT 
OF CHILDREN UNDER SIXTEEN 
(Extracts from General Laws) - 


Chapter 76, Sec. 1—“Every child between seven and 
sixteen, except a child between fourteen and sixteen 
who meets the requirements for the completion of the 
sixth grade ... and who holds a permit for employment 
in private domestic service or service on a farm... and 
is regularly employed thereunder for at least six hours 
per day, or a child between fourteen and sixteen who 
meets said requirements ... and has the written per- 
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mission of the superintendent of schools of said town to 
engage in non-wage-earning employment at home. . 
shall ... attend a public day school in said town... 
during the entire time the public schools are in ses- 
POT cee on 


Chapter 76, Sec. 2 “Every person in control of a 
child described in the preceding section shall cause him 
to attend school as therein required, and, if he fails so 
to do for seven day sessions or fourteen half day sessions 
within any period of six months, he shall .. . be punished 
by a fine of not more than twenty dollars.” 


Chapter 71, Sec. 68 “If the distance between a 
child’s residence and the school he is entitled to attend 
exceeds two miles and the nearest school bus stop is 
more than one mile from such residence and the school 
committee declines to furnish transportation, the de- 
partment, upon appeal of the parent or guardian of the 
child, may require the town to furnish the same for a 
part or for all the distance between such residence and 
the school. 


In carrying out the provisions of the transportation 
laws, it has become possible to transport many children 
‘living nearer to the school with but slight additional 
cost. Transportation of the younger children provides 
additional safety. However, it is necessary when the 
buses are filled to seating capacity to require that the 
older children walk to school. In 1947, state legislature 
passed a transportation reimbursement bill. Under its 
provision, transportation costs in excess of $1,150.00 are 
reimbursed. Last year transportation costs were $3,241.80 
and the Town of Sandwich received reimbursement of 
$1,770.00. 
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No School: 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever — 
feasible. Children not properly clothed, should be kept — 
home on stormy days. On those days when transporta- — 
tion on school bus is impossible, no school sessions will — 
be held. The notice will be sent out through radio sta- 
tions WEEI, WNAC, and WBZA at 7:00 A. M. No school — 
signals will be sounded at 7:30 A. M.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Sandwich 


The twenty years that I have served as superintend- 
ent of your schools have been pleasant years. I appre- 
ciate the professional attitude of the school board and 
the splendid co-operation of the citizens of the town in 
all matters pertaining to the education of the boys and 
girls of Sandwich. 


During the past year there have been a number of 
changes which we hope have been instrumental in bring- 
ing about improvement. They were first presented to 
the school committee, revised and then carried out. 
Many of them have been reported in the press. Limita- 
tions of space will preclude full treatment of all of these 
items in this report but an attempt will be made to sum- 
marize the work of the year as a matter of permanent 
record. 


Teaching Staff: 


Teacher change in Sandwich continues to be a seri- 
ous one. Last year there was one change in the element- 
ary school and four changes in the high school. Five of 
the thirteen teachers in Sandwich are new teachers. The 
elementary school is pretty well stabilized. This is 
primarily due to the fact that almost all the teachers 
are local. Inbreeding is usually dangerous, but I think 
the situation in Sandwich has worked well, for our staff 
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is an especially able one. Although securing able teach- 
ers was very difficult, Iam happy to report that we were 
particularly successful this year. Although all four of 
the high school teachers are inexperienced, they are able 
young people, devoted to their chosen profession, anxious 
for suggestions and capable of putting the suggestions 
into practice. 


School Physician and School Nurse: 


Dr. Ernest Curry, who so kindly helped by serving 
as a school physician when no local physician was avail- 
able, resigned in June. Dr. Ivan G. Hartwell has been 
appointed in his place. Having an able resident physi- 
cian as school physician is of great value. It is planned 
to have the old procedure in regard to annual school 
examinations changed. Instead of having every child 
examined, children in a few grades will be given a more 
complete examination. The following year children in 
the same grades will be examined, thus, in a period of 
three years, all children will have been examined. It is 
hoped that parents of the elementary school children 
will be present when the examination is conducted. This 
will enable them to have a conference with the physi- 
cian when necessary. Speaking of school health, a word 
of sincere praise for Mrs. Laura Varney is appropriate. 
She conducts a splendid school health program. In ad- 
dition, she teaches a Home Nursing course that is ap- 
proved by the Red Cross. Our girls get very valuable 
training in Home Nursing that will serve them well in 
the years that lie ahead. 


School Custodian: 


Mr. William H. Fish, who served as assistant cus- 
todian of the H. T. Wing School for years, resigned dur- 
ing the summer. During all those years, he took great 
pride in the proper maintenance of the building. All of 
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us miss his Kindly smile and pleasant personality. We 
wish for him good health and happiness. The committee 
advertised for an assistant custodian and Mr. Thomas 
L. Carson was selected. He is rendering fine service. 


Household Arts: 


Every effort was made during the year to secure a 
building from Camp Edwards such as was described in 
the report of last year. When it became certain that we 
would not be successful, a new plan was involved. A por- 
tion of the science laboratory was set off. Two gas stoves, 
a sink and work tables were installed. The boys in the 
wood working shop completed shelves. The new layout 
is attractive and excellent except for large classes. It 
serves our purpose very well. 


School Lunch: 


The school lunch continues to be well patronized 
because the young people get much for their money. 
Operation of the school cafeteria in such a manner as 
not to incur a deficit and still to retain the present prices 
is becoming increasingly difficult. The reduction of fed- 
eral aid from nine cents to seven cents per meal has 
caused a serious drop in receipts. The skillful planning, 
buying and preparation of the meals by Mrs. Doris Ker- 
shaw, is all that is getting us by. If prices of food stuff 
continues to rise there will have to be an increase in 
the price of meals. 


Lighting: 


Two of our class rooms, the science laboratory and 
manual training shop, are located in the basement of 
the school. For a part of each day, the lighting in each 
room has been very poor. Lighting engineers were con- 
sulted and a proposal by the Westinghouse engineers was 
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adopted. Six new fluorescent type units have been in- 
stalled in each room. Both rooms are well lighted at less 
cost than before. 


Drainage: 


Ever since the school was built adequate drainage 
has been a problem. In order to have sanitary dishwash- 
ing, the school took advantage of the opportunities pre- 
sented by the school lunch program and secured a free 
dishwashing machine. The use of this machine increases 
a great deal the amount of waste water which causes 
overflow of our present cesspools. Since a clay condition 
prevents rapid dispursal, a plan has been worked out for 
installation of a series of tile pipe laid in a fan shaped 
‘ manner. However, it is not wise to have this installed 
until grade levels are established for the new Memorial 
Playground. It is hoped that this may be done by early 
spring before overflow occurs. | 


School Costs: 


Notwithstanding the fact that financial cost of 
schools should be secondary to the nobler ends to be 
served, it is the most important consideration in the 
minds of a large number of citizens. This has almost 
always been the case, but it is even more so in these 
days of rising costs of governmental activities. It, there- 
fore, seems proper to present some facts taken from the 
official returns of the Department of Education that con- 
cern the ten smaller towns of the Cape. Statistics are 
for the school year ending June, 1947.

The total cost for the support of schools last year 
was $48,473.00; net cost of schools for the year was 
$42,629.41. As with everything else, school costs are high. 
However, more than ever before in our history, people 
realize the importance of education. Expense looks back- 
ward. Investment looks forward. Most of us have had 
our opportunity. It is our duty and our privilege to give 
youth its opportunity. Education for them cannot be 
postponed. The press, radio, and the public platform 
have been emphasizing the importance of education 
and the need for its support. Three quotations seem 
apropos. 


Frank W. Abrams, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors, Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, gives a “bus- 
inessman’s appraisal” of the American school system 
today. 


“One service that business can perform for Amer- 
ican education is to give the story of the value of edu- 
cation and the necessity for supporting it and give it the 
nationwide distribution it deserves. We can give not 
only our money and our advertising facilities, but our- 
selves. Let us take part in educational affairs both in 
our home communities and at the national level. Let us 
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urge our associates to do the same. This is a very im- 
portant and very difficult problem. It deserves the best 
in all of us.” 


Harold C. Hanover, secretary-treasurer, New York 
State Federation of Labor, gives labor’s point of view. 


“The hour is late. But there is still time for the 
public awakening that can bring the correction of the 
injustices of other years which have brought the nation 
to its present unhappy pass in the field of education; 
which can make of education a dynamic process that — 
readies the individual for his opportunities and respon- 
sibilities as a citizen.”

Business Machines Corporation states, “Money spent on 
education is the best investment our taxpayers can make. 
Today American business is more dependent on educated 
men than ever before in our history, and the same is true 
in the community, the state, the nation, and all civiliz- 
ation.”

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Report of the Principal 


Dear Mr. Peebles: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as prin- 
cipal of the Henry T. Wing School. 


In the limited space available, I would like to give 
some of the reasons why the citizens of Sandwich can 
be justly proud of the school system which their intel- 
ligent support of a well chosen School Committee and 
yourself over the past twenty years has created: 


1. The school plant is practical, pleasant, and ade- 
quate. Our children sit in uncrowded classrooms with 
plenty of fresh air of the right temperature. Enterpris- 
ing teachers make the environment attractive as well as 
educational. Mr. Michelson, aided by his new assistant, 
keeps the building clean and in constant repair. After 
a storm all walks are immediately shoveled and sanded 
if necessary. Contrast this with some neighboring schools 
where pupils are crowded into one room with only a coal 
stove for heat and where walks are often slippery and 
dangerous for two or three days after a storm. 


2. All children except those living within practical 
walking distance are brought to school by bus in com- 
fort and safety. To the pupils Mr. Liberty and Mr. Burke 
are not just “bus drivers” but ‘friends’. 


3. Health services of the school are excellent. 
Teachers are quick to notice any pupil who is not feeling 
well and they are given immediate attention. Mrs. Var- 
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ney is at the school every day when her many duties 
permit and countless children are given the personalized 
service of being taken home every year. In addition to 
wholesome food at low cost, our cafeteria serves good 
cheer and friendliness. Mrs. Kershaw is not called “Ma 
Kershaw” for nothing; she knows every child by name 
and their likes and dislikes. Physical examinations, a 
dental clinic, and frequent use of special clinics complete 
our health services. 


4. In line with the belief that school should be a 
pleasant experience and that boys and girls should grow 
socially as well as academically, many activities are car- 
ried on each year. From the small parties in individual 
rooms of the lower grades up through the teas, dances, 
plays, and athletic program of the high school, the de- 
velopment of a well rounded personality is the goal for 
each pupil. 


5. Last, but not least, is the faculty and academic 
program. Although five teachers are new this year the 
average years of teaching experience of the full time 
faculty is ten. More important than years of experience 
or degrees are certain other factors. Do the teachers 
have an interest in and love for children? Are the teach- 
ers properly trained and do they keep abreast of the new 
in education? Are the teachers willing to give of their 
time and energies without stint? In these respects our 
faculty measures up remarkably well. Every pupil in this 
school is an individual and is treated as such. 


6. With the best of plant, equipment, and teaching, 
the children of Sandwich continue to measure up year 
after year above the average on all types of standard 
tests and our graduates of average intelligence who have 
applied themselves continue to succeed in schools of 
high learning. Those who do not go on to school are © 
much better fitted to take their place in society. 
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The rest of the teachers and I are not living in a 
fool’s paradise. We realize that moulding the lives of 
two hundred and thirty children, the most prized posses- 
sion the citizens of Sandwich possess, is no easy task and 
that we make mistakes, but we have a firm resolve to 
keep and improve a school of which the citizens can be 
proud.
